Mr.  J.  F.  Brown,  of  the  Dover  Chemists'  Association,  is 
the  President  whose  portrait  is  given  this  week,  with  some 
notes  on  his  career  in  pharmacy  (p.  24). 

We  give  information  about  the  Newfoundland  Dentists 
Act  on  p.  19,  and  also  indicate  that  a  similar  law  is  needed,  and 
may  be  produced  this  year,  dealing  with  pharmacy  in  the 
same  manner. 

A  Chemist  who  has  emigrated  to  Canada  communicates  his 
experience,  with  special  reference  to  the  opportunities  which 
the  Far  West  affords  as  a  field  for  the  enterprise  of  homo 
houses  (p.  36). 

"  The  Retailers'  Power  "  is  the  title  of  an  article  in  which 
we  deal  with  the  failure  of  an  attempt  to  popularise  a  patent 
medicine  without  recognising  fully  that  druggists,  as  the  dis- 
tributors, should  be  considered  (p.  16). 

"  Xrayser,"  after  commenting  upon  the  "  Chemists'  Medical 
Dictionary  "  in  the  C.  &  D.  Diary  and  other  topics,  takes  up 
the  question  of  the  use  of  trade-marked  names  for  patented 
articles,  and  gives  reasons  for  saying  that  these  are  not  always 
made  public  property  when  patent  rights  expire  (p.  15). 

The  Census  of  Production  Act  will  cover  production  of 
manufactures,  etc.,  during  1907.  We  give  some  hints  about 
the  matter,  and  add  interesting  particulars  of  the  similar, 
but  more  exhaustive,  census  taken  in  U.S.A.  in  1905.  The 
notes  include  figures  respecting  the  drug  and  patent  medicine 
trades,  chemical  industry,  and  allied  branches  (p.  17). 

A  German  Pharmacist  has  gone  thoroughly  into  the  respec- 
tive merits  of  percolation  and  maceration  in  tincture-making, 
with  the  result  that  he  proves  the  superiority  of  percolation. 
Nevertheless  German  opinion  seems  averse  to  departing  from 
maceration,  one  reason  being  that  percolation  would,  they 
say,  throw  tincture-making  into  the  hands  of  wholesalers. 
See  p.  34. 

Although  business  has  not  been  fully  resumed  in  the 
produce-markets,  the  outlook  is  good.  Meanwhile  some  im- 
portant price-alterations  have  occurred,  including  an  advance 
in  balsam  peru,  codeine  and  salts,  morphine  and  salts, 
phenacetin  and  santonin.  Carbolic  acid  is  worth  buying. 
Maranham  copaiba  is  firmer;  Tonquin  musk  is  excessively 
scarce.    Antimony  and  sulphate  of  iron  are  easier  (p.  29). 
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Local  Newspapers  containing  marked  items  of  news  interesting 
to  the  Trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor. 


Brevities. 

After  purchasing  some  cough-lozenges  at  the  shop  of 
Mr.  J.  Benjamin,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Eoss,  Hereford 
a  man  named  Pope  said  he  felt  ill.  He  sat  down  in  a  chair' 
and  a  few  moments  later  fell  to  the  floor  dead. 

At  Willesden  on  December  27,  three  boys  were  found 
guilty  of  being  concerned  in  stealing  twenty-four  anti- 
rheumatic rings,  value  11.  16s.,  the  property  of  James 
Balchin,  trading  as  a  chemist  at  10a  High  Eoad,  Kilburn. 

A  Blyth  farmer,  named  Birkett,  was  convicted  and  fined  at 
Retford  on  December  29,  for  sowing  wheat  impregnated 
with  strychnine  with  the  intention  of  destroying  life. 
Nearly  two  hundred  dead  birds— larks,  sparrows,  chaf- 
finches, and  starlings — were  found  on  the  land. 

At  an  inquest  on  a  woman  at  Poplar,  the  daughter  said 
that  "a  supposed  doctor,  whose  address  she  did  not  know, 
:gave  her  mother  a  bottle  of  medicine  for  which  he  charged 
10s."  Coroner  Baxter  :  I  expect  he  is  only  some  quack 
■or  herbalist.  The  "medicine"  is  generally  sarsaparilla  or 
coloured  water. 

The  employes  of  the  Flint  Alkali  Chemical-works  on 
Saturday  last  elected  their  medical  officer.  Great  interest 
was  manifested  in  the  election,  and  the  result  was  declared 
as  follows  :  Dr.  W.  A.  F.  Tremlow,  117  votes ;  Dr.  J.  H. 
Williams,  J.P.,  102.  The  latter. had  been  the  medical 
■officer  for  many  years. 

The  Brighton  Junior  Pharmacy  Club,  King's  Road 
Arches,  are  appealing  for  funds  to  extinguish  the  capital 
debt,  which  has  during  the  year  been  reduced  from  35?.  to 
10/.  Those  who  desire  to  contribute  should  note  that  the 
Hon.  Secretaries  of  the  club  are  Mr.  O.  D.  Holmes, 
140a  Western  Road,  and  Mr.  E.  E.  Jones,  81  St.  James's 
'Street,  Brighton. 

On  the  day  after  Boxing  Day  a  ' '  Daily  Mirror  "  repre- 
sentative interviewed  a  Pimlico  chemist,  who  told  him  that 
he  had  sold  "  no  fewer  than  seventeen  seidlitz  powders  and 
twenty-two  penny  packets  of  pills"  between  10.30  and 
11  a.m.  that  day.  "  It  is  always  the  same  after  the  Christmas 
festivities,"  remarked  the  chemist,  "but  this  year  it  cer- 
tainly seems  worse — or  better — than  usual."

Fires. 

On  December  28  a  fire  occurred  at  the  drug-stores  carried 
on  at  Waterloo  Road,  Cobridge,  Burslem,  Staffs,  by  Mrs. 
Hood,  and  extensive  damage  was  done. 

A  slight  fire  took  place  on  December  27  in  the  premises 
of  the  Timothy  White  Co.,  Ltd.,  at  Union  Street,  Ryde, 


Isle  of  Wight,  through  the  window-blind  being  ignited  by 
the  gas. 

Gooseberry-mildew. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture's  circular  in  reference  to 
gooseberry-mildew,  to  which  reference  was  made  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  December  15,  1906,  p.  882,  is  being  criticised  by 
correspondents  of  the  "  Times."  It  seems  that  the  disease 
has  already  appeared  in  Ireland  and  Worcestershire,  but 
when  an  expert  from  the  Board  of  Agriculture  went 
down  to  Worcestershire  he  reported  that  the  disease  was  in- 
digenous, and  would  not  necessarily  reach  the  fruit.  This 
expert  has  also  reported  that  the  remark  about  gooseberry- 
growing  in  America  having  been  rendered  impossible  is  a 
figure  of  speech,  and  that  reports  of  injury  have  been  much 
exaggerated.  There  seems  a  curious  contradiction  between 
the  Board's  circular  and  the  utterances  of  their  expert. 
Manufacturing  Paints  and  Colours. 

The  Home  Secretary  has  issued  amended  regulations 
under  Section  79  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901, 
which  will  apply  tc  all  factories  and  workshops  in  which  dry 
carbonate  of  lead  or  red-lead  is  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
paints  and  colours  or  chromate  of  lead  is  produced  by 
boiling ;  but  they  are  not  to  apply  to  factories  and  work- 
shops in  which  paints  and  colours  are  manufactured  not 
for  sale,  but  solely  for  use  in  the  business  of  the  occupier ; 
or  to  factories  or  workshops  in  which  only  the  manufacture 
of  artists'  colours  is  carried  on ;  or  to  the  manufacture  of 
varnish-paints.  The  sections  preventing  the  employment  of 
a  woman  in  manufacturing  lead-colour  are  not  to  apply  to 
the  packing  in  parcels  or  kegs  not  exceeding  14  lb.  in  weight, 
unless  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Factories  requires  it.  Detailed 
instructions  are  given  as  to  the  manipulation  and  working 
of  lead-processes. 

Contracts. 

The  Belper  Board  of  Guardians  have  accepted  the  tender 
of  Messrs.  Calvert  &  Son,  chemists,  for  the  supply  of  drugs. 

The  Wisbech  Board  of  Guardians  have  placed  their  con- 
tract for  drugs  for  the  workhouse  with  Mr.  Matthew 
Herrod,  chemist  and  druggist. 

The  Asylums  Committee  of  the  Hull  Corporation  have 
accepted  the  tender  of  Mr.  F.  E.  Johnson,  chemist  and 
druggist,  9  Prince  Street,  Hull,  for  the  supply  of  drugs. 

The  address  of  Mr.  Smith,  who,  as  stated  last  week,  had 
secured  the  contract  for  the  supply  of  drugs  to  the  Hull 
Board  of  Guardians,  should  have  been  given  as  Osborne 
Street,  Hull,  and  not  Hessle  Road. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Christmas  br-e-ught  very  brisk  trade  to  the  craft  in  its 
side-lines,  and  although  general  trade  is  slow,  dispensing  and 
prescribing  have  been  very  brisk. 

The  trend  of  the  times  in  pharmacy  is  indicated  by  the 
fact  that  quite  recently  tws  local  pharmacists  have 
left  its  ranks  and  entered  as  dental  students,  and  two  others 
have  entered  theological  colleges  to  train  for  the  Church. 

With  reference  to  the  blending  of  paraffins  with  water  by 
the  aid  of  waxes  and  fats  (see  account  of  the  Glasgow  phar- 
macists' meeting)  it  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  one  of 
Birmingham's  oldest  chemists  is  able  to  recall  many  examples 
of  the  sort  from  his  recipes  of  twenty  to  thirty  years  ago. 
Notts  Notes. 

Trade  in  general  is  improving  all  round.  The  doctors 
seem  to  be  very  busy,  and  chemists  are  therefore  getting  their 
share  of  work. 

Local  chemists  are  already  talking  about  Mr.  F.  Ross 
Sergeant  offering  his  services  as  a  candidate  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council.  He  received  such  good  support  on  his 
first  venture  that  his  friends  are  hoping  he  will  see  his  way 
to  come  forward  once  more. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  J.  R.  Parkes  (Messrs.  Hearon,  Squire  & 
Francis)  celebrated  their  silver  wedding  on  December  28 
by  a  whist-drive  and  dance  in  the  Mikado  Cafe.  At  the 
supper  Mr.  R.  Fitzhugh,  J. P.,  proposed  the  health  and 
happiness  of  the  host  and  hostess. 

Christmas  trade  in  Nottingham  and  district  was  quite  up 
to  the  average,  though  the  demand  for  fancy-boxed  perfume 
fell  off.  The  usual  displays  were  made  in  many  of  the 
shops,  and  nothing  striking  has  to  be  recorded.  One  window 
contained  nothing  else  but  lavender-water  of  a  special  brand. 
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In  the  centre  of  the  city  Mr.  Beachell  made  what  was 
perhaps  the  best  show,  but  Mr.  A.  Middleton  also  had  a  fine 
display. 

The  Extract  Annual. 
The  twenty-third  annual  dinner  of  the  employes  and  staff 
of  Messrs.  Newball  &  Mason  was  held  at  Nottingham  on 
December  28.  Mr.  T.  Mason  presided  and  Mr.  B.  Deaville 
was  in  the  vice-chair.  As  usual,  a  very  happy  evening  was 
spent,  the  Mason-Deaville  Dramatic  Club  and  the  Maville 
Minstrels  contributing  largely  to  the  general  hilarity.  "  A 
Dead  Shot,"  one  of  Buckstone's  farces,  was  chosen  for  the 
display  of  the  unusual  histrionic  ability  concentred  in  the 
manufacturers  of  herb-extracts,  and  it  gave  entire  satis- 
faction. The  minstrels  were  as  popular  as  of  yore,  and 
there  was,  besides,  along  array  of  musical  talent,  songs  being 
contributed  by  Messrs.  H.  Butler,  A.  E.  Attenborough,  R. 
Horridge,  J.  H.  Brown,  J.  H.  Richmond,  H.  Pratt,  W. 
Harrod,  G.  E.  Whyman,  and  L.  Stevenson.  Mr.  A.  C. 
Smith  gave  two  recitations,  besides  acting  as  interlocutor 
and  stump  orator  in  the  minstrel  entertainment.  The 
retirement  of  Mr.  W.  Richards,  one  of  the  oldest  travellers 
in  the  firm,  who  worked  part  of  the  Midland  Counties, 
South  Wales,  and  the  West  of  England,  was  referred  to,  and 
he  was  presented  with  a  silver  tea-service.  The  Chairman, 
in  making  the  presentation,  wished  Mr.  Richards  the  best 
of  health  on  his  retirement,  and  Mr.  Deaville  thanked  him 
for  the  trouble  he  had  taken  in  explaining  every  detail 
relative  to  the  working  of  his  journeys  to  his  successors 
Messrs.  W.  Palin  and  W.  H.  Perry.  Mr.  Richards,  in 
acknowledging  the  presentation,  expressed  the  pleasure  it 
had  given  him  to  be  associated  with  the  firm  for  about 
eighteen  years. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

Most  of  the  local  pharmacies  still  retain  their  Christmas 
shop-window  shows.  Many  of  these  are  exceedingly 
attractive,  and  reflect  the  greatest  credit  on  the  artistic  taste 
of  their  "  composers."  Perfumes  are,  as  usual,  the  leading 
line.  6 

The  Press  reviews  of  the  trade  of  the  past  year  in 
Sheffield  show  that,  on  the  whole,  there  has  been  a  great 
improvement,  especially  in  the  heavy  trades.  Pharmacists 
report  a  general  improvement  towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
but  still  find  that  the  recovery  in  business  is  not  so  pro- 
nounced as  might  be  expected. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  winter  season  has  been  the  con- 
tinued improvement  of  the  photographic  trade,  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  art  being  successfully  practised  in  winter 
due  to  recent  devices  having  considerably  extended  this 
branch  of  business.  One  pharmacist,  who  makes  a  strong 
side-line  of  photography,  found  the  hour  during  which  his 
pharmacy  opened  for  dispensing  on  Christmas  Day  to  be 
a  perfect  gold-mine.  The  heavy  fall  of  snow  caused  a  rush 
for  plates,  which  he  and  his  staff  had  the  utmost  difficulty  in 
coping  with. 

Christmas  Crashes. 

A  large  plate-glass  window  at  the  establishment  of  Boots, 
Ltd.,  in  Bridge  Street,  Warrington,  was  smashed  on  Decem- 
ber 24  by  a  motor-car  which  dashed  into  it. 

The  frost  on  December  28  caused  a  man  walking  on  the 
pavement  in  London  Street,  Norwich,  to  fall  through  the 
window  of  the  establishment  of  Boots,  Ltd..  completely 
wrecking  it.    The  man  was,  miraculously,  unhurt. 

George  Timpney  (58),  a  Sheffield  labourer,  became  slightly 
exuberant  on  December  24,  in  anticipation  of  Christmas 
festivities,  and  attacked  the  plate-glass  window  of  the  shop 
of  Messrs.  Fox  &  Sons,  chemists,  in  Castle  Street,  with 
much  violence  and  an  old  shoe.  A  passing  policeman  took 
charge  of  George  and  the  shoe,  and  George  was  subsequently 
sent  to  prison  for  fourteen  days. 

Medicines  for  the  Workhouse. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Devonport  Board  of  Guardians  on 
December  28,  it  was  reported  that  the  Local  Government 
Board  had  written  that  it  was  desirable  that  all  medicines 
supplied  in  the  workhouse  should  be  provided  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Board  of  Guardians.  The  Clerk  (Mr.  A.  Gard) 
said  he  was  informed  that  the  cost  of  drugs  which  the 
medical  officer  supplied,  apart  from  those  furnished  by  the 
Board,  was  about  101.  per  annum.  Mr.  May  moved  that  the 
Board  should  pay  for  all  the  drugs  used  in  the  house ;  it  was 


the  only  way  to  ensure  that  the  interests  of  the  poor  were 
cared  for.  Mr.  Bryant  wished  to  know  whether  they  were 
going  to  increase  the  medical  officer's  salary  by  10<.  Alter 
some  discussion,  a  suggestion  by  Mr.  Littelton  that  the 
Local  Government  Board  should  be  informed  that  the  exist- 
ing arrangement  had  worked  well,  and  that  Dr.  Sandford 
had  been  appointed  on  the  understanding  that  he  supplied 
certain  drugs,  was  agreed  to. 

The  Travelling  Physician. 

At  the  Hertfordshire  Quarter  Sessions  on  December  31, 
John  Hopkins  (64)  was  charged  with  obtaining  various  sums 
of  money  by  false  pretences.  It  was  stated  for  the  prosecu- 
tion that  prisoner  had  made  Hertford  his  headquarters,  and 
had  gone  about  with  a  pack,  ascertaining  where  people  were 
afflicted  with  various  diseases.  His  patients  included  those 
suffering  with  blindness,  dropsy,  paralysis,  etc.  He  always 
went  to  women  patients.  Having  ascertained  what  was  the 
matter,  he  would  then  tramp  about  and  inform  the  people 
that  he  could  supply  such  things  as  electric  belts  or  glasses. 
The  charge  was  originally  7s.  6d.  for  the  latter,  but  a 
charitable  friend  (he  said)  would  make  up  5s.  of  the  amount 
if  the  patient  parted  with  half  a  crown.  And  so  with  other 
things,  for  which  he  prescribed  medicine.  He  told  the 
patients  he  had  been  a  doctor  in  the  Indian  Army  for  a  large 
number  of  years.  One  person,  who  had  a  bad  throat,  he 
persuaded  to  have  an  electric  collar,  the  cash-price  of  which 
was  27s.  6<1,  but  he  could  supply  one  for  5s.  6d.  Numerous 
sums  had  been  paid  the  prisoner,  and  if  all  the  cases  at  pre- 
sent known  had  been  gone  into  there  would  be  thirty  counts 
in  the  indictment.  His  medicines  were  analysed  by  Mr. 
A.  E.  Ekins,  the  county  analyst,  and  were  found  to  be- 
composed  of  capsicum,  gentian,  methylated  spirit,  tar,  aloes, 
and  ginger.  Prisoner  pleaded  guilty,  and  was  sentenced  ' 
to  four  months'  hard  labour. 

The  Coroner  and  the  Consumption-cure. 
In  the  Southwark  Coroner's  Court,  on  January  1,  Dr. 
F.  J.  Waldo  held  an  inquest  on  the  body  of  Alfred  Albert 
Cushing  (42),  a  labourer.  The  widow  said  her  husband 
always  refused  to  have  anything  to  do  with  doctors,  as. 
they  never  seemed  to  do  him  any  good.  He  took  anything, 
in  the  way  of  medicine  he  was  told  to  take,  and  he  also  used'; 
an  inhaler  for  the  nose.  Dr.  J.  A.  Paton,  of  10  Marshalsea 
Road,  S.E.,  said  death  was  due  to  heart  disease  brought 
on  by  consumption.  The  widow  told  him  (Dr.  Paton)  that 
the  inhaler  which  deceased  had  used  cost  37.  3s.,  and  the 
liquid  that  had  to  be  used  with  it  cost  8s.  per  oz.  Witness 
handed  to  the  coroner  a  pamphlet  having  reference  to  it. 
Dr.  Waldo  said  it  appeared  to  be  an  American  thing  and 
was  called  "Dr.  Tucker's  Atomiser."  It  was  recom- 
mended for  asthma,  hay-fever,  and  catarrh.  He  saw  on  it 
"  Ohio,  U.S.A.,"  and  also  that  the  London  place  of  business 
was  Half  Moon  Lane,  Heme  Hill.  The  Coroner  (to  the 
widow)  :  Did  it  give  relief  ?  The  Widow  :  He  used  to 
reckon  that  it  did.  The  Coroner  :  I  suppose  it  is  some 
quack  remedy.  Was  it  a  proprietary  article  ?  Dr.  Paton  : 
Yes,  I  believe  so  ;  I  am  told  there  was  a  Government  stamp 
on  it.  The  Coroner  :  Of  course,  all  proprietary  articles 
need  a  Government  stamp ;  and  it  is  a  curious  thing  I  have 
had  a  number  of  cases  of  quack  medicines  where  credulous 
people  have  been  deluded  into  believing  that  the  Govern- 
ment stamp  guaranteed  what  is  contained  in  the  package. 
The  Government  undoubtedly  make  a  very  rich  harvest  out 
of  the  sale  of  these  stamps,  but  I  think  the  sooner  the 
Government  do  away  with  the  stamps  the  better.  Of  what 
does  this  fluid  consist — some  kind  of  quack  medicine,  I 
presume?  Dr.  Paton  :  I  have  no  idea,  but  I  presume  it  is 
some  kind  of  harmless  liquid — these  things  usually  are. 
They  charge  3/.  3s.  for  the  inhaler  and  8s.  an  oz.  for  the 
liquid,  and  the  whole  lot  could  be  got  for  3s.  or  4s.  The 
Coroner  :  Did  the  deceased  buy  this  inhaler  and  fluid  ?  The 
Widow  :  It  was  purchased  for  him  with  the  aid  of  a  few 
friends.  In  further  answer  to  the  Coroner,  Dr.  Paton  said 
he  was  not  prepared  to  say  the  uf.e  of  the  inhaler  hastened 
the  death,  and  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "  death  from 
natural  causes." 

Chlorate -of-potasb  Poisoning. 
At  Scarborough  on  December  31,  Mr.  George  Taylor,  the 
Borough  Coroner,  held  an  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Arthur 
Nathaniel  Booth  (41),  who  died  suddenly.    The  evidence 
was  to  the  effect  that  deceased  had  suffered  from  sore  throat, 
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for  which  a  friend,  Mr.  H.  L.  Kettle,  advised  him  to  take 
chlorate-of-potash  tablets.    Mr.  Kettle  obtained  1  oz.  of 
tablets  from  Mr.  Harold  Kelsey,  chemist  and  druggist,  an 
assistant  in  the  shop  of  Mr.  J.  Whitfield,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  Filey  Road,  Scarborough.    Of  these  ^  oz.  was 
taken,  dissolved  in  water,  and  the  solution  was  sipped  during 
the  course  of  the  day  by  the  deceased.    In  the  evening  of 
the  same  day  the  remaining  ^  oz.  was  dissolved  and  the 
liquid  sipped  in  the  same  manner  during  the  following  day. 
Then  deceased  was  taken  seriously  ill,  and  two  doctors 
diagnosed  caustic  poisoning.    Eventually  deceased  died,  the 
doctors  being  of  opinion  that  death  was  due  to  poisoning 
by  the  chlorate-of-potash  tablets.     In  the  course  of  his 
evidence,  Mr.  Kelsey  deposed  that  when  the  purchase  was 
made  Mr.  Kettle  explained  that  he  was  to  tell  the  deceased 
to  dissolve  ^  oz.  in  a  tumbler  of  hot  water  and  sip  slowly. 
The  tablets  contained  about  5  grains  each  of  chlorate  of 
potash.    He  (witness)  knew  that  the  maximum  quantity 
recommended  by  the  Pharmacopoeia  to  be  taken  at  a  dose 
was  about  15  grains.   There  were  forty-four  tablets  in  ^  oz., 
and  they  would  contain  220  grains  of  chlorate  of  potash. 
Chemists  did  not  regard  chlorate  of  potash  as  any  more  a 
poison  than  saltpetre.    He  Understood  the  sipping  of  the 
liquid  would  extend  over  a  few  hours,  and  did  not  consider 
it  necessary  to  offer  any  caution.    Chlorate  of  potash  is  not 
included  in  the  schedule  of  poisons,  and  as  a  rule  its  use  is 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  person  purchasing.  The 
evidence  of  Mr.  Kettle  was  to  the  effect  that  his  father  and 
mother  had  taken  chlorate-of-potash  tablets  regularly  for  the 
past  fifteen  years  in  the  way  he  recommended  to  the 
deceased.    On  one  occasion  his  father  had  taken  1  oz. 
Witness  stated  that  on  December  11  deceased  was  overcome 
by  petrol-fumes  in  a  motor-house,  and  became  unconscious, 
the  same  symptoms  (blueness  all  over)  being  shown  as  when 
he  was  suffering  from  the  chlorate-of-potash  poisoning.  He 
(Mr.  Kettle)  suggested  that  deceased  was  still  suffering 
from  the  effects  of  the  petrol-poisoning  at  the  time  he  took 
the  chlorate  of  potash.    Dr.  Thornley,  who  attended  Mr. 
Booth  before  he  died,  said  the  symptoms  were  those  of 
poisoning  by  an  overdose  of  chlorate  of  potash.  Anything 
over  20  grains  is  an  overdose.    The  minimum  of  fatal  doses 
he  had  cognisance  of  was  225  grains  taken  during  five  days. 
The  incident  of  the  petrol-poisoning  did  not  affect  his  deci- 
sion as  to  the  cause  of  death.   Deceased  had  evidently  taken 
400  grains  in  twelve  hours.    He  thought  a  post-mortem 
examination  was  quite  unnecessary.    The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  in  accordance  with  the  medical  testimony.  They 
found  that  the  chlorate  of  potash  had  been  taken  by  mis- 
adventure and  in  ignorance  of  the  properties  of  the  drug. 
The  Coroner  said  great  care  should  be  exercised  by  chemists 
in  serving  articles  which  were  calculated  to  be  injurious, 
also  by  persons  in  recommending  to  others  the  use  of  drugs  of 
which  they  had  not  a  proper  knowledge.

The  Elliot  Junction  Disaster. 
Mr.  Bennett,  chemist  and  druggist,  Arbroath,  identified 
one  of  the  victims  of  the  terrible  railway  disaster  at  Elliot 
Junction. 

Mr.  Farquhar  S.  Bauchop,  who  is  well  known  through- 
out Scotland  as  one  of  the  travelling  staff  of  Messrs.  Pinker- 
ton,  Gibson  &  Co.,  was  in  Arbroath  on  the  day  of  the 
frightful  train  collision  last  week,  and  had  to  leave  the 
town  the  same  day  for  Broughty  Ferry.  When  he  got  to 
the  station  he  found  that  he  had  just  missed  the  local  train, 
but  that  he  could  travel  by  the  express  ;  so  he  entered  one 
of  the  centre  compartments,  and  this  is  what  he  has  told 
a  local  paper  about  the  matter  : 

We  started  and  continued  the  run  without  incident  until — 
that  awful  crash.  A  series  of  jolts  and  crashes  followed  the 
first  smash,  and  then — a  moment's  quietness  before  the 
horror  of  what  had  happened  was  realised.  Another  man 
had  a  seat  in  my  carriage.  Neither  of  us  was  hurt.  We 
got  out  whenever  the  carriage  stood  still.  What  we  saw 
was  awful.  The  rear  end  of  the  local  train  into  which  our 
engine  ran  was  matchwood.  I  shall  not  readily  forget 
what  followed — the  search  for  the  victims  and  the  removal 
of  the.  dead,  dying,  and  injured  to  the  waiting-rooms.  It 
was  awful. 

Commissions  to  Medical  Men. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Dundee  Branch  of  the  British 
Medical  Association,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  ; 
That  the  Dundee  Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Associa-' 
tion  recommends  that  in  future  no  medical  practitioner 
should  accept  from  a  chemist  a  commission  in  any  form  as  a 
return  for  prescriptions  dispensed  by  him,  considering  such 
a  thing  to  be  discreditable  to  the  profession,  unjust  to  the 
chemist,  and  unfair  to  the  patient. 

The  meeting  was  by  no  means  unanimous,  five  of  the 
members  voting  against  the  motion,  which  nine  supported. 
The  evil  which  is  particularly  objected  to  is  an  arrangement 
which  is  supposed  to  exist  whereby  a  low  fee  has  its  com- 
pensation in  a  higher  price  for  medicine.

Vincent  Street,  Glasgow,  on  Wednesday  evenings,  at 
9.15  p.m.,  beginning  January  9,  by  Mr.  Thos.  S.  Barrie, 
Ph.C,  F.S.M.C.,  and  Mr.  R.  Tocher,  Ph.C,  F.S.M.C., 
D.B.O.A.  The  same  course  of  lectures  will  be  given  in 
Edinburgh  (36  Lauriston  Place),  on  Thursdays,  at 
'9.15  p.m.,  beginning  January  10. 

Glasgow  Notes. 
Mr.  Daniel  Clark,  chemist's  assistant,  has  received  an 
important  appointment  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Parkhead 
Forge. 

The  "  Iron  Burgh  " — namely,  Coatbridge — with  a  popula- 
tion of  forty  thousand,  is  now  the  proud  possessor  of  four 
chemists'  shops.  The  remainder  of  the  drug-businesses — 
some  seven  or  eight — are  owned  by  medical  men. 

Mr.  Thos.  S.  Barrie,  F.C.S.,  principal  of  the  West  of 
Scotland  College  of  Pharmacy,  157  St.  Vincent  Street, 
commences  the  next  session  of  the  college  on  Monday, 
January  7,  and  continues  to  carry  on  his  tutorial  work  at  the 
sbove  address. 

Walter  Asher  was  last  week  sentenced  by  the  Sheriff  to 
twenty-one  days'  imprisonment  for  stealing  on  Decem- 
ber 18  or  19,  from  the  premises  of  a  firm  of  chemists  in 
Union  Street,  a  bank  cheque  for  21.  Is.  9r/.,  a  postal  order 
for  15s.,  and  29Z.  4s.  in  money. 

What  the  chemists  are  saying  : — That  perfumes  and 
fancy  goods  went  well  during  Christmas  and  New  Year. — 
That  the  Sunday  hours  are  miserably  long.  A  number  of 
the  fraternity  think  that  they  could  be  shortened  quite 
easily. — That  influenza  has  set  in  again,  and  that  the 
medical  men  are  having  a  busy  time.

Medicine  Stamp-tax. — The  formula  followed  in  regard  to 
the  Budget  articles  is  that  after  the  first  reading  in  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  they  go  to  the  Senate,  then  are 
returned  to  the  Chamber  for  second  reading.  The  text  as 
voted  on  the  first  reading  is  rather  more  favourable  to 
pharmacists  than  the  original,  and  the  exclusion  of  per- 
fumery and  hygienic  articles  has  given  satisfaction. — 
The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Senate  have  proceeded 
with  the  examination  of  the  Budget  and  have  proposed 
several  modifications  in  the  taxes  on  pharmaceutical 
specialities,  having  adopted  an  amendment  of  M.  Jean 
Dupuy,  President  of  the  Associated  French  Press  and  a 
member  of  the  Commission,  as  follows  : 

An  ad  valorem  tax  is  established  on  pharmaceutical 
specialities.  This  tax  is  based  on  the  retail  selling-price, 
it  being  obligatory  that  the  labels  should  bear  such  price  in 
legible  characters,  according  to  the  following  tariff  : 

1.  Exemption  up  to  2Ec.  {2^1.). 

2.  A  tax  of  2c.  on  products  of  2£c.  to  If. 

3.  A  tax  of  4c.  per  franc,  or  fraction  of  a  franc,  above 
'50c.  for  products  of  If.  to  lOf. 

4.  For  products  of  a  price  superior  to  10f.,  the  duty  to 
be  25c.  per  5f.,  or  fraction  of  5f.  above  2.50f. 

The  conditions  as  to  what  are  to  be  considered  as  phar- 
maceutical preparations  remain  unchanged.  The  sale,  and 
•offering  for  sale,  of  the  said  specialities  will  only  be 
authorised  in  France  and  its  Colonies,  providing  they  bear 
ostensibly,  in  addition  to  the  price  as  already  mentioned, 
an  official  label  or  stamp,  as  well  as  the  name  and  address  of 
the  pharmacist  putting  up  such  products.  All  products 
included  in  the  Codex  are  exempt  from  the  tax  if  they 
.are  prepared  by  pharmacists  on  their  own  premises  for  the 
purpose  of  being  delivered  direct  to  their  customers  without 
advertisements,  and  exclusively  by  retail.  The  Senate 
Commission  has  also  proposed  that  serums  manufactured 
ki  institutes  and  acknowledged  as  of  public  utility  should 
be  exempt  from  all  tax.  According  to  the  above  amend- 
ment, pharmaceutical  specialities  would  only  bear  a  tax  of 
from  3f.  to  3.20f.  per  cent.,  as  against  10  per  cent, 
proposed  by  the  Chamber  of  Deputies.  The  second  reading 
in  the  Chamber  will  show  what  the  deputies  think  of  it,  and 
by  that  time  the  influence  of  manufacturers  of  phar- 
maceutical specialities  (who  are  not  by  any  means  idle,  and 
have  plenty  of  money  to  spend)  will  be  felt. 


Fire  at  a  Photo-manufactory. — Lumiere's  photo- 
graphic-paper and  plate  factories  at  Lyons  have  been  burnt 
down.  The  damage  is  considerable,  and  200  workmen  are 
reduced  to  idleness. 

Obituary. — The  death  is  announced  of  Professor  Le 
Roux,  who  for  twenty-five  years  was  Professor  of  Physics 
at  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  from  which  he  retired  in 
1902.  The  funeral  took  place  in  very  wintry  weather  on 
Wednesday  of  last  week,  and  valedictory  speeches  were 
made  by  M.  Daniel  Berthelot  and  other  professors. 

Professor  Becquerel. — On  Monday  last  the  Paris 
Academy  of  Sciences  elected  its  Vice-President  for  1907, 
and  the  choice  fell  on  Professor  Henri  Becquerel, 
who  was  elected  almost  unanimously.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  his  researches  on  the  curious  properties  of 
uranium  salts  led  him  to  the  discovery  of  the  Becquerel 
rays. 

Pharmacist  Sentenced.— M.  Thomas  Xambo,  a  former 
pharmacy  student,  was  prosecuted  in  Paris  last  week  on  a 
charge  of  illegal  practice  of  medicine  made  by  a  M.  Chartrier 
on  behalf  of  a  relative.  The  evidence  showed  that  the  de- 
fendant had  treated  the  patient  for  a  disease  of  the  ankle, 
making  several  minor  operations.  In  the  end  it  was  found 
necessary  to  amputate  the  leg.  The  defendant  was  sentenced 
to  eight  months'  imprisonment  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  2,000f. 
(80/.),  as  well  as  l,000f.  (40/.)  as  damages  to  the  Paris 
Medical  Society. 

Bauxite. — The  tidal  wave  which  recently  ravaged  the 
Riviera  has  blocked  the  port  of  St.  Raphael.  This  little 
town — well  known  to  all  pharmacists  who  have  served  a 
season  in  Southern  France — was  the  principal  port  of  ship- 
ment for  bauxite,  the  only  mineral  exported  by  France  in 
considerable  quantities.  In  fact,  France  produces  60  per 
cent,  of  the  bauxite  in  the  world  and  only  utilises  15  per 
cent.,  the  rest  being  exported  to  England,  Belgium,  Austria, 
and  even  to  the  United  States,  but  especially  to  Germany 
for  the  firm  of  Guilini  Bros. 

Co-operative  Pharmacy. — The  Syndicate  of  Pharmacists 
of  the  Seine  Department  have  brought  an  action  against  the 
Mutual  Co-operative  Society  at  Puteaux,  near  Paris,  for 
illegal  practice  of  pharmacy.  The  contention  of  the 
plaintiffs  is  that  the  Mutual  Society  makes  its  members  pay 
for  drugs  and  medicines  supplied  at  a  figure  which  consti- 
tutes a  retail  selling-price,  whereas  they  should  be  supplied 
gratuitously,  or  on  payment  of  a  nominal  sum  only.  _  It 
appears  that  the  annual  subscription  to  the  Mutual  Society 
is  only  3s.  per  annum.  The  Judge  is  taking  time  to  con- 
sider his  decision. 

Medal  Presented  to  M.  Moissan. — As  a  mark  of  their 
sympathy  and  admiration,  the  friends  and  students  of  Pro- 
fessor Henri  Moissan,  Nobel  prizeman,  recently  presented 
him  with  a  medal  specially  designed  by  the  well-known 
engraver,  M.  Chaplain.  The  presentation  took  place  in  the 
Professor's  laboratory  at  the  Sorbonne,  and  M.  Lebeau 
formally  handed  M.  Moissan  the  medal  after  a  short  com- 
plimentary speech.  M.  Chabrie  also  said  a  few  words  in 
the  name  of  the  students  of  the  Institute  of  Applied 
Chemistry,  of  which  the  Professor  is  Director.  The  Pro- 
fessor replied  in  affectionate  and  appreciative  terms. 

An  Old  Students'  Banquet. — The  "Old  Boys"  of  the 
Institute  of  Applied  Chemistry  held  a  banquet  at  the  Palais 
d'Orsay  last  week  to  celebrate  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the 
foundation  of  the  Institute  by  Professor  Friedel.  M. 
Moissan,  Director  of  the  Institute,  was  the  guest  of  the 
evening,  and  MM.  Haller  (Professor  of  Chemistry),  Lipp- 
mann  and  Abell  (of  the  Faculty  of  Sciences),  Loyer, 
Poulenc,  Delaire,  and  other  well-known  men  were  present. 
In  reply  to  the  toast  proposed  by  M.  Loyer,  M.  Moissan 
announced  that  new  and  important  additions  to  the  Insti- 
tute of  Applied  Chemistry  will  shortly  be  built  on  the  site 
of  the  ex-convent  of  the  rue  d'TJlm,  and  that  it  has  been 
decided  to  replace  the  present  diploma  of  "chimiste"  by 
that  of  "  ingenieur-chimiste." 

Medicine  Mistake. — The  pharmacist  of  the  Halles 
quarter  of  Paris  who  made  a  dispensing  error  which  caused 
the  death  of  Mme.  Hargault  has  admitted  to  M.  Berr, 
the  examining  magistrate,  that  he  made  a  mistake.  On 
receiving  Dr.  Vigouroux's  prescription  of  sparteine  pills  for 
,  Mme.  Hargault,  he  began  the  dispensing.    The  bottle  con- 
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taining  the  sulphate  of  sparteine  was  identical  as  regards 
contents,  form,  and  colour  with  that  holding  sulphate  of 
strychnine.  He  opened  the  cupboard  and  took  the  latter 
by  mistake.  He  did  not  read  the  label  on  the  bottle,  as  a 
customer  spoke  to  him,  and  thus  diverted  his  attention.  In 
view  of  the  statement  the  pharmacist  is  charged  with 
homicide  by  imprudence. 

The  Cup  that  Cheers. — In  spite  of  the  larger  apprecia- 
tion of  Ceylon  tea  in  Paris  since  the  1900  Exhibition,  it  is 
curious  to  note  that  the  leaf  still  figures  upon  the  lists  of 
wholesale  druggists.  One  of  these  offers  a  Cevlon  mark  in 
i-lb.  packets  at  8d.  per  packet,  as  well  as  black  Souchong 
in  the  original  chests  (at  prices  varying  from  Is.  lOd.  per  lb. 
for  a  20-lb.  chest  to  3s.  5d.  per  lb.  for  small  quantities). 
Annam  tea  costs  4s.  Id.  (5.50f.  per  kilo.). 

Soluble  Cocoa.— The  Health  Department  of  the  Seine 
has  adopted  the  following  conclusions  of  a  report  by  M. 
Bouchardat  in  regard  to  cocoa  : 

1.  The  name  -l;  pure  cocoa  "  should  be  reserved  to  roasted 
cocoa  that  has  not  been  deprived  of  its  fat  or  treated  with  a 
chemical  agent. 

2.  Powdered  cocoa,  known  as  soluble  cocoa,  should  con- 
tain not  less  than  28  per  cent,  of  cocoa-butter. 

3.  Cocoa  that  has  been  treated  with  alkali  should  be  called 
'  solubihsed  "  and  not  soluble. 

4.  That  it  be  forbidden  to  sell  "  solubilised  "  cocoa  that 
gives  on  analysis  more  than  3  per  cent,  of  anhydrous  potash 
(K2U),  but  that  0.3  per  cent,  should  be  permitted  to  be 
present. 

Military  Pharmacists.— In  course  of  the  recent  discus- 
sion at  the  French  Chamber  of  Deputies  on  the  Army  Budget 
the  question  arose  as  to  the  advisability  of  suppressing 
the  grade  of  Army  pharmacists.  M.  Cazeneuve  opposed 
the  suggestion  in  the  following  terms  : 

It  is  impossible  to  transfer  the  duties  of  pharmacists  to 
Army  surgeons.  The  latter  bear  a  responsibility  which  is 
constantly  growing,  and  the  knowledge  they  require  is  aho 
always  increasing.  They  must  not  be  given  the  control  of 
drugs  and  medicines  which  they  cannot  properly  exercise 
A  \  ™y-P  -maelsts  have  an  important  role  to  fill  from 
the  hygienic  point  of  view  in  the  matter  of  controlling  water 
and  food.  This  control  is  necessary  in  the  interests  of  the 
finances  of  the  country,  as  well  as  the  well-being  of  the 
soldier.  °

Commonwealth. 

The  Constitution. — There  is  apt  to  be  a  little  confusion 
in  regard  to  the  powers  of  the  Commonwealth  and  States 
Governments.  The  various  States  of  the  Commonwealth  are 
"sovereign"  States  in  matters  of  health.  The  Common- 
wealth Government  looks  after  quarantine,  the  State  Parlia- 
ments look  after  sanitary  matters  for  their  own  States,  and 
the  Commonwealth  has  no  control  over  the  States.  The  Aus- 
tralian Commonwealth  Constitution  should  not  be  confused 
with  that  of  Canada.  The  Canadian  Constitution  gives 
to  the  Federal  Parliament  all  power  except  such  things  as 
may  be  specially  reserved  for  the  States.  The  Australian 
Constitution  is  based  more  upon  that  of  the  United  States, 
which  gives  sovereign  power  to  each  State,  and  only  hands 
over  to  the  Commonwealth  Government  such  matters  as 
may  be  expressly  mentioned  in  the  thirty-nine  paragraphs 
of  the  section  relating  to  the  powers  of  Government. 

The  Commerce  Act,  1905,  came  into  operation  on 
January  1.  This  Act  has  several  times  been  referred  to 
in  this  column,  as  well  as  the  regulations  made  under  the 
powers  conferred  in  Sections  7  and  11  in  regard  to  alcohol 
in  proprietaries  and  the  directions  as  to  using  disinfectants. 
It  should  be  noted  in  this  connection  that  Section  16  states 
that^- 

The  regulations  under  Sections  7  and  11  of  this 
Act  shall  not  prescribe  a  trade-description  which  discloses 
trade-secrets  of  manufacture  or  preparation,  unless  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Governor-General  the  disclosure  is  necessary 
for  the  protection  of  the  health  or  welfare  of  the  public. 

The  official  guide  to  the  Act  states  that  this- is  to  prevent 
the  proprietors  of  trade-secrets  from  losing  the  benefit  of 
such  by  their  being  divulged  in  the  trade-description. 
Where,  however,  the  article,  such  as  patent  medicines, 
contains  anything  of  a  kind  which  may  be  injurious  if  taken 
without  due  precaution,  such  as  opium,  the  regulation  may 
require  the  fact  to  be  stated  in  the  trade-description.  We 
are  informed  that  the  Government  analyst  had  a  staff  of 
twenty-one  assistants  ready  to  start  operations  on  January  1, 
and  that  he  anticipated  no  difficulty  in  overtaking  the  rush 
of  work  expected  to  be  caused  by  the  coming  into  operation 
of  the  Commerce  Act.  There  are  indications  that  the 
Commonwealth  Customs  Department  will  follow  the  lead  of 
the  Victorian  Health  Department  in  the  matter  of  labelling 
proprietaries  and  disinfectants. 

Queensland. 

Pharmacy  Act  Amendment. — The  Home  Secretary  (Mr. 
P.  Airev)  has  received  deputations  from  the  Pharmacy 
Board,  British  Medical  Association,  and  chemists'  assist- 
ants urging  the  necessity  of  legislation  to  deal  with  defects 
in  the  pharmacy  laws.  The  deputation  from  the  Pharmacy 
Board  and  British  Medical  Association  waa  received  on 
November  21,  and  made  a  special  point  of  the  necessity 
of  regulating  the  practice  of  pharmacy  and  sale  of  poisons 
by  limited  companies.  Mr.  Blake  (the  Registrar  of  the 
Pharmacy  Board),  referring  to  the  section  that  allows 
limited  companies  to  carry  on  a  chemist's  business  if  they 
employ  a  qualified  chemist,  said  : 

A  chemist  in  this  position,  which  is  that  of  a  servant,  can- 
not exercise  his  duties  to  the  public  as  fully  as  a  person 
acting  upon  his  own  responsibility.  The  chemist  is  specially 
educated  and  trained  to  perform  certain  duties,  which  may 
briefly  be  defined  as  the  providing  of  drugs  in  accordance 
with  certain  standards  of  purity,  which  the  chemist  is  trained 
to  apply ;  the  dispensing  and  compounding  of  these  drugs 
for  the  public.  In  the  performance  of  these  duties  he  is 
called  upon  to  undertake  the  training  of  apprentices.  In 
the  position  of  a  servant  to  other  persons  possessing  none 
of  these  qualifications,  he  cannot  as  a  general  rule  effi- 
ciently perform  these  duties.  He  cannot  exercise  due  and 
proper  control  over  assistants  who  are  equally  with  himself 
servants  of  the  general  employer.  The  greatest  danger  to 
the  public  may  result.  Conditions  which  tend  to  weaken 
the  position  of  the  chemist  must  result  in  reducing  the 
number  of  qualified  chemists.  This  is  now  the  position  in 
Queensland.  It  is  estimated  that  in  England  there  will  be 
a  shortage  of  1.500  qualified  chemists  within  the  next  ten 
years.  The  position  in  England  with  reference  to  company 
pharmacy  arose  through  an  unforeseen  defect  in  the  law. 
Reference  was  also  made  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill  which  was 
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before  the  House  of  Lords,  and  the  way  it  was  manipulated 
by  interested  persons  in  its  passage  through  the  House. 
The  Home  Secretary  promised  to  bring  the  matter  before 
a  Cabinet  meeting. — The  assistants'  deputation  secured  a 
sympathetic  hearing  and  a  promise  that  it  might  be  possible 
to  amend  the  Poisons  Act,  1891.

Cape  Colony. 

Railway-rates. — The  dispute  regarding  railway-rates 
between  the  various  Colonies,  to  which  several  references 
have  been  made  in  the  C.  &  D.,  is  apparently  in  a  fair  way 
of  being  settled.  As  a  result  of  the  Conference  of  South 
African  Railway  Managers  and  other  heads  of  departments, 
held  at  Bloemfontein  on  December  7,  a  statement  has  been 
issued  to  the  effect  that  the  Conference  had  come  to  a 
unanimous  agreement  upon  the  several  points  that  called 
for  settlement.  The  details  of  the  alterations  were  pub- 
lished in  the  Cape  papers. 

Attempted  Poisoning. — Dr.  Vanes,  a  member  of  the  j 
Cape  Legislative  Assembly  for  Uitenhage,  had  an  alarm-  i 
ing  experience  on  December  3.  The  doctor  had  reached 
the  convalescent  stage  after  a  rather  serious  illness,  and  | 
called  for  a  glass  of  milk,  which  was  brought  by  a  native 
male  servant.  He  drank  a  small  quantity,  but,  suspecting 
something  wrong  from  the  taste,  spat  out  the  greater  part. 
A  portion  of  the  milk  was  given  to  a  cat,  which  scon  showed 
signs  of  strychnine-poisoning.  A  missing  bottle  of 
strychnine  was  found  in  the  servant's  hut,  and  when  taxed 
he  confessed  his  guilt.  He  escaped  while  the  police  were 
being  sent  for,  and  has  so  far  not  been  recaptured. 
Suspicion  fell  on  the  same  servant  a  short  time  ago,  when 
a  large  number  of  fowls  on  the  doctor's  farm  were  found 
to  have  been  poisoned  by  the  same  drug.  There  is  no 
apparent  motive,  as  the  doctor  had  befriended  the  lad  when 
he  was  destitute.  It  appears,  however,  that  the  lad's 
father,  who  murdered  his  wife  a  few  years  ago,  escaped 
the  death  sentence  on  the  plea  of  insanity. 

Customs-duty  on  Catalogues. — The  following  report  is 
to  be  submitted  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Cape  Town 
Chamber  of  Commerce  : 

That  the  attention  of  the  ..Management  Committee  be 
drawn  to  the  question  of  the  present  import-duty  on  cata- 
logues;  and  that  the  committee  be  asked  to  consider  the  I 
necessity  of  approaching  the  Government,  (1)  pointing  out 
the  unfair  effect  upon  local  traders  and  the  preference  which 
is  given  to  oversea  retail  exporters;  (2)  recommending  that 
a  catalogue  be  defined  as  an  advertising-pamphlet  exceed- 
ing four  pages,  4to  size ;  (3)  urging  that  item  45a  of  the 
Customs  Convention  be  properly  administered,  and  that  a 
duty  of  25  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  or  2(7.  per  lb.,  bo  charged 
on  all  catalogues  imported  into  South  Africa,  subject  to  the 
definition  contained  in  (2),  as  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
the  present  practice  is  in  direct  contravention  of  the  Customs 
Union  Convention  ;  (4)  that  as  this  matter  has  now  been 
under  consideration  for  some  months,  the  Government  is 
strongly  recommended  to  endeavour  to  arrive  at  a  final 
agreement  on  this  basis  with  the  other  parties  to  the 
Customs  Union  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 
Nine  Months'  Imports. — The  following  values  cover  the 
importations  into   British   South   Africa  of   articles  of 
interest  during  the  nine  months  ending  September  1906  : 
Corks  and  bungs,  15,253/. ;   disinfectants  and  germicides, 
17,642/.  ;  drugs  and  chemicals,  533,221/.  ;  curry-powder, 
2,205/.  ;  extracts  and  essences  for  food,  20,416/. ;  extracts 
and  essences  for  flavouring.  11,900/. ;  olive  and  salad  oils, 
11,162/. ;  vinegar,  6,662/. ;  glass  (bottles  and  jars),  37,467/.  ; 
glycerin,  180,251/. ;  hops,  18.888/. ;  nitrates  for  manufac- 
turing-purposes, 119,437/. ;  oils,  various  (except  olive  and 
salad  enumerated  above),  368,783/.;  perfumery  and  toilet- 


preparations.  34,517/.  ;  photographic  materials,  29,256/.  ; 
quicksilver,  10,986/.;  soap  (common),  173,764/.;  soap 
(toilet  and  extract),  25,666/.  ;  sheep-dip,  63,587/. ;  sulphur, 
20.831/.  ;  wax  (paraffin  and  stearine),  40.330/.  In  the  item 
"drugs  and  chemicals"  is  included  108,908/.  for  cyanide 
of  potassium,  and  133,053/.  for  cyanide  of  sodium.  Tho 
value  of  the  opium  imported  is  given  as  16.359/.,  and  that  for 
medicinal  preparations  as  94,618/.  These  figures  are  also 
included  in  the  above. 

A  New  Pharmacy. — About  four  years  ago  the  pharmacy 
of  Mr.  H.  B.  Champion,  of  Beaconsfield,  was  burned  down. 
The  premises  have  been  rebuilt,  and  the  pharmacy  fittings 
were  supplied  by  Messrs.  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd., 
of   Birmingham.    The   photograph   reproduced  herewith 


depicts  the  interior  of  the  pharmacy,  and  gives  some  idea 
of  the  excellent  manner  in  which  it  is  arranged.  The  window 
(not  shown)  is  fitted  in  up-to-date  style  with  mirrored  back. 
Natal. 

Malaria  is  Practically  Non-existent  this  seascn,  and 
chemists  will  have  to  hang  on  to  the  large  stocks  of  quinine 
which  they  at  present  are  holding. 

Labelling  a  Prescription. — On  November  8  one  of  the 
most  interesting  cases  affecting  chemists  in  Natal  had  a 
first  hearing  before  Magistrate  Ormston  Warner.  Mr. 
Penning  Johnston  and  a  qualified  assistant,  Mr.  W.  J.  H. 
Thomas,  were  charged,  collectively  and  individually,  with 
selling  poison  in  contravention  of  Section  38,  Sub-section  (a), 
of  Law  35  of  1896,  in  that  they  sold  poison  without  placing 
a  "poison"  label  on  the  bottle.  It  appears  that  during 
September,  at  Mr.  Johnston's  old  Dutch  Road  branch  store, 
Mr.  Thomas,  the  manager,  received  the  following  prescrip- 
tion, written  by  a  registered  medical  practitioner  : 

Lin.  A.B.C  Jiij. 

Ft.  Lin. 

Baby  Knight.  R.  K.  H. 

Mr.  Thomas  dispensed  the  liniment  in  a  3-oz.  poison- 
bottle,  putting  on  the  bottle  a  large  red-and-white  label 
with  "Not  to  be  taken"  printed  upon  it.  The  word 
"poison"  did  not  appear  on  the  label.  A  fortnight  later 
the  mother  of  the  child  drank  the  contents  of  the  bottle  and 
died.  An  inquest  was  held,  and  the  evidence  was  sent 
to  the  Law  Department  at  Pietermaritzburg.  There  it 
was  discovered  that  a  grave  omission  and  a  palpable  error 
had  been  made  in  one  of  the  poison  regulations.  Sub- 
section (c)  of  Section  38  provides  for  the  exemption  of 
poisons  in  Division  1  when  ordered  by  medical  prescription, 
but  no  provision  is  made  for  Division  2.  which  means  that 
the  more  virulent  poisons,  when  dispensed,  do  not  require  to 
be  labelled  "  Poison."  The  Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society 
have  placed  the  matter  before  the  Colonial  Secretary  in  the 
hope  that  the  case  may  be  withdrawn.  The  hearing  of  the 
charge  was  adjourned. 

Transvaal. 

Indications  all  Point  to  a  quiet  Christmas  trade  in  the 
Transvaal  this  year,  wrote  a  Johannesburg  correspondent 
on  December  10. 

Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones,  the  well-known  Boksburg  chemist, 
will  contest  Boksburg  East  in  the  Progressive  interest  at 
the  forthcoming  Parliamentary  elections.

Maintaining  Prices— The  contract-plan  continues  to  be 
the  subject  of  favourable  decisions  from  the  Courts.  The 
Piso  Co.,  manufacturers  of  Piso's  consumption-cure,  have 
recently  secured  injunctions  against  two  druggists  in 
Greater  New  York,  who,  after  signing  the  Piso  contract, 
violated  it  by  selling  the  goods  at  a  price  lower  than  that 
specified. 

The  Woman's  Organisation  of  the  N.A.R.D.  is  attain- 
ing a  surprising  success.  Chapters  are  now  in  existence  in 
Boston,  Chicago,  Washington,  and  Atlanta.  Mrs.  Emma 
Gary  Wallace  is  the  President  of  the  parent  Association, 
and  her  address  at  the  annual  meeting  held  in  conjunction 
with  the  meeting  of  the  N.A.R.D.  has  been  the  subject 
of  universal  praise  all  over  the  country.  It  has  recently 
been  printed  in  pamphlet-form  and  gratuitously  circulated 
by  the  Dr.  Miles  Medical  Co. 

Physician  and  Pharmacist. — The  Hudson  River  branch 
of  the  Metropolitan  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  in  New 
York  City,  has  attained  considerable  attention  by  its 
practice  of  holding  joint  dinners  and  convocations  with  the 
physicians  of  the  territory.  Another  gathering  of  this  kind 
was  held  on  the  evening  of  December  12.  Subjects  of  mutual 
interest  to  both  professions  were  freely  discussed,  and  the 
result  of  these  conferences  has  been  the  development  of  a 
warm  feeling  of  confraternity  between  pharmacist  and 
physician. 

Sir  William  Henry  Perkin,  upon  whom  the  degree  of 
LL.D.  was  recently  conferred  by  Johns  Hopkins  University, 
has  been  making  a  tour  of  the  country.  He  has  been  the 
guest  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  Bryn  Mawr 
College.  The  college  is  one  of  the  best  known  of  the 
American  colleges  for  women,  and  the  students  entertained 
Sir  William  with  one  of  the  Shakespearian  plays  rendered 
on  the  lawn.  The  Philadelphia  Section  of  the  American 
Chemical  Society  entertained  the  distinguished  guest 
recently  at  a  smoker. 

Who  Owns  the  Prescription  ? — This  interesting  query 
has  again  been  raised.  A  judge  in  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
held  recently  that  the  pharmacist  is  the  owner,  but  he  de- 
clared also  that  the  patient  should  be  furnished  with  a  copy 
when  he  requested  it.  This  the  pharmacist  had  offered  in 
the  particular  case  under  trial,  and  consequently  the  Judge 
ruled  against  the  customer;  the  latter  had  brought  action 
because  the  druggist  refused  to  return  to  her  the  original 
prescription.  Unfortunately,  other  decisions  are  in  dis- 
agreement with  this  one,  and  the  question  is  still  greatly 
clouded. 

Co-operative  Pharmacies. — The  proprietors  of  a  number 
of  the  larger  drug-stores  in  America  have  of  late  years 
made  co-operative  establishments  of  their  shops,  permitting 
their  clerks  and  employes  to  buy  a  limited  amount  of  stock. 
The  latest  pharmacist  to  take  this  action  is  Mr.  B.  M. 
Hyde,  of  Rochester,  N.Y.  The  idea  is  a  good  one, 
and  is  in  line  with  economic  progress.  When  given  a  share 
in  the  profits,  and  in  effect  made  a  partner,  an  assistant  will 
work  much  harder  and  will  furthermore  be  restrained  from 
starting  out  in  business  for  himself  and  competing  with 
his  former  employer.  The  tendency  in  the  United  States 
is  to  have  fewer  stores  and  bigger  stores.  Concentration 
is  the  order  of  the  day  in  pharmacy,  as  in  all  other  kinds 
of  trade. 

The  Congressional  Denatured  Alcohol  Bill  came  into 
effect  on  January  1.  Rules  and  regulations  have  been  framed 
for  the  guidance  of  dealers,  and,  among  other  things,  it  is 
provided  that  a  dealer  must  first  secure  a  special  permit 
from  the  Government.  He  must  then  keep  a  detailed  record 
of  every  purchase,  which  shall  include  the  name  of  the 
person  from  whom  received,  the  serial  numbers  on  the 
packages,  the  serial  numbers  on  the  stamps,  the  number  of 
wine  and  proof  gallons,  and  the  dates  upon  which  the 
packages  are  opened  for  retailing.  Then,  too,  a  complete 
record  must  be  kept  of  all  sales,  and  this  must  be  sworn  to 
and  forwarded  monthly  to  the  collector  of  internal  revenue 
of  the  district.  Every  package  sold  by  the  retailer  must 
bear  a  special  label  provided  by  the  Government  for  the 
purpose,  and  the  printing  must  be  red  on  white. 


One  of  the  Economic  Effects  of  the  National  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  will  be  a  considerable  increase  in  prices  for  a» 
number  of  articles.  Competition  in  some  goods  has  been  so- 
severe  as  to  cause  a  general  deterioration  of  quality,  with  a 
natural  reduction  of  price.  Pure  goods  will  mean  higher 
prices.  The  Act,  which  came  into  effect  on  January  1,  is- 
still  the  source  of  discussion  and  interest  all  over  the  country. 
Local  associations  of  retailers  and  jobbers  are  everywhere 
holding  special  meetings  to  consider  the  Act  as  it  relates  to 
their  branches  of  the  trade.  At  a  meeting  in  December  of 
the  Philadelphia  branch  of  the  A.Ph.A.,  Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley 
and  Mr.  Mahlon  N.  Kline  were  the  chief  speakers.  Dr. 
Wiley  is  the  Government  official  who  has  had  most  to  do 
with  the  interpretation  of  the  Act,  being  the  Chairman  oft 
the  Commission  appointed  to  frame  rules  and  regulations. 
Many  of  his  rulings  are  thought  by  lawyers  to  be  illegal  anoY 
unconstitutional,  nevertheless  the  doctor  still  continues  tc- 
turn  them  out  with  great  regularity  and  ease. 


Canabtan  IRews.

Mr.  R.  T.  Holman,  one  of  the  oldest  and  best-knowr? 
druggists  in  Summerside,  P.E.I.,  died  on  December  11. 

The  Council  of  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy  ire 
Toronto  have  decided  that  diplomas  granted  in  the  province 
of  Manitoba  are  not  legal  in  Ontario. 

The  Licence-department  at  Toronto  reported  recently 
that  they  had  made  an  analysis  of  "  John  Bull  Bitters  "  sold1 
on  unlicensed  premises  at  Missanabie,  near  Sudbury,  and' 
found  that  it  contained  29  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit, 
whereas  anything  over  2^  per  cent,  is,  under  the  law,  alcohol. 
Acting  on  the  results  of  the  analysis,  the  authorities  at 
Missanabie  seized  forty  cases  of  the  "bitters,"  and  secured 
a  conviction  against  the  person  selling  it,  who  was  fined  $100. 

Squaw  Sues  a  Druggist. — Rather  an  unusual  occurrence 
took  place  at  St.  Thomas,  Ont.,  on  November  30.  Mrs. 
Mary  Antoine,  of  the  Delawar'e  Indian  Reserve,  brought  aru 
action  against  Mr.  Tyrrel  H.  Duncombe,  druggist,  of  thati 
city,  for  $5,000.00  damages  for  the  loss  of  her  husband  andi 
son,  who  died  in  November  1905  from  the  effects  of  drinking, 
wood-alcohol  bought  at  the  defendant's  drug-store.  The- 
contention  was  set  up  that  the  liquid  was  sold  for  whisky, 
but  the  defendant  said  it  was  sold  for  liniment.  Medical: 
testimony  showed  that  the  Indians  died  from  narcotic 
poisoning.    Judgment  was  reserved. 

Restored. — Chancellor  Boyd,  Mr.  Justice  Mabie,  and> 
Mr.  Justice  Magee,  who  formed  the  Divisional  Court  during 
the  hearing  of  the  appeal  entered  by  Dr.  Alexander  Crichton, 
of  Castleton,  against  an  action  of  the  Ontario  Medical 
Council,  in  striking  his  name  off  the  roll  of  medical  practi- 
tioners, have  declared  the  Council  entirely  unjustified  in/ 
erasing  the  appellant's  name.  They  allow  the  appeal,  without 
costs,  and  comment  upon  the  course  of  the  Council  in  rather 
a  strong  way.  The  Court  also  finds  that  the  name  should' 
be  restored  to  the  register.  This  judgment  has  a  widespread! 
significance,  since  it  determines  points  which  have  been  sub- 
jected to  controversy  for  a  long  time.  It  likewise  shows  the- 
limitations  of  the  Medical  Council  as  a  corporate  body,  andi 
the  privileges  of  the  individual. 

The  New  Canadian  Tariff. — Jn  our  issue  of  Decem- 
ber 15  (p.  888)  we  were  enabled  to  indicate  the- 
more  important  changes  in  the  Canadian  tariff  so  far 
as  regards  the  drug  and  chemical  trade.  A  fuller 
statement  has  now  been  published  as  a  supplement  to  the- 
"  Board  of  Trade  Journal,"  from  which  we  gather  that  the- 
proposals  provide  for  the  application  of  three  tariffs — viz., 
a  British  preferential,- an  intermediate,  and  a  general  tariff, 
instead  of  a  British  preferential  and  a  general  tariff  as. 
previously  in  force.  Other  features  are  the  abolition  of  the- 
33j  per  cent,  preference  in  favour  of  British  goods  and  the 
substitution  of  a  more  varied  classification.  The  introduc- 
tion of  an  intermediate  tariff  is  a  new  departure,  and  is. 
intended  to  assist  the  Dominion  Government  as  a  lever  for 
negotiation.  The  surtax  of  33j  per  cent,  of  the  duty  on- 
goods  of  any  foreign  country  which  treats  Canadian  goods- 
less  favourably  than  those  from  other  countries  is  continued., 
but  this  is  applicable  at  present  to  German  goods  only.

when  the  mail  left  for  consultation  with  the  General  Agent, 
Mr.  N.  S.  Rudolf.  Dr.  Frank  Ryan  (vice-president  of 
Parke,  Davis  &  Co.)  and  Dr.  Takamine  (who  are  accom- 
panied by  Mr.  Henry  George)  are  expected  in  India  shortly. 

The  Malay  Opium-cure. — A  lady  missionary  at  Kuala 
Lumpur,  capital  of  the  Federated  Malay  States,  writes  in 
.a  recent  issue  of  "Echoes  of  Services"  with  regard  to  the 
alleged  discovery  of  a  cure  for  the  opium-habit  (see  C.  db  D.,  • 
December  8,  p.  871).    Her  account  of  the  discovery  differs 
from  others  in  that  she  states  that  a  Chinaman  living  in 
an  adjoining  State  found  that,  after  preparing  opium  for 
nse,  the  leaves  of  a  shrub  that  grew  in  his  back  yard  would 
remove  the  stain  and  odour  of  the  drug  from  the  hands. 
From  this  he  argued  that  if  taken  internally  it  might  cure 
the  opium-habit,  and  it  was  tried  with  good  results.  The 
method  of  treatment  evidently  follows  the  lines  of  other 
"  habit  "  cures.    Two  bottles  are  taken  by  the  patient,  into 
one  of  which  a  quantity  of  opium  is  put  according  to  the 
amount  usually  indulged  in.    As  the  quantity  is  reduced 
by  taking  it  is  added  to  from  the  second  bottle  (which  con- 
tains the  remedy),  and  in  this  way  the  strength  of  the  drug 
is  gradually  lessened,  until,  by  the  time  both  bottles  are 
empty,  the  cure  is  complete.    Specimens  of  the^leaf  used 
have  been  submitted  to  the  medical  authorities',  who  have 
pronounced  it  harmless,  containing  nothing  deleterious  to 
the  system.    The  "  cure  "  was  at  first  distributed  from 
four  different  centres,  "big  men"  among  the  Chinese 
giving  up  their  own  time  and  that  of  their  employes  to  the 
preparation  of  it.    Resolutions  have  been  passed  to  have 
the  leaf  dried  and  sent  to  the  neighbouring  States  and  on 
to  China  itself.

The  Jap  in  Hawaii.— The  Hawaiian  Medical  Association 
have  proposed,  says  a  Honolulu  message,  the  enactment  of 
a  law  requiring  applicants  for  permission  to  practise 
medicine  in  Hawaii  to  pass  examinations  in  English.  At 
present  many  Japanese  applicants  insist  that  the  examination 
shall  be  conducted  in  their  cases  in  the  Japanese  language. 
The  existing  law  on  the  subject  is  indefinite. 

Following  the  Flag— The  new  avenues  of  trade  opened 
up  to  Japan  as  the  issue  of  the  late  war  are  being  fully  taken 
advantage  of  by  Japanese  business-men.  In  no  department 
is  business  being  more  extensively  pushed  than  in  the  drug 
and  proprietary-medicine  trade.  Many  representatives  of 
Japanese  drug-houses  have  been  prospecting  in  Corea  and 
South  Manchuria,  and  even  as  far  as  Harbin  and  Vladi- 
vostock.  The  results  are  seen  in  increased  output  to  these 
places  from  houses  in  Osaka,  Tokyo,  Toyama,  and  other 
towns.

The  Russian  Medical  Council  has  decided  that  the 
right  held  by  dental  physicians  to  order  active  and  power- 
ful medicines  from  pharmacists,  if  even  for  but  local  ap- 
plication— in  the  mouth — cannot  be  extended  to  ordinary 
dentists. 

Swiss  Patent  Law. — The  dispute  in  connection  with  the 
new  patent  regulations  in  Switzerland  has  now  been  settled. 
Patent-protection  has  been  extended  to  chemical  discoveries 
(inventions),  but  it  has  been  decided  that  this  extension 
will  not  apply  to  preparations  for  curative  purposes  or  to 
materials  for  food-preparations. 

The  Roumanian  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  celebrated 
its  twenty-fifth  jubilee.  On  this  occasion  its  sister-society, 
the  General  Roumanian  Apotheker  Verein,  was  merged  in 
the  former,  and  its  journal,  the  "Bulletin  for  Chemistry 
and  Pharmacy,"  will  cease  to  appear,  and  in  future  the 
"Revista  Societata  Farmacistilor  diu  Romania"  will  be 
the  sole  official  organ  of  Roumanian  pharmacists. 

Co-operative  Chemists  of  Brussels. — According  to  the 
"  Co-operative  News,"  this  is  a  federation  composed  of 
117  friendly  societies,  which,  since  the  foundation  of  the 
society  twenty-five  years  ago,  has  participated  in  the  profits 
it  has  made  to  the  extent  of  over  100,000/.  The  society 
has  now  fourteen  branch  chemists'  shops  in  Brussels,  in 
addition  to  the  central  premises,  and  the  trade  last  year 
amounted  to  close  on  30,000/.  The  society  sells  to  non- 
members  as  well  as  ti  members,  and  the  profits  made  en  the 
trade  of  the  former  enable  the  price  to  members  to  be 
reduced  to  a  minimum. 

A  Prescription-tax. — A  very  unpleasant  New  Year's  gift 
has  been  presented  to  Austrian  apothekers  by  the  intro- 
duction of  the  new  prescription-tax.  On  prescriptions  for 
members  of  sick-clubs,  hospitals,  and  similar  institutions 
apothekers  will  have  to  grant  a  discount  of  50  per  cent,  from 
the  usual  charge  allowed  for  preparing  a  prescription 
(manipulation)  and  20  per  cent,  upon  the  taxed  price  of  the 
materials.  This  works  out  at  an  average  discount  of  30  per 
cent,  per  prescription  ;  up  to  the  present  15  per  cent,  was 
the  very  highest  discount  enforced  by  the  Government  in 
such  cases,  and  then  only  in  exceptional  instances.  Another 
innovation  has  been  introduced  to  the  effect  that  patients 
suffering  from  contagious  diseases  are  forbidden  under 
punishment  to  return  empty  medicine-bottles  to  the  apothe- 
ker ;  the  doctor  in  each  case  must  prescribe  "  a  new  bottle." 

More  Poisons  in  Fiji. — The  Fiji  Medical  Practitioners' 
and  Apothecaries'  Registration  Ordinance,  1881,  gives  the 
Governor-in-Council  power  to  add  to  the  list  of  scheduled 
poisons,  the  sales  of  which  must  be  registered  if  supplied 
otherwise  than  on  the  prescription  or  order  of  a  registered 
medical  practitioner.   The  articles  must  also  bear  a  separate 
label  with  the  word  "  Poison,"  and  any  unauthorised  person 
selling  any  one  of  the  articles  or  preparations  is  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  50/.    The  articles  mentioned  in  the  section  in 
1881  are  arsenic,  antimony,  or  opium,  or  preparations  con- 
taining arsenic,  antimony,  or  opium ;  prussic  acid,  ergot, 
or  any  preparation  containing  ergot;  oxalic  acid,  hydrate 
of  chloral,  or  any  preparation  containing  hydrate  of  chloral ; 
strychnine,  or  any  preparation  containing  strychnine  ;  sul- 
phate of  zinc,  the  mercuric  salts  of  mercury,  or  any  article 
containing  any  of  the  mercuric  salts  thereof  ;  preparations 
of  lead  or  cantharides,  or  any  of  the  mineral  acids.    By  a 
proclamation  dated  November  6,  and  published  in  the 
"  Fiji  Gazette  "  of  November  13,  the  following  have  been 
added  :  Aconite  and  its  preparations  ;  alkaloids,  all  poison- 
ous vegetable  alkaloids  and  their  salts  ;  almonds,  essential 
oil  of  (unless  deprived  of  its  prussic  acid)  ;  atropine,  pre- 
paration of  ;  belladonna  and  its  preparations  ;  carbolic  acid, 
liquid  preparations  of  and  its  homologues  ;  cocaine  and  its 
salts  and  preparations  ;  chloroform  ;  cyanide  of  potassium  ; 
and  all  metallic  cyanides  and  the  preparations  of  such 
articles  ;  digitalis  and  its  preparations  ;  morphine,  prepara- 
tion of  ;  mix  vomica  and  its  preparation  ;  phosphorus  and 
all  preparations  containing  it  in  a  free  state ;  picrotoxin  ; 
soluble  salts  of  oxalic  acid  ;  savin  and  its  oil ;  strophantus 
and  its  preparations  ;  every  substance  or  compound  sold 
as  a  vermin-killer  and  containing  a  scheduled  poiscn.

He  had  a  paralytic  seizure  on  Monday  and  never  recovered 
consciousness,  dying  on  Tuesday  night  after  twenty-four 
hours'  illness.  He  is  survived  by  Mrs.  Emery  and  four 
children. 


Hayes. — At  Leeds,  on  December  26,  Mr.  Frederick 
Hayes,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  sixty-four.  Mr.  Hayes, 
who  was  one  of  the  best-known  members  of  the  trade  in 
the  district,  had  carried  on  business  as  a  homoeopathic 
chemist  for  the  past  ten  years  at  59  New  Briggate,  and 
previously  for  over  twenty  years  at  Woodhouse  Lane.  He 
served  his  apprenticeship  with  Messrs.  Turner,  of  Man- 
chester, in  whose  employ  he  continued  for  several  years 
after  the  expiration  of  his  indentures.  Two  of  Mr.  Hayes's 
sons  are  members  of  the  Leeds  Chemists'  Association,  and 
by  them  (Messrs.  J.  and  G.  W.  Hayes)  the  business  of  their 
father  will  be  continued  as  hitherto. 

Huntley. — At  Hyde  Park  Street,  London,  on  Decem- 
ber 25,  Mr.  John  Kinsly  Huntley,  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  firm  of  Muspratt  Bros.  &  Huntley,  chemical-manu- 
facturers, Flint,  aged  eighty-nine.  Mr.  Huntley  was- 
several  times  Mayor  of  Flint,  and  had  been  a  justice  of 
the  peace  for  the  borough  for  over  fifty  years. 

Hustler. — At  Pembroke,  on  December  27,  Annie- 
daughter  of  the  late  Rev.  F.  G.  Leach,  Rector  of  Stackpole- 
Elidor-cum-St.  Petrox,  widow  of  Mr.  S.  W.  Hustler,  J.P., 
of  Pembroke,  and  mother  of  Mr.  William  Hustler,  repre- 
sentative in  Scotland  for  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd. 

Johnston. — At  301  Market  Street,  Jeppestown,  Trans- 
vaal, on  December  7,  Mr.  Francis  B.  L.  Johnston,  chemist, 
aged  forty-three.  Mr.  Johnston  was  found  in  an  uncon- 
scious condition  by  his  wife  in  the  pharmacy.  A  doctor1 
who  was  summoned  announced  that  Mr.  Johnston  was  suf- 
fering from  an  overdose  of  morphine,  and  he  died  before 
he  could  be  removed  to  the  hospital.  Mr.  Johnston  had 
been  many  years  in  business  in  Johannesburg,  and  formerly 
had  a  business  at  Observatory,  a  suburb  of  Cape  Town.  He 
was  a  member  of  one  of  the  local  Masonic  lodges. 

Merry. — At  Parkhyrst,  Ilkeston,  on  December  30, 
Alderman  William  Merry,  J. P.,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged 
seventy-three.  Mr.  Merry  was  one  of  the  best-known  and 
most  respected  men  in  the  Ilkeston  district,  and  his  death 
will  arouse  widespread  regret.  Two  years  ago  he  was 
thrown  out  of  his  trap  at  Kimberley  on  his  way  to  perform  1 
certain  of  his  duties  as  registrar  of  marriages,  and  from 
the  injuries  he  received,  and  the  shock  sustained  by  his 
constitution  at  that  time,  he  never  completely  recovered. 
Mr.  Merry  was  the  eldest  son  of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Merry, 
grocer,  etc.,  of  Ilkeston,  and  was  born  at  Derby.  He  was 
educated  at  the  Moravian  School  at  Ockbrook,  and  went  to 
Ilkeston  in  1847.  In  1861  he  succeeded  to  the  chemist's 
business  which  his  father  had  in  the  meantime  established, 
and  this  business  the  late  Alderman  Merry  continued  up 
to  his  death.  He  entered  public  life  as  a  member  of  the 
old  Local  Board  in  1879,  was  elected  to  the  first  Ilkeston 
Town  Council  ki  1887,  was  made  alderman  in  1889,  Mayor 
in  1892-3,  and  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  1902.  For  a 
number  of  years  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Corporation 
Finance  Committee  ;  he  served  as  overseer  of  the  poor  for- 
over  twenty  years,  and  had  been  registrar  of  marriages 
for  nearly  forty  years.  He  was  a  P.M.  of  the  Rutland 
Lodge  of  Freemasons.  He  leaves  a  widow,  two  sons,  and 
five  daughters.    The  funeral  took  place  on  January  2. 

Sewell. — On  December  29,  at  the  Medical  Hall,  Kil- 
larney,  Angela,  the  wife  of  Mr.  John  J.  Sewell,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist.    The  funeral  took  place  on  December  31. 

Thomas. — At  Pepper  Street,  Chester,  on  December  22, 
Mr.  Edward  Thomas,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  eighty- 
two.  Mr.  Thomas,  who  was  one  of  Chester's  oldest 
citizens,  was  born  in  Liverpool,  but  was  taken  to  Chester  at 
an  early  age.  He  became  a  King's  School  scholar  and 
Cathedral  chorister,  and  in  the  latter  capacity  sang  before 
the  late  Queen  Victoria  (then  Princess  Victoria),  on  her 
visit  to  Chester  to  open  the  Grosvenor  Bridge.  He  served 
an  apprenticeship  to  his  father,  Mr.  Thomas  Thomas, 
printer,  and  later  succeeded  him  in  the  business.  Mr. 
Thomas  also  qualified  as  a  chemist,  and,  in  addition  to 
printing,  he  carried  on  business  as  a  homoeopathic  chemist. 
For  fifty  years  Mr.  Thomas  was  one  of  the  managers 
of  the  Chester  Savings  Bank,  and  he  was  also  an  Overseer 
of  the  Poor  for  a  long  period.  He  was  the  founder  of  the 
Chester  Glee  and  Madrigal  Society,  local  Secretary  of  the 
Religious  Tract  Society,  and  Vice-President  of  the 
Cymdeithas  Cymi-y  Caer  and  the  Welsh  Branch  of  the 
British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  The  interment  took 
place  at  Chester  Cemetery  on  December  26.

ftbe  Week's  poisonings. 

FIFTEEN  deaths  from  poisoning  have  occurred  during  the 
past  week,  a  smaller  number  than  usual  at  the  post- 
Christmas  season.  Six  of  these  were  misadventures,  and 
eight  of  the  total  number  of  fatalities  were  due 
to  unscheduled  poisons. — The  chlorate-of-potash  case 
at  Scarborough  is  dealt  with  elsewhere  in  this  issue. — 
A  Burton  barmaid,  named  Alice  Preece  (24),  died, 
after  a  lingering  illness,  from  the  effects  of  drinking  in 
mistake  for  cider  a  caustic  solution  used  for  cleansing  the 
beer-pumps. — Arthur  Theodore  Bellamy,  a  clergyman 
staying  at  Bournemouth,  inadvertently  took  an  overdose  of 
potassium  bromide  and  sulphonal  for  insomnia,  and  died  as 
the  result. — At  Stockton  a  little  girl  was  sent  by  her  mother 
to  a  herbalist's  shop  for  a  penny  bottle  of  castor  oil.  The 
girl  was  served  with  camphorated  oil  instead  of  castor  oil 
by  Walter  Halford,  son  of  the  herbalist.  The  mother,  not 
noticing  the  difference,  gave  her  infant  son  a  dose  of  the 
camphorated  oil,  and  the  child  died  from  the  effects.  The 
little  messenger  declared  that  she  asked  for  castor  oil,  but 
Halford  was  as  emphatic  in  stating  that  it  was  camphorated 
oil  that  was  asked  for,  and  the  Coroner's  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  death  from  misadventure. — Mary  Ann  Banham 
(61),  of  Battersea,  accidentally  poisoned  herself  by  drinking 
liquid  ammonia  in  mistake  for  gin.— Salt  of  lemon  was 
taken  with  suicidal  intent  by  Elizabeth  Randall  (17),  of 
King's  Heath,  who  had  developed  a  morbid  disposition. — 
Charles  Estick  (31),  who  had  been  in  the  Army  in  India 
for  twelve  years,  poisoned  himself  with  spirit  of  salt  at 
Battersea. — At  Islington,  Hannah  Hobbs  (52)  died  from 
poisoning  by  spirit  of  salt,  which  she  said  she  had  swallowed 
in  mistake  for  castor  oil. — It  was  stated  at  the  Manchester 
Coroner's  Court  on  December  28  that  William  Robert 
Kirkham,  aged  two  years,  had  picked  up  a  pill-box  con- 
taining a  poisonous  tabloid  and  had  swallowed  one,  as  a 
result  of  which  he  died.  The  jury  said  the  parents  should 
have  been  more  careful. — Mr.  Campbell  Hodson,  a  well- 
known  sportsman  and  member  of  a  prominent  Yorkshire 
family,  accidentally  drank  a  poisonous  liniment  in  mistake 
for  a  cough-mixture  at  Melton  Mowbray,  and  died  from  the 
effects. — Louisa  Merritt  (46),  wife  of  a  hairdresser,  died 
suddenly  at  Maidstone  from  arsenical  poisoning.  The 
inquest  was  postponed  for  analysis  of  the  stomach-contents, 
and  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson  reported  that  he  had  found 
4£  grains  of  arsenic.  The  jury  found  that  Mrs.  Merritt 
died  from  arsenical  poisoning,  but  that  there  was  no 
evidence  to  show  how  the  arsenic  was  administered. — 
William  Cunningham,  a  wine-merchant's  traveller,  com- 
mitted suicide  at  West  Brompton  by  drinking  carbolic  acid. 
Cunningham  was  out  on  bail,  he  having  been  committed  for 
trial  at  the  Old  Bailey  on  a  serious  criminal  charge. — At 
Glasgow,  Robert  Spiers  Mackenzie  (45),  a  hosiery  manu- 
facturer, was  found  dead  in  a  temperance  hotel  in  Jamaica 
Street,  with  two  empty  bottles  that  had  contained  laudanum 
by  his  side. — George  William  Inwood  (50),  a  mantle-cutter, 
living  in  Shoreditch,  had  his  leg  poisoned  some  years  ago 
with  the  dye  from  a  new  sock.  He  suffered  great  pain,  and 
it  became  so  unbearable  that  he  ended  his  life  by  taking  a 
solution  of  oxalic  acid.— A  man,  named  Lines  (44),  living  in 
Trinity  Buildings,  Borough,  died  from  the  effects  of  drink- 
ing a  solution  of  oxalic  acid. 


practical  motes  ant)  formula?. 


Phenosalyl  Substitute. 
At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Antwerp  Society  of  Pharmacy 
the  following  two  formulae  for  substitutes  for  phenosalyl 
were  before  the  meeting.  The  members  are  to  try  the 
recipes ;  the  better  of  the  two  will  be  adopted  in  the 
Society's  Formulary.  In  giving  the  formulae,  we  may  add 
that  the  German  phenosalyl  is  soluble  1  in  25  of  water,  and 
is  recommended  in  a  1-per-cent.  solution  as  an  antiseptic 
lotion  or  ointment.  Mixed  with  an  equal  quantity  of 
glycerin,  it  is  used  as  a  caustic,  while  in  doses  of  one  or 
two  minims  it  is  taken  internally  for  flatulence. 

M.  Vossins'  Formula. 

Carbolic  acid   90  parts 

Lactic  acid   20  parts 

Salicylic  acid  10  parts 

Eucalyptol    5  parts 

Menthol    1  part 

The  ingredients  ai'e  all  taken  by  weight.  The  three  acids  are 
warmed  together  till  liquid,  and  then  the  other  components  are 
added.

Laminaria  Tents. 
Some  information  on  the  preparation  of  laminaria  tents 
is  given  by  M.  Debuchy  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  "  Journal 
de  Pharmacie  et  de  Chimie."  The  tents  are  made  from  a 
seaweed,  Laminaria  digitata,  which  is  found  attached  to 
rocks  on  the  sea-coasts  of  France.  M.  Debuchy  gives 
some  particulars  of  the  amount  of  enlargement  which  takes 
place  on  placing  the  seaweed  in  water  at  15°  C.  It  takes 
three  days  for  the  weed  to  absorb  its  maximum  of  water, 
when  it  is  found  that  the  diameter  has  increased  three  times 
and  that  the  weed  has  absorbed  five  times  its  weight  of 
water.  The  laminaria  is  sterilised  by  drying  after  immersion 
in  acetone,  chloroform,  or  alcohol  (90-per-cent.)  under 
pressure  at  a  temperature  of  133°  C.  Another  method  of 
sterilising  is  to  place  the  laminaria  in  ether  saturated  with 
iodoform. 

Hair-dye. 

Eugatol  is  the  name  which  Tomasczewski  and  Erdmann 
propose  ("Rep.  de  Pharm.")  for  a  hair-dye  composed  of 
the  soda  salts  of  ortho-amino-phenyl-sulphonate  and  para- 
amino-diphenyl-amino-sulphonate,  which  they  say  is  harm- 
less. On  adding  peroxide  of  hydrogen  to  the  mixture  it 
was  found  in  one  case  to  mildly  irritate  the  skin,  but  the 
rash  soon  disappeared.  We  give  this  note  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  phenylene-diamine  solutions  used  as  hair-dyes  have 
caused  serious  eruptions  and  toxic  symptoms. 

Preserving  Hydrogen  Peroxide. 

In  the  "American  Journal  of  Pharmacy"  Professor 
Charles  H.  LaWall  has  a  paper  on  the  presence  of  nitro- 
benzol  in  hydrogen  peroxide.  The  odour  results  from  the 
use  of  acetanilide  as  a  preservative,  and  the  subsequent 
decomposition.  The  presence  of  small  quantities  of  acet- 
anilide preserves  the  solution  from  decomposition  for  several 
months,  and  until  its  presence  was  revealed  by  the  nitro- 
benzol  odour  the  addition  of  acetanilide  was  regarded  as  a 
valuable  trade-secret  with  a  few  manufacturers.  Professor 
LaWall  finds  that  the  acetanilide  is  converted  into  aniline 
acetate  and  then  oxidised  into  nitro-benzol. 

Mastic  Solution, 
used   for  cementing  dressings  on  battlefield- wounds,  is 
made  as  follows  : 

Mastic  in  tears    20  grams 

Chloroform    50  grams 

Linseed  oil  20  drops

medical  journal,  where  also  the  use  of  benzine  as  a  wound- 
|  dressing  is  stated  to  be  beneficial.

This  is  another  Colonial  window,  that  of  Messrs. Heynes, 
Mathew  &  Co.,  Adderley  Street,  Cape  Town.  The  big 
"5"  in  front  of  the  window  is  5s.,  the  price  per  bottle 
of  "  Serravallo "  tonic,  which,  with  Chicago  cold-cure, 
makes  up  the  display.  It  was  very  effective.  The  letter- 
ing across  the  window  is  "  Telephonic  messages  sent  free  to 
doctors  in  Gardens,  Sea  Front,  and  Green  Point,  Day  and 
Night."  This  is  a  public  service  done  by  many  chemists 
at  home  and  abroad,  and  a  little  publicity  given  to  it  pays. 

A  Scheme  fob  Window-decobation. — A  German  publication, 
"  Architektur  and  Schaufenster,"  recently  projected  a  scheme 
for  window-decoration  which  might  easily  be  turned  to 
account  by  druggists.  The  background  for  the  window  is  to 
be  formed  by  .a  map  of  some  country  (South  America,  for 
instance),  which  could  easily  be  made,  as  it  is  only  necessary 
to  indicate  the  outlines  and  the  divisions  for  the  different 
States.  The  map  should  be  coloured,  and  a  placard  with  the 
inscription  "Where  do  these  goods  come  from?"  should  be 
affixed  to  it  in  a  prominent  position.  The  window  is  to  be 
filled,  as  far  as  possible,  with  drugs  and  such  wares  as  come 
from  South  America :  a  silken  string  or  ribbon  is  to  be 
attached  to  each  article,  and  then  fastened  to  the  map,  to 
show  the  town  or  State  from  which  it  is  exported.  For  in- 
stance :  Meat  extract  from  Paraguay  and  Uruguay ;  saltpetre 
from  Chili ;  dyeing-woods,  guaiacum,  and  tonkin  beans  from 
Venezuela  ;  indiarubber  from  Colombia  ;  cocoa  from  Guaya- 
quil (Ecuador) ;  copaiba  and  quebracho  and  dyeing-woods 
from  Brazil ;  rhatany  from  Peru,  etc.  Other  countries  can,  of 
course,  be  chosen,  with  other  goods.  If  thes°  articles  are  set 
out  in  an  artistic  manner  and  attached  by  ribbons  to  the  map, 
passers-by  will  be  interested,  will  stand  to  look  at  the  window, 
and  will  involuntarily  follow  the  string  to  find  out  where  the 
goods  come  from.  A  window  decorated  in  such  a  manner, 
while  helping  the  spread  of  general  knowledge,  is  at  the  same 
time  a  most  excellent  advertisement. 


ftbe  prescription  problem

Leaves  of  Carplnus  Betulus,  Ii.— Karl  Alpers  contributes 
the  results  of  an  exhaustive  investigation  of  these  leaves  to 
"  Archiv.  der  Pharmazie,"  1906,  675.  He  finds  that  they 
contain  ellagic  acid,  and  neither  glucoside  nor  alkaloid. 

Oil  of  Eri^eron  Canadensis. — Frank  Rabak  reports  in 
the  "  Phar.  Review,"  1906,  326,  that  a  specimen  of 
fresh  herb  distilled  in  August  1905  yielded  0.52  per  cent,  of 
essential  oil  of  a  yellow  colour,  which  within  three  months 
deposited  a  brownish  resin  and  crystals.  The  oil  was  Boluble 
in  two  volumes  of  90-per-cent.-  alcohol,  and  its  constants,  aa 
compared  with  those  of  a  similar  oil  distilled  a  year  before, 
were  :

Citral  in  Lemonjrass  Oil. — The  amount  of  West  Indian 
lemongrass  oil  now  being  imported  is  considerable,  and  must 
have  had  a  great  effect  on  the  Cochin  a/id  Travancore  dis- 
tilleries, as  evidenced  by  the  present  price  of  the  oil.  It  is  to 
be  remembered  that  in  returning  the  amount  of  citral  in  this 
oil  a  correction  is  necessary  which  is  not  required  in  the  case 
of  East  Indian  oil.  In  the  latter  thespecific  gravity  of  the 
oil  and  of  citral  are  practically  identical,  so  that  the  deter- 
mination by  volume  is  correct  as  a  percentage  by  weight. 
But  in  the  West  Indian  oil  the  specific  gravity  is  about  0.877, 
while  that  of  citral  is  nearly  0.900.  So  that  the  volume-deter- 
mination must  be  increased  by  nearly  2  per  cent,  to  give  the 
correct  citral-value.  This  oil  leaves  the  West  Indies  soluble  in 
three  volumes  of  70-per-cent.  alcohol,  but  is  on  arrival  invari- 
ably soluble  only  with  turbidity  in  even  six  volumes.  It  is  pro- 
bable that  this  is  due  to  the  presence  of  an  olefinic  terpene 
(such  as  myrcene  in  bay  oil),  which  readily  oxidises  and  causes 
the  oil  to  be  less  soluble. 

Dru?s  from  Wattles.— Mr.  J.  H  Maiden,  F.L  S.,  Govern- 
ment Botanist,  Sydney,  has  just  issued  a  third  edition  of  hit 
pamphlet  on  "  wattles  and  wattle-barks."  It  is,  of  course, 
mainly  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  wattle-barks  as  tan- 
ning-materials, but  towards  the  end  of  the  first  part  of  the 
pamphlet  brief  reference  is  made  to  the  use  of  wattle-barki 
as  a  domestic  remedy  for  diarrhoea  and  dysentery,  and  to  the 
fact  that  the  Australian  natives  make  use  of  the  barks  of 
certain  species  as  fish-poisons.  The  collection  of  wattle  gum 
in  Australia  seems  to  be  a  small  business,  conducted  in  a 
spasmodic  and  haphazard  fashion,  from  what  Mr.  Maiden 
says  of  it,  and  he  recommends  dwellers  in  the  wattle-districts 
to  pay  more  attention  to  the  collection  of  this  product.  He 
also  pleads  for  the  cultivation  of  wattles  not  only  on  account 
of  their  utility,  but  because  many  of  them  (e.g..  Acacia  de- 
eurrens,  A.  mollis,  and  A.  pyenantha)  yield  a  delicious  perfume 
which  he  says  may  some  day  be  put  to  commercial  use.  Mr.

The  Chemists'  Medical  Dictionary, 

which  fills  a  prominent 
place  in  this  year's  C.  £•  D.  Diary,  is  a  very  useful  com- 
pilation to  have  handy.  Not  half  of  the  words  it  explains 
are  to  be  found  in  even  the  most  comprehensive  of  ordinary 
dictionaries.  It  may  be  recalled  that  some  years  ago,  when 
it  was  discovered  that  the  term  "  appendicitis  "  was  not  com- 
prised in  the  Oxford  Dictionary,  Dr.  Murray  defended  the 
omission  by  pointing  out  that  at  the  time  when  A  was  in 
hand  appendicitis  was  a  strictly  technical  term,  and  could 
hardly  be  said  to  have  been  an  English  word  at  all.  Another 
reflection  suggested  by  this  compilation  is  how  very  little 
we  know  ;  or,  rather,  in  this  connection,  it  may  be  prefer- 
able t'hat  the  first  person  singular  should  be  used,"  for  I 
have  only  the  right  to  speak  for  myself.  I  know  I  should 
be  sorry  to  be  called  upon  suddenly  to  give  anything 
approaching  an  exact  definition  of  one  word  in  ten  in  the 
Dictionary.  Take  the  first  ten,  for  example.  They  are 
abasia,  abdomen,  abduction,  aberration,  ablactate,  ablation, 
ablepsia,  abluent,  abomasum,  and  abortefacient.  I  should 
succeed  with  the  tenth ;  abdomen  I  might  have  defined 
vaguely,  but  I  should  not  have  dared  to  state  what  it 
enclosed  ;  abduction  and  aberration  I  should  have  made 
wrong  shots  at ;  and  the  remainder  I  should  not  have 
attempted.  On  the  other  hand,  the  list  offers  splendid 
opportunities  for  the  parade  of  assumed  scientific  attain- 
ments. Drawing  on  the  A's  only,  for  example,  how  impres- 
sive it  would  be  at  a  party  to  comment  on  cne  guest's 
adephagia,  on  the  agomphiasis  of  another,  and  on  the 
anorexia  of  a  third  ;  to  ask  for  the  anabiotic  ;  to  indulge  in 
autophony  at  the  table,  and  in  autokenesis  when  the  dancing 
came  on  ;  and  possibly  at  the  finish  to  arrive  at  anandia. 
The  Artistic  Frame 

of  Messrs.  Maws'  centenary  advertise- 
ment suggests  that  an  "ancient  shop  "  similar  to  that  of  the 
late  Mr.  "  Eolt,  Chymist,"  figuring  in  a  fashionable 
thoroughfare,  might  be  in  itself  a  good  advertisement  for  a 
smart  pharmacist.  Perhaps  the  steps  in  front  of  the  door 
might  be  avoided,  and  much  care  would  have  to  be  taken  to 
convince  the  outside  world  that  the  business  inside  was 
conducted  in  twentieth-century  fashion,  and  that  neither 
the  stock,  nor  the  furniture,  nor  the  intelligence  behind  all 
■  was  in  any  degree  "frowsy."  Mr.  Dangerfield  might  be 
called  in  to  advise  how  to  make  the  best  of  the  thirty-five 
sections  of  the  window.  One  such  shop  would  be  quite 
sufficient  for  a  city  ;  but  the  worst  of  it  is  that  if  the  pioneer 
one  proved  successful  three  or  four  imitators  would 
promptly  appear  to  destroy  its  uniquity. 

Diascordium, 

concerning  which  some  information  was  given  in 
the  correspondence  column,  is  one  of  the  interesting  relics 
of  mediaeval  pharmacy.  It  was  first  "compiled"  by 
Jerome  Fracastor,  of  Verona,  who  published  his  formula 
early  in  the  sixteenth  century,  intending  it  apparently  as  a 
modified  theriacum.  This  Fracastor  was  a  famous  poet 
whose  masterpiece  bears  the  (now)  unsavory  title  of 
"  Syphilidis,  sive  morbi  gallici  libri  tres."  It  was  in  Latin, 
and  great  critics  have  ranked  it  with  the  highest  classical 
compositions.  Syphilis  is  the  hero  of  the  poem,  and,  accord- 
ing to  the  author,  his  disease  (from  which  he  is  ultimately 
cured  by  mercury  and  guaiacum)  had  no  venereal  origin, 
but  was  due  to  a  corruption  of  the  air.  The  name  which 
Fracastor  invented  was  subsequently  adopted  by  physicians 
to  designate  the  disease.   Its  Greek  appearance  is  delusive. 


The  Aspirin  Question 

submitted  by  a  correspondent  last  week, 
is  worthy  of  attention  and  discussion,  for  it  is  on  the  medical 
carpet  just  now,  and  may  be  dangerous.  The  barrister 
expresses  exactly  the  same  opinion  as  that  which  was  pub- 
lished in  the  "  Lancet  "  lately  in  an  article  on  proprietary 
rights  in  medicine  by  another  legal  authority.  The  pro- 
position is  that  a  trade-marked  name  given  to  a  patented 
article  may  be  appropriated  by  anyone  with  impunity  when 
the  term  of  the  patent  expires.  Stated  thus  crudely,  it  must 
strike  the  non-legal  mind  as  a  piece  of  the  coolest  injustice. 
But  it  undoubtedly  has  eminent  professional  sanction.  This 
is  how  D.  M.  Kerly  puts  it  in  his  well-known  and  careful 
treatise  on  "  Trade-marks  "  : 

Where  an  article  has  been  introduced  as  new,  and  has 
been  first  manufactured  under  a  patent,  the  name  by  which 
it  is  known  becomes  common  property  as  soon  as  the  expira- 
tion of  the  patent  puts  an  end  to  the  monopoly  in  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  the  article. 
Mr.  Kerly  does  not  concern  himself  with  the  moral  aspect 
of  the  contention ;  its  legal  soundness  may  presumably  be 
accepted  without  hesitation. 

Kow  this  Legal  Theory  Grew 

is  an  interesting  history,  but 
it  would  be  too  long  to  tell  it  here.  It  began  on  Singer's 
sewing-machines,  which  went  to  the  House  of  Lords,  and 
had  been  previously  tried  in  America.  In  both  countries  it 
was  held  that  when  the  patent  had  expired  it  was  legitimate 
for  anyone  to  make  Singer's  sewang-machines,  so  long  as  it 
was  made  clear  that  they  were  not  made  by  the  Singer  Co. 
It  was  argued  that  Singer  had  become  a  name  like  Hansom, 
Brougham,  or  Wellington,  and  could  not  be  monopolised. 
Wheeler  &  Wilson  had  a  similar  experience.  But  the 
strongest  case  was  the  one  in  reference  to  linoleum.  The  stuff 
had  been  patented  and  the  name  trade-marked.  When  the 
patent  expired  someone  made  linoleum  floorcloth,  and 
Justice  Fry  said  he  had  a  right  to  so  call  it,  and  was  "not 
bound  to  invent  a  new  name  for  it."  This  was  in  1878.  But 

There  are  Pitfalls. 

Lord    Herschell's    Committee    in  1888 

declared  that 

if  the  only  name  by  which  it  is  known  is  that  which  the 
proprietor  has  registered  as  a  trade-mark,  it  would  seem 
inconsistent  with  the  right  intended  to  be  conferred  on  the 
public  if  everyone  except  the  original  patentee  were  pre- 
vented from  calling  it  or  selling  it  by  that  name  which  alon© 
it  bears. 

Whatever  cases  may  have  been  in  contemplation,  it  does  not 
seem  that  the  Aspirin  one  could  be  one  of  these.  Its  chemi- 
cal and  descriptive  name  is  acetyl-salicylic  acid,  and  that 
anyone  can  use.  But,  it  may  be  replied,  that  is  too  cum- 
brous ;  we  cannot  be  expected  to  prescribe  or  sell  the  stuff 
by  such  a  designation.  Well,  then,  invent  some  other  name, 
as  other  makers  are  doing.  What  is  there  unfair  in  requir- 
ing this  ?  Surely  it  is  more  unreasonable  to  say  that  all  the 
other  invented  names  can  be  patented  except  that  which 
the  first  popularisers  of  the  compound  devised.  Another 
point  must  be  borne  in  mind.  Bayer's  patent  for  acetyl- 
salicylic  acid  (which  that  firm  trade-marked  as  aspirin)  was 
found  by  the  High  Court  to  have  been  invalid.  Conse- 
quently the  patent-rights  could  not  expire,  for  there  never 
were  any.  It  might  therefore  be  argued  that  Messrs.  Bayer 
were  in  the  position  of  never  having  patented  the  product 
or  the  process  for  making  it.  In  that  case  no  one  contends 
that  the  trade-mark  would  not  have  been  a  good  one.  This, 
surely,  shows  how  absurd  the  legal  position  is.  Lastly,  it 
has  to  be  remembered  that  what  is  called  "  the  law  "  cannot 
be  relied  upon  long  together.  The  appropriator  of  other 
people's  property  must  reckon  on  the  possibility  of  a  judge 
with  a  regard  for  justice  rather  than  for  technicalities  hear- 
ing his  case  ;  and  it  would  not  be  difficult  for  such  a  one  to 
show  that  the  case  was  not  on  all-fours  with  the  previously 
decided  ones.

The  Retailers'  Power. 

"  The  patent-medicine  business  certainly  does  look 
beautiful  from  the  outside."- — Charles  Austin  Bates. 

Experienced  men  in  the  proprietary-medicine  line  have 
often  said  that  money  is  difficult  to  make  in  it,  but,  as  we 
occasionally  hear  of  large  fortunes  being  left  by  a  few  of 
them,  many  are  sceptical,  and  it  may  fairly  be  said  that 
the  common  idea  is  that,  given  a  great  deal  of  advertising, 
any  patent  medicine  is  bound  to  go  and  make  money.  Mr. 
Bates,  from  whom  we  have  quoted,  is  one  of  the  cleverest 
American  advertising-experts ;  -he  knows  the  medicine- 
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trade  and  all  the  ins  and  out  of  publicity.  He  has  recently 
told  in  a  contemporary  his  experience  of  Laxakola,  a  fluid 
laxative  with  senna  basis/  which  he  ventured  into  m  1899 
along  with  others.  They  had  the  money  and  what  they 
thought  was  a  good  article,  and  they  got  one  of  the  smartest 
men  in  the  United  States  to  manage  the  business.  This 
manager  was  one  of  those  very  clever  men  who  think  that 
the  way  to  establish  a  patent  medicine  is  to  "  put  ads.  in 
the  papers  and  let  the  druggists  'go  to  blazes.'"  That 
policy  was  tried  in  an  Eastern  part  of  U.S.A.,  and  the 
policy  of  working  with  the  druggists  was  used  in  the  West- 
all  the  wisdom  of  these  very  clever  gentlemen  apparently 
feeing  unequal  to  grasp  the  elemental  truth  that  in  business 
one  trading  policy  is  as  necessary  as  one  flag  is  to  a  nation. 
The  first  results  of  their  effort  were  the  sale  of  a  few  gross, 
then  it  was  found  that  something  was  wrong  with  the 
medicine.    This  is  how  Mr.  Bates  puts  it  : 

Various  experiments  seemed  to  demonstrate  that  when 
Laxakola  was  fresh  out  of  the  barrel  it  was  all  right,  but. 
after  a  few  months  of  close  communion  in  the  bottle,  some 
of  the  other  ingredients  so  acted  on  the  senna  as  to  render 
it  wholly  ineffectual  and  thus  eliminated  the  "  early-rising 
feature  "so  essential  in  such  preparations. 
This  fault  was  remedied,  and  although  Mr.  Bates  does  not 
enlarge  upon  it,  we  think  our  readers,  as  experts  in  such 
matters,  will  agree  that  there  is  nothing  that  kills  a  young 
patent  medicine  so  effectually  as  its  going  wrong  in  the 
bottle  and  not  doing  what  the  advertisements  say  that  it 
will,  especially  if  the  medicine  is  a  laxative  one.    By  the 
time  the  medicine  was  put  right,  its  makers  also  found  that 
their  manager's  plan  of  ignoring  the  druggist  would  not 
work,  and  various  expedients  were  tried  to  make  things 
hum,  including  a  dyspepsia-tablet,  an  ointment,  and  two 
others  (all,  we  have  no  doubt,  carrying  with  them  the  odour 
of  Laxakola).    When  $175,000  had  been  spent  Mr.  Bates 
and  his  colleagues  sold  the  business  assets  for  less  than  would 
pay  the  company's  debts.    In  this  case  we  see  that  about 
40,000/.  failed  to  establish  the  medicine.    After  that  Mr. 
Bates  was  quite  entitled  not  to  say  another  word  about  the 
patent-medicine  business,  but  he  does,  and  his  "moral  "  is 
worth  quoting,  viz.  : 

I  have  a  very  strong  belief  that  whatever  a  storekeeper 
owns  he  will  sell,  and  if  I  were  in  the  medicine-business, 
I  would  load  the  retail  druggist  clear  up  to  the  guards  with 
all  of  my  goods  he  could  buy.  Then  I  would  advertise  in 
his  town  to  the  full  extent  to  which  I  could  go  and  sti" 
reserve  a  profit  on  my  initial  sale. 

In  the  course  of  time  the  druggist  will  get  rid  of  the 
goods,  and  if  they  perform  what  they  promise,  a  steady  sale 
will  eventuate. 

It  looks  like  a  slow  process  to  sell  direct  to  the  small 
•dealer,  but  that  is  the  only  absolutely  certain  way  of  intro 
ducing  a  medicine. 

Following  this  plan  and  given  a  good  medicine,  a  reason 
able  amount  of  money,  and  a  large  supply  of  patience,  the 
result  may  be  considered  certain. 

The  big  solid  concerns  in  the  medicine-business  have 
grown  slowly.  Time  is  just  as  necessary  as  money  or  adver- 
tising skill. 

Looking  at  all  this  with  a  chemist's  eyes,  we  see  in  it  a 
strong  proof  of  the  necessity  for  the  co-operation  and  good 
will  of  the  retailers,  and  we  could  give  them  no  better  New 
Year's  wish  than  that  they  should  individually,  and  as  a 
body,  endeavour  to  realise  their  strength.  They  will  have 
.several  opportunities  of  doing  this  in  1907  as  regards  new 
proprietaries  and  the  maintenance  of  a  fair  profit.  The 
experience  of  practically  every  manufacturer  of  pro 
prietary  articles  in  this  country  is  that  it  is  a  mistake  to 
-treat  the  retail  distributor  badly,  and  retailers  do  not 
realise  so  fully  as  they  might  the  power  that  is  in  their 
hands  in  regard  to  those  who  do  not  treat  them  fairly. 
It  is  the  judicious  use  of  that  power  which  has  established 
the  P.A.T.A.,  and  with  it  a  complete  reversal  of  the  policy 
of  a  dozen  years  ago,  which  was  a  non  possumus  attitude  by 


manufacturers  on  the  cutting  question.  The  best  of  them 
have  now  come  into  line  either  privately  or  patally.  There 
should  be  no  slackness  in  the  movement  during  1907,  what- 
ever the  temptations  may  be. 


A  Census  of  Production. 

Oxe  of  the  measures  which  received  the  Boyal  assent  on  the 
day  Parliament  adjourned  was  that  which  gives  the  Board 
of  Trade  power  requiring  every  employer  who  owns  a 
factory,  workshop,  quarry,  or  mine  in  the  United  Kingdom 
to  make,  in  1908,  a  confidential  return  showing  the  quanti- 
ties and  values  of  articles  produced  by  him  during  1907. 
This  will  apply  to  many  in  the  drug-trade,  for  the  following 
are  among  the  articles  which  are  included  :

These  are  a  few  of  the  items,  but  it  should  be  understood 
that  every  department  of  production  will  be  included. 
What  good  is  to  be  got  out  of  it  we  do  not  profess  to  say, 
and  we  must  wait  fuller  information  as  to  the  Board  of 
Trade's  intention ;  but  it  is  apparent  that  practically  every 
one  of  our  readers  whose  place  of  business  comes  within  the 
designation  of  a  workshop  (see  C.  <£•  D.  Diary,  1907.  p.  231) 
must  be  prepared  at  the  end  of  this  year  to  reckon  the  value 
of  the  goods  he  has  produced.  A  similar  but  much  more 
exhaustive  census  is  taken  in  the  United  States  every  five 
years,  and  we  have  now  before  us  the  last  report,  entitled 
"  Census  of  Manufactures."  It  is  prepared  by  the  Com- 
merce and  Labour  Department  of  Census  Bureau,  and  is  an 
interesting  production.  The  report  deals  with  American  in- 
dustries by  pentades  since  1880.  The  year  1905  was  the 
last,  but  the  figures,  we  are  told,  cover  the  calendar  year 
1904,  including  continental  LTnited  States  and  Alaska. 
The  exact  statistician  who  desires  to  make  accurate  com- 
parisons will  find  stumbling-blocks  in  small  points ;  but  as 
our  object  is  merely  comparative,  and  to  show  the  present 
condition  and  progress  of  industries  covered  by  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  we  ignore  certain  details  which 
would  unduly  lengthen  this  article.  First  we  shall  note  the 
grand  totals  in  American  industries,  then  show  some  of  the 
units  included.  The  most  important  fact  brought  out  by 
the  census  is  that  while  the  productive  power  of  American 
industries  has  increased  by  about  a  third  in  five  years,  the 
number  of  establishments  has  increased  by  only  4.2  per 
cent.   Here  are  the  figures  :

These  figures  show  that  for  a  29.7  per  cent,  increase  in  pro- 
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duction  there  has  been  practically  the  same  (29.3)inmaterials 
used,  but  60.7  per  cent,  increase  in  miscellaneous  expenses, 
42.7  per  cent,  in  number  and  50.9  in  salaries  of  skilled  men, 
16  per  cent,  in  number  and  29.9  in  pay  of  workmen,  and 
the  capital  has  increased  by  41.3  per  cent.  It  is  apparent 
that  the  development  of  modern  business  demands  an  in- 
creased ratio  of  skilled  and  clerical  help,  and,  while  the 
ratio  of  workmen  is  decreasing  owing  to  more  mechanical 
appliances,  wages  have  increased  proportionately  more  than 
salaries.  Obviously  the  increase  of  expenses  all  round  is  a 
deterrent  to  the  multiplication  of  factories,  which  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  4.2  per  cent,  more  factories  produced  29.7 
per  cent,  more  in  value  of  manufactures.  Turning  now  to 
chemicals  and  allied  products,  we  observe  that  the  group  in- 
cludes 36  classes  of  industries  with  868  establishments  in 
1905  (increase  of  9.9  per  cent,  over  1900),  and  the  products 
are  valued  at  $296,532,721,  an  increase  of  40.3  per  cent. 
We  now  look  at  specified  industries,  some  of  which  are  in 
the  chemical  group  and  some  not,  but  all  are  germane  to  the 
business  of  chemist  and  druggist.  Statistics  are  given  for 
four  pentades— 1880,  1890,  1900,  and  1905.  We  put  the  in- 
formation as  concisely  as  possible,  bringing  out  the  points 
of  most  interest.  The  figures  we  give  are  for  1905,  except 
where  otherwise  mentioned  : 

Artificial  Limbs. — Establishments  104,  capital  $442,266, 
employes  457,  products  $883,731.  Steady  increase  since  1880, 
when  the  products  were  valued  at  $137,024. 

Chemicals.— Establishments  448,  capital  $119,890,193,  em- 
ployes 27,912,  products  $92,088,378.  In  1900,  433  establishments 
turned  out  $62,637,008  of  products ;  in  1880,  595  establishments 
showed  $38,640,458. 

Dentists'  Materials. — Establishments  80,  capital  $4,681,266, 
employes  2,212,  products  $7,809,602.  Less  than  a  million 
dollars'  worth  of  products  from  twenty  establishments  in 
1880,  and  in  1900  the  products  of  sixty-eight  were  valued  at 
$3,721,150. 

Drug-grinding.—  Establishments  27,  capital  $4,991,218, 
employes  1,088,  products  $5,145,522.  There  was  one  grindery 
less  five  years  ago,  and  the  capital  was  more  than  two 
millions  less,  the  products  being  $4,308,144. 

Druggists'  Preparations. — Establishments  240,  capital 
$25,152,363,  employes  10,149,  products  $31,782,250.  In  1900 
the  value  was  $22,714,889  from  173  establishments.  We  take 
the  next  item  out  of  its  alphabetical  order,  as  the  contrast 
is  so  remarkable.  Both  items  included  "  customs  and  neigh- 
bourhood shops" — whatever  these  may  be. 

Patent  Medicines  and  Compounds.— Establishments  2,245, 
capital  $45,611,640,  employes  16,908,  products  $74,520,765.  In 
five  years  the  number  has  increased  bv  about  500  and  the 
output  by  $16,000,000.  It  is  a  curious  fact  that  in  the  pro- 
duction of  druggists'  preparations  there  is  one  salaried  em- 
ploye to  three  wage-earners,  and  in  the  patent-medicine 
business  a  fraction  over  one  salaried  employe  to  two  wage- 
earners.  The  following  figures  of  expenses  in  the  two  depart- 
ments are  striking :

The  figures  show  that  the  profit  on  the  preparations  amounted 
to  $6,503,873,  or  21  per  cent.,  and  on  the  "patents" 
$17,762,403,  or  24  per  cent.  The  contrasts  in  miscellaneous 
expenses  and  costs  of  materials  are  cot  astonishing  to  those 
who  know  the  business,  but  we  do  not  recall  a  previous 
opportunity  of  getting  authoritative  figures  together. 

Flavouring  -  extricts.  —  Establishments  377,  capital 
$4,404,986,  employes  2,215,  products  $7,772,070.  A  sevenfold 
increase  in  twenty-five  years. 

Instruments,  Professional  and  Scientific— Establish- 
ments   225,    capital    $5,382,930,    employes    3,941,  products 

f^'o7,'755'  In  1900  tnero  were  261  establishments  producing 
$4,853,355. 

^Mineral  and  Soda  Waters.— Establishments  3,469,  capital 
$28,100,022,  employes  12.455,  products  $30,251,150.  The 
capital  is  about  nine  millions  more  than  in  1900,  and  the 
products  seven  millions  raore. 

Oil,  Castor.— There  are  four  establishments  employing  57 
and  producing  $642,665 ;  in  1900  three  produced  $395,400. 

fiLS,    Essential— Establishments    52,    capital    $723  004 


employes  169,  products  $1,464,662.  There  were  124  establish- 
ments in  1880,  with  278  employes,  producing  $248,858. 

Optical  Goods. — Establishments  122,  products  $6,116,910. 
In  1890  sixty-nine  more  places  produced  $3,505,973. 

Perfumery  and  Cosmetics. — Establishments  292,  capital 
$4,843,026,  employes  2,898,  products  $11,132,859.  Thirty 
places  more  than  in  1900  have  produced  fully  $4,000,000  more 
goods. 

Photographic  Goods.  —  The  products  are  valued  at 
$13,000,000  and  the  capital  invested  is  $7,500,000. 

Rubber  and  Elastic  Goods. — Establishments  224,  capital 
$46,297,537,  employes  23,548,  products  $62,995,909.  In  1900 
there  were  261  places  putting  out  $52,621,830. 

Soap  and  Candles. — Establishments  436  of  the  former  and 
17  of  the  latter.  Capital  $57,820,306,  employes  15,007,  pro- 
ducts $72,164,062 — a  40-per-cent.  increase  in  five  years. 

Surgical  Appliances.  —  Establishments  180,  capital 
$5,383,203,  employes  3,303,  products  $6,385,293.  In  1900  there 
were  thirty  more  places,  producing  only  $3,932,358. 

Turpentine  and  Rosin. — Establishments  1,287,  capital 
$6,961,185,  employes  35,529,  products  $23,937,024.  The 
capita]  has  diminished  by  five  millions,  and  the  value  of  the 
products  has  increased  by  three  and  a  half  millions,  although 
about  8,600  fewer  men  have  been  engaged  in  the  work.  The 
increased  price  of  turps  since  1900  explains  this. 

Varnishes. — Establishments  190,  capital  $19,702,955,  em- 
ployes 3,216,  products  $23,561,699. 

There  is  much  more  in  the  report  which  might  be  dealt  with, 
but  the  foregoing  suffices  to  indicate  what  value  there  may 
be  in  such  trade  statistics.  To  the  actual  workers  they  are 
at  the  best  a  stimulus,  their  greatest  value  being  to  statis- 
ticians and  theorists,  while  they  are  also  of  some  assistance 
to  trust-formers.  So  far  as  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
census  is  concerned  it  will  do  nobody  harm  to  get  together 
the  requisite  data,  as  the  Board  of  Trade  is  to  treat  com- 
munications in  the  strictest  confidence  and  with  secrecy. 
The  chief  objection  will  come  from  those  who  have  so  few 
competitors  that  the  census  figures  will  practically  reveal 
their  output.  This  sort  of  thing  appears  not  to  give 
American  manufacturers  the  slightest  trouble. 

Commercial  Travellers'  Taxes. 

The  Board  of  Trade  has  issued  a  useful  Blue-book  showing 
the  regulations  applicable  to  British  commercial  travellers 
in  India,  the  Colonies,  and  foreign  countries.  The  term 
"British  commercial  traveller"  is  not  defined,  but  we 
presume  it  means  a  traveller  representing  a  house  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  but  it  is  apparent  from  the  text  that 
the  taxes,  where  imposed,  apply  to  all  commercial 
travellers  entering  the  respective  countries  from  any 
country  abroad.  We  put  the  facts  as  concisely  as  possible 
in  regard  to  the  places  where  a  tax  is  payable. 

Bechuanaland. — In  this  Protectorate  there  is  a  tax  of  10?. 
per  annum,  and  a  traveller  representing  more  than  one  firm 
is  required  to  take  out  a  separate  licence  for  each  firm.  Resi- 
dent agents  are  liable  to  the  same  licence-fee  of  10?.  as 
ordinary  commercial  travellers. 

British  Columbia. — In  April  1905  British  Columbia  im- 
posed a  tax  of  from  $50  to  $100  per  six  months,  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  goods  sold,  the  higher  figure  including 
liquors,  cigars,  etc. 

British  Honduras. — The  licence  amounts  to  $10  gold 
(21.  Is.  8d.)  per  annum. 

Cape  Colony. — An  annual  licence  in  Cape  Colony  costs  25?., 
and  is  available  from  January  1  to  December  31,  or  one  of 
12?.  10s.  may  be  taken  out  from  July  1  to  December  31.  If, 
however,  the  commercial  traveller  be  domiciled  in  the  Colony 
for  any  length  of  time  and  is  importing  goods  to  the  value 
of  at  least  1,200?.  in  any  year,  he  need  only  take  out  an 
importer's  licence,  at  a  cost  of  12?.  per  annum.  If  the  com- 
mercial traveller  or  agent  is  a  direct  representative  of  a 
joint-stock  company,  and  is  authorised  by  power  of  attorney 
to  act  for  the  company,  he  is  liable  to  pay  the  licence  required 
of  a  joint-stock  company,  which  is  Is.  per  100?.  of  the  whole 
of  the  subscribed  capital  of  the  company.  In  the  case  of 
principals  of  firms  travelling  to  take  orders  they  require  the 
same  licence  as  an  agent ;  but  if  they  are  merely  visiting 
customers  a  licence  is  not  essential,  although  it  is  recom- 
mended they  should  obtain  a  licence  in  their  own  interests. 

Natal. — In  Natal  a  licence  costs  10?.,  and  expires  Decem- 
ber 31,  but  if  taken  out  after  June  30  only  6?.  is  charged. 
Commercial  travellers  are  allowed  double  the  weight  of  free 
luggage  granted  to  ordinary  passengers.    Principals  of  firms 
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travelling  to  take  orders  would  be  regarded  as  commercial 
traveler*  but  if  they  went  to  the  Colony  merely  to  visit  their 
customers,'  and  not  to  solicit  orders,  they  would  not,  ap- 
narentlv  be  required  to  take  out  a  licence. 

New  asks  a  deposit  of  about  SL  as  a  guarantee 

that  the  income-tax  due  on  the  business  done  in  the  Colony 
will  be  paW.  The  deposit  is  held  until  the  traveller  is  in  a 
P^sitionTo  furnish  a  return  of  the.  total  business  resulting 
Cm  the  visit,  when  an  adjustment  is  made  by  refund  if  the 
dep^s  t  exceeds  the  tax  payable,  or  by  a  claim  for  the  balance 
of  tax  if  the  deposit  is. less  than  the  amount  Payable.  Prin- 
cipals of  firms  travelling  to  take  orders  or  to  visit  their 
customers  are  subject  to  the  same  provisions  as  then  icpre- 
™n  atives  or  agents.  On  New  Zealand  railways  commercial 
travellers  are  allowed  112  lb  of  luggage  and  samples  free  of 
charge.  Customs-duty  is  to  be  paid  on  all  samples  of  suffi- 
cient value  for  duty.  Resident  agents  of  Br.tish  firms  are 
not  subject  to  any  licence-fee  for  income-tax  Purpose s 

Orange  Rivee  Colony. — Here  the  tax  is  51.  for  three  months. 
Resident  agents  of  British  firms  taking  orders  for  the  firms 
which  they  represent  are  liable  to  the  same  regulations, 
licences,  and  fees  as  commercial  travellers;  but  when  they 
keep  a  certain  stock  on  hand,  of  which  they  dispose  as  occasion 
arises,  they  have  to  be  provided  with  the  ordinary  shop- 
keeper's licence.  .  ™  

Quebec  imposed  a  travellers'  tax  two  years  ago.  Inose 
soliciting  the  wholesale  trade  pay  $50,  those  canvassing  the 
retail  trade  $100,  and  those  dealing  with  the  consumer ^200. 
Such  licence  is  granted  for  six  months,  and  expires  on  May  1 
or  November  1,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Transvaal.— The  Transvaal  levies  a  licence  of  10/.  per  year, 
or  61.  per  half-year,  and  should  travellers  desire  to  dispose  ot 
their  samples  they  must  first  obtain  a  travelling-traders 
licence  at  a  cost  of  30/.  per  annum,  or  8/.  5s.  a  quarter,  ihey 
are  allowed  double  the  weight  of  free  luggage  granted  to 
ordinary  passengers. 

In  all  other  parts  of  the  British  Empire  commercial 
travellers  can  carry  on  their  work  without  let  or  hindrance. 
These,  for  instance,  include  British  India,  Straits  Settle- 
ments, Ceylon,  Federated  Malay  States,  Mauritius, 
Seychelles,  British  North  Borneo,  Hong-Kong,  Australian 
Commonwealth,  New  Brunswick,  Ontario,  Manitoba, 
Nova  Scotia,  Newfoundland,  and  the  West  Indies. 

Foreign  countries  which  impose  a  tax  on  commercial 
travellers  are  as  follows  : 

Argentine  Republic  (varies  from  about  8/.  15s.  in  Rioja  to 
about  147/.  in  Salta). 

Bolivia  (about  23/.  15s.). 

Brazil  (varies  from  61.  5s.  to  621.  10s.). 

Bulgaria  (6/.  for  the  year  and  41.  for  six  months). 

Congo  Free  State  levies  an  annual  tax  of  150f.  (6/.),  unless 
the  traveller  or  his  principal  is  already  subject  to  the  direct 
personal  tax  in  the  State.  The  licence  has  to  be  presented  and 
vised  at  the  frontier  stations  when  the  holder  enters  or  leaves 
the  territory,  a  charge  of  5f.  being  made  for  each  vise. 

Denmark. — A  licence  costs  160  kroner,  or  about  9/.,  per 
annum.  If  representing  more  than  one  firm  an  additional 
charge  of  80  kroner  (41.  10s.)  has  to  be  paid  for  each  firm.  The 
licence  must  be  endorsed  by  both  police  and  Customs  authori- 
ties in  each  town  visited. 

Germany. — A  licence  to  carry  on  operations  costs  lm. 
(Is.)  per  annum  throughout  the  German  Empire  ;  they  are 
granted  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  taxes  of  each  State, 
which  differ  in  the  various  federated  countries.  They  are 
issued  in  Berlin  by  the  office  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  in  other 
parts  of  Prussia  by  the  "  Regierungs-Prasiclenten,"  and  in  all 
other  parts  of  the  Empire  by  the  police  or  municipal 
authorities.  Samples  of  goods  which  cannot  be  used  for  other 
purposes  may  be  imported  free  of  duty. 

Mexico. — Taxes  vary  considerably,  according  te  the  different 
States,  and  in  many  cases  municipal  taxes  are  levied  in  addi- 
tion to  the  State  taxes.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  taxes  a 
Federal  stamp-tax  of  g  per  cent,  is  levied  on  the  value  of  sales 
effected  in  Mexico. 

Norway  levies  a  tax  of  100  kroner  (51.  lis.)  per  month. 
Licences  are  obtainable  from  the  nearest  police  authority, 
being  endorsed  to  the  effect  that  the  bearer  has  reported  his 
arrival  in  Norway  according  to  law.  A  similar  tax  applies  to 
Sweden. 

Paraguay. — Travellers  entering  Asuncion  pay  a  tax  of  $400 
to  $600  (10/.  to  15/.). 

Russia. — Before  a  traveller  can  do  business  two  licences 
are  required— viz.,  a  personal  licence,  costing  50r.  (5/.  5s.  6£r/.). 
and  a  trading  licence,  150r.  (15/.  16s.  l^rl  ).  To  these  amounts 
provincial  dues  of  5r.  (10s.  6£rZ.)  and  45r.  (4/.  14s.  10J>rZ.)  re- 
spectively must  be  added,  as  well  as  varying  local  dues. 

Uruguay.— A  licence  costs  $100  (about  21/.)  annually,  ex- 


piring on  December  31,  and  the  full  annual  charge  must  be 
paid  regardless  of  the  period  of  the  year. 

In  an  appendix  to  the  Blue-book  are  given  certificate- 
forms  adopted  by  the  countries  levying  taxes.  The  Com- 
mercial Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
73  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.G.,  invites  those  interested 
who  want  further  information  to  apply  to  that  address. 


Dentistry  in  Newfoundland. 

We  recently  reported  that  an  Act  has  been  passed  to  regu- 
late the  practice  of  dentistry  in  the  Colony  of  Newfound- 
land, replacing  one  passed  in  1893.  The  Act  institutes 
a  Dental  Board  consisting  of  three  practising  dentists  and 
four  medical  practitioners  appointed  by  the  Governor  in 
Council.  This  Board  is  to  conduct  examinations,  grant 
certificates,  register  members,  and  remove  names  from  the 
register  for  felony  or  infamous  conduct  in  any  professional 
respect  (this  being  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Governor  in 
Council).  It  is  provided  that  no  unregistered  person  shall 
practise  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  in  tho  Colony  under  a 
penalty  of  $20 ;  but  this  does  not  prevent  such  persons 
"  giving  necessary  aid  as  dentist  or  dental  surgeon  to  any 
person  in  urgent  need  of  it "  without  fee  and  not  making 
a  business  of  it.  Medical  practitioners  are  also  exempt  as 
regards  the  extraction  of  teeth,  and  where  there  is  no  resi- 
dent medical  practitioner  or  dentist  any  bond-fide  resident 
will  not  be  affected  by  the  Act.  Persons  registered  under 
the  1893  Act  who  have  practised  continuously  in  the  Colony 
since  will  be  registered  under  the  new  Act,  also  graduates 
of  approved  dental  colleges ;  all  others  who  desire  to  be 
registered  must  pass  the  Board's  examination.  The  rules 
of  the  Board  do  not  prescribe  a  curriculum,  but  the  subjects 
the  applicant  is  to  be  examined  upon  are  the  following  : 

Prosthetic  and  operative  dentistry,  metallurgy,  crown 
and  bridge  work,  dental  pathology  and  therapeutics, 
materia  medica,  anaesthetics,  chemistry,  oral  surgery, 
anatomy,  physiology.  The  applicant  shall  also  be  required 
to  make  a  practical  full  upper  and  lower  set  of  teeth  in 
vulcanite,  and  a  partial  set  in  the  same  material,  and  also 
a  Richmond  crown,  shell  crown,  bridge  of  not  less  than  four 
teeth,  one  gold  filling,  and  one  case  of  nerve-canal  treat- 
ment. 

The  examination  is  to  be  held  yearly  in  July  at  St.  John's, 
and  Dr.  T.  P.  Smith,  of  that  city,  is  Registrar. 

Pharmacy  in  Newfoundland. 

The  new  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  practice  ot  den- 
tistry in  Newfoundland  brings  into  relief  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  pharmacy  in  that  Colony — one  of  the  few  in  the 
British  Empire  wherein  there  is  no  pharmacy  law  of  any 
kind.  This  unsatisfactory  condition  will  ere  long,  it  is 
expected,  be  remedied  by  an  Act  similar  in  scope  to  that 
which  now  controls  dentists.  We  are  glad  to  hear  this ;  for 
although  Newfoundland  is  not  a  large  Colony,  it  is  the 
oldest  bit  of  British  soil  in  the  West,  and  it  seems  strange 
that  it  alone  should  be  a  free  territory  so  far  as  pharmacy  is 
concerned.  The  reason  is  that  retail  chemists  have,  until 
the  past  few  years,  not  been  numerous  in  comparison  with 
the  population,  and  practically  all  of  them  were  well-trained 
men  held  in  high  respect  by  the  Government  of  the  Colony. 
The  growing  importance  of  Newfoundland  is  attracting 
other  elements,  and  the  sooner  pharmacy  is  under  effective 
legal  control  the  better  will  it  be  for  the  community. 

Impure  Sodium  Salicylate. 

The  "  Lancet,"  in  commenting  on  an  observation  of  a 
French  doctor,  that  many  synthetic  remedies  are  of 
inconstant  composition  and  that  impurities  may  modify  the 
therapeutic  action,  states  : 

Dr.   Moreau's  remarks  will  doubtless  be  endorsed  by 
many  practitioners  in  this  country,  since  illustrations  of  hia 
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observations  on  synthetic  remedies  are  frequently  met  with. 
At  the  present  time  sodium  salicylate  affords  a  conspicuous 
example.    This  salt  has  been  much  used  for  many  years 
for  lowering  the  temperature,   but  during  the  present 
autumn  many  complaints  have  been  made  by  medical  prac- 
titioners that  they  are  unable  to  obtain  a  lowering  of  the 
temperature  with  commercial  sodium  salicylate.  Unfortu- 
nately the  drug  exists  in  commerce  in  several  forms,  in- 
cluding the  ordinary  salt  prepared  from  synthetic  salicylic 
acid  and  the  natural  salt  prepared  from  the  oils  of  winter- 
green  and  sweet-birch.    The  synthetic  salicylic  acid  is  liable 
to  vary  in  composition  with  the  degree  of  purity  of  the 
phenol  from  which  it  is  manufactured.    It  was  formerly 
prepared  by  Kolbe's  patented  process,  but  numerous  modi- 
fications, all  of  them  intricate,  are  now  employed.    As  a 
result,  varying  conditions  of  temperature  alone  are  sufficient 
to  yield  varying  products,  and  when  allowance  is  made  for 
degrees  of  skill  on  the  part  of  the  actual  manipulators,  it 
is  easy  to  understand  the  possibility  that  exists  for  different 
impurities  to  find  their  way  into  the  finished  product.    It  is 
obvious  that  the  pharmacopceial  requirements  as  to  the 
purity  of  this  substance  need  amendment,  so  as  to  insure  a 
supply  of  sodium  salicylate  of  uniform  composition  and  of 
assured  potency. 
This  is  an  interesting  point,  and  is  another  argument  that 
medicines  should  be  dispensed  by  qualified  chemists.  The 
physiologically  pure  sodium  salicylate  is  the  only  kind  that 
is  used  in  chemists'  dispensing,  and  the  unsatisfactory 
results  are  probably  due  to  the  use  of  the  cheap  drugs  often 
found  in  doctors'  surgeries,  where  the  groom  or  page-boy 
type  of  dispenser  cannot  be  expected  to  know  the  difference 
between  the  various  qualities  of  a  drug.

The  Unsuccessful. 

Although  there  have  been  evidences  during  the  past  year 
that  trade  generally  is  recovering  from  the  depression  into 
which  it  had  sunk,  the  cold  statistical  facts  set  forth  in 
"Kemp's  Mercantile  Gazette"  are  not  too  comforting  for 
the  drug-trade.  During  1906  there  has  been  in  England  and 
Wales  a  decrease  of  357  in  the  total  number  of  bankruptcies 
as  compared  with  1905,  deeds  of  arrangement  have  been  277 
fewer  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  bills  of  sale  have  been 
less  by  780.  In  only  a  few  of  the  trades  specified  have  there 
been  increases  in  the  number  of  bankruptcies,  but  that 
classified  under  "  chemists  and  druggists  "  (which,  however, 
includes  oil  and  colour  men,  varnish,  paint  and  polish  manu- 
facturers, etc.)  shows  an  increase  of  one — 81  as  against  80  in 
1905.  There  was,  likewise,  an  increase  of  three  (59  as 
against  56)  in  the  number  of  deeds  granted  to  "chemists 
and  druggists,"  but  the  number  of  bills  of  sale  registered 
was  fewer  by  23  than  in  1905.  A  comparative  table  of 
failures,  published  in  the  "  Gazette,"  shows  that  the  figures 
have  gradually  increased  from  61  in  1902  to  94  in  1906. 
These  figures  afford  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the  pessi- 
mist to  point  to  the  decadence  of  the  drug-trade;  but  in 
spite  of  it  being  borne  in  upon  us  that  "  figures  never  lie," 
we  decline  to  be  downhearted. 


Medicinal  Plants  in  Russia. 

British  herb-growers  and  others  who  dabble  in  materia 
medica  either  for  pleasure  or  for  profit  will  be  interested 
in  the  results  of  a  series  of  experiments  which  Professor 
Pel  communicates  to  the  "  Pharmatz.  Journal"  regarding 
the  cultivation  of  medicinal  plants  at  Tzarskoe  Selo,  near 
St.  Petersburg.  He  was  tempted  to  make  the  trials,  in 
the  first  instance,  to  learn  the  influence  of  the  radio-activity 
of  the  local  soil.  Last  year  he  found  that  plants  yielding 
essential  oils  gave  excellent  results,  notwithstanding  the 
unfavourable  climate.  These  included  peppermint, 
Japanese  mint,  balm,  sage,  etc.  His  experiments  dispose 
him  to  favour  local  cultivation  particularly  of  mint.  He 
made  an  error  in  sowing  ordinary  peppermint  and  Japanese 
mint  near  to  each  other.  The  plants  grew  and  bloomed 
splendidly,  as  is  shown  in  a  photographic  illustration  in  the 
article;  but  they  cross-bred,  and  the  constitution  of  the 
plants  was  changed.  The  difference  could  not  be  distin- 
guished by  the  eye,  but  the  difference  in  the  quality  of  the 
oil  was  so  great  that  it  could  be  distinguished  even  by  the 
smell.  He  will,  therefore,  renew  his  experiments  by  care- 
fully keeping  the  different  varieties  widely  apart.  He 
obtained  some  valerian  seed  from  Erfurt,  and  found  that 
it  developed  excellently  at  Tzarskoe  Selo,  although  con- 
sidered exclusively  a  high  Alpine  plant.  The  root  yielded 
an  abundance  of  oil  and  valerianic  acid.  Its  success  he 
attributes  to  the  radio-activity  of  the  soil.  A  specimen  of 
Archangelica  officinalis  he  planted  grew  over  seven  feet 
high  and  equals  that  grown  at  Clermont-Ferrand  in  ethereal- 
oil  contents.  V  erbascum  officinalis  grew  also  about  seven 
feet  high.  Professor  Pel  has  also  been  experimenting  with 
rhubarb,  but  he  does  not  expect  to  get  definite  results  for 
twelve  years.  The  prospect,  still  far  distant,  we  fear,  of 
Russia  competing  with  Japan  in  the  production  of  pepper- 
mint oil  is  piquant.

My  old  familiar  Friend, 
Please  guide  us  to  the  end 
In  complex  matters  through ;

A  modern  chemist  requires  three  things — his  shop,  his 
drugs,  and  his  Diary.    The  latter  instructs  him  how  to  buy 
advantageously  and  advises  him  in  all  the  difficulties  which 
beset  the  way  of  the  pharmacist.

"  To  paint  the  lily,  or  gild  refined  gold,"

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The  New  Treatment  of  Cancer. 
The  comparative  silence  respecting  the  "trypsin  treat- 
ment "  of  cancer  exhibited  by  medical  journals  in  reviewing 
the  work  of  1906  may  appear  inexplicable  to  those  who 
have  followed  the  recent  newspaper  controversy.  The 
silence  is  not  due  to  the  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of 
medical  practitioners  or  to  any  disposition  to  regard  the 
new  treatment  as  ineffectual.  Marked  progress  was  made 
with  it  during  the  past  year,  and  there  has  been  sufficient 
demonstration  that  Dr.  Beard's  initial  observations  on  the 
"irresponsible  trophoblast"  form  a  reason  for  the  treat- 
ment of  malignant  growths  by  means  of  pancreatic  prepara- 
tions. A  large  number  of  cases  are  under  treatment,  and 
many  observers  have  charge  of  them ;  but  it  appears  to 
be  yet  too  early  to  dogmatise  on  the  rationale  of  the  treat- 
ment, or  as  to  which  of  the  pancreatic  ferments  is  the 
effective  agent.  It  seems,  however,  that  trypsin  alters 
the  cellular  formation  of  the  malignant  tumours,  thus,  in 
a  sense,  checking  the  cancerous  growth ;  but  the  other 
ferments  (amylopsin  chiefly)  are  requisite  for  the  elabora- 
tion or  assimilation  of  the  products  formed  through  the 
action  of  trypsin.  On  this  point  Messrs.  Squire  &  Sons,  in 
the  recently  published  appendix  to  their  "Pocket  Com- 
panion," say  : 

After  trypsin  injections,  vigorously  carried  out  for  some 
four  weeks,  bad  symptoms  calling  for  amylopsin  are  prone 
to  arise,  trypsin  alone  cannot  be  continued  with  safety  for 
more  than  six  weeks,  and  small  injections  are  quite  useless. 
The  removal  of  the  dead  cancer-cells,  and  the  prevention  of 
the  formation  of  poisonous  products  from  their  degenera- 
tion, necessitate  injections  of  the  diastasic  ferment  of  the 
pancreas  gland  (amylopsin). 
It  has  been  almost  established  that  some  failures  with  the 
new  treatment  are  due  to  inappreciation  of  these  facts, 
and,  perhaps,  also  to  the  comparative  inertness  of  come 
pancreatic  preparations,  which  are  prone  to  rapid  deteriora- 
tion, while  some  are  prepared  without  due  regard  to  the 
objects  of  the  originator  of  the  treatment.    Messrs.  Squire 
&  Sons,  who  have  been  working  on  this  subject  since  1905, 
tell  us  that  the  above-quoted  statement  is  based  on  their 
experience  that  of  the  solutions  they  made,  that  containing 
a  relatively  large  proportion  of  amylopsin  was  most  pre- 
ferred, and  they  observed  that  the  treatment  developed 
into  the  employment  of  two  solutions,  one  in  which  the 
trypsin  and  amylopsin  were  fairly  evenly  balanced,  alter- 
nating with  another  in  which  the  amylopsin  is  present  in 
large  quantities,  and  the  trypsin  only  in  comparative  traces. 
As  the  method  of  treatment  they  refer  to  is  most  important 
and  critical,  and  may  lead  up  to  the  proof  or  otherwise  of 
its  value,  their  co-operation  was  called  for  to  assist  in  deter- 
mining the  constituents  of  the  pancreas  which  act  upon  the 
growths  and  dispel  the  products ;  and  as  a  result  all  the 
preparations  which  they  send  out  are  tested  and  stan- 
dardised, and  their  activity  has  also  been  verified  by  medical 
workers.    In  respect  to  the  keeping  properties  of  solutions 
of  pancreas  ferments  they  give  us  the  following  useful  note  : 
If  it  is  intended  to  distribute  a  solution  throughout  the 
trade  for  the  purposes  of  stock,  such  solution  would  be  useless 
unless  it  would  remain  unimpaired  for  a  year  or  more ;  but 
if  it  is  intended  to  be  supplied,  either  direct  to  the  doctor 
or  through  the  chemist,  for  immediate  use,  the  necessity  for 
keeping  such  a  long  time  does  not  arise.    The  pancreatic 
ferments  retain  their  properties  better  in  very  strong 
glycerin  menstruum  than  in  any  other  medium,  but  such 
solutions  have  drawbacks  not  shared  by  others.    They  must 
be  diluted  before  use  with  sterilised  water  (which  takes 
time),  and  even  then  have  a  tendency  to  cause  pain  and  in- 
flammation when  injected,  and  have  other  serious  disadvan- 
tages.  For  these  reasons  it  has  been  Messrs.  Squire  &  Sons' 
practice  to  prepare  solutions  which  are  intended  for  practi- 
cally immediate  use,  and  they  have  had  no  complaint  of  the 
drawbacks  they  have  indicated ;  but  these  solutions  are  not 
intended  to  be  put  away  on  a  shelf  or  in  a  cupboard  and 
brought  out  again  for  use  in  six  months'  time  or  a  year, 
under  the  impression  that  they  will  have  retained  their  full 
activity.    Ferments  are  such  delicate  substances  that  every 
precaution  should  be  taken  to  prevent  change  of  their 
physiological  as  well  as  of  their  chemical  nature. 
These  observations  are  of  general  application ;  for  if  the 
new  treatment  is  to  have  a  fair  chance,  its  success  will 
greatly  depend  upon  what  practitioners  use,  and   it  is 


desirable  that  pharmacists  should  appreciate  their  respon- 
sibility as  suppliers  of  the  materials.  The  present  year  will 
in  all  likelihood  determine  to  what  extent  cancer  may  be 
alleviated,  if  not  cured,  by  pancreatic  action. 

Pilocarpine  in  Hiccough. 

Ten  minims  of  a  1-per-cent.  solution  of  pilocarpine  hydro- 
chloride every  three  or  four  hours  is  said  to  be  useful  in 
cases  of  nervous  and  hysterical  hiccough. 

Cure  of  Consumption. 

The  last  word  has  not  yet  been  said  about  the  sanatorium 
treatment  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Some  men  of  sound 
experience  in  the  treatment  are  pessimistic,  especially  in 
regard  to  cases  from  the  working  classes,  who  after  "  cure  " 
go  back  to  their  old  environment,  catch  it  again,  and  die, 
Such  results  are  to  be  expected  in  the  early  days  of  a  new 
treatment,  which  has  furnished  so  many  instances  of  posi- 
tive cure.  In  a  recent  issue  of  "Tuberculosis"  Dr.  J. 
Edward  Squire,  C.B.,  discusses  the  whole  subject  in  a 
temperate  yet  optimistic  manner,  chiefly  with  the  view  of 
directing  effort  to  remedying  the  after-conditions  of  poor 
people  who  have  been  relieved  or  cured  in  sanatoria,  and 
quotes  the  following  :

These  are  encouraging  results,  and  much  better  is  to  be- 
expected  when  the  provision  of  sanatorium  treatment  has 
improved,  so  that  working  people  may  have  the  means  of 
early  diagnosis  and  early  treatment  available  to  them.  At 
present  they  go  on  working  in  the  early  stages  of  the 
disease,  and  sometimes  too  late  for  a  cure.  Dr.  Squire 
says  : 

Unfortunately  the  poor  are  often  obliged  to  be  content 
with  going  to  the  chemist  for  a  "  bottle  of  stuff,"  or  to  the 
"  sixpenny  doctor,"  whose  fees  hardly  allow  of  his 
examining  those  who  seek  his  advice,  and  the  real  causa 
of  the  ill-health  remains  undiscovered. 

Even  when  the  mischief  is  detected  we  still  have  the  two- 
great  difficulties — first,  the  pecuniary  one,  and,  secondly, 
the  want  of  accommodation. 

The  doctor  concludes  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to 
provide  the  means  of  cure,  as  consumption  is  one  of  tha 
greatest  sources  of  the  impoverishment  of  the  nation. 
Ergot  Alkaloids. 

A  note  on  the  chemistry  of  the  ergot  alkaloids,  an 
abstract  of  work  done  by  Dr.  G.  Barger  and  Mr.  F.  H. 
Carr,  was  given  in  the  C.  <t-  D.,  September  1,  1906,  p.  364. 
The  same  investigators,  with  Mr.  H.  H.  Dale,  have  been 
studying  the  physiological  action  of  the  alkaloids  of  ergot 
("British  Medical  Journal,"  December  22,  1906).  The- 
new  alkaloid  referred  to  in  the  first  research  is  nameoV 
ergotoxine  ;  it  forms  crystalline  salts,  and  the  alkaloid  is 
soluble  in  aqueous  caustic  soda.  The  new  alkaloid  in  a  pure 
condition  possesses  a  very  high  physiological  activity, 
while  pure  ergotinine  under  similar  conditions  possesses- 
very  little  activity.  A  few  experiments  on  the  cock  have 
shown  that  the  new  alkaloid  produces,  in  doses  of  a  few 
milligrams,  the  effects  described  as  characteristic  of 
sphacelinic  acid  and  sphacelotoxin  (Robert,  Jacobi).  The 
alkaloid  was  usually  dissolved  for  injection  in  dilute  caustic 
scda.  This  solubility  in  caustic  alkalies  is  a  point  of  dis- 
tinction from  ergotinine,  and  explains  the  presence  of  the 
new  alkaloid,  on  the  one  hand,  in  alkaloidal  mixtures,  such 
as  commercial  ergotinine,  Tanret's  "  amorphous  ergotinine," 
and  Robert's  "  cornutine  "  ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  in 
preparations  having  acid  properties,  such  as  the  "sphace- 
linic acid"  of  Kobert,  and  the  "  chrysotoxin "  and 
"sphacelotoxin"  of  Jacobi.  It  is  clear,  say  the  authors, 
that  this  alkaloid  plays  at  least  an  important  part  in  the 
physiological  activities  associated  with  ergot  and  their 
therapeutic  applications.

home  the  moral  that  "  a  child  can  apply  it."  "  Saves  time, 
tears,  and  trouble "  is  an  alliterative  catch-phrase  worth 
mentioning.  The  last  illustration,  fig.  40,  is  by  Mr.  S. 
Manners,  care  of  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys,  7  Vere  Street, 
London,  W.,  and  is  noticeable  for  the  beautiful  flower-study 
which  is  embodied  in  the  design.  Mr.  Manners  gives  the 
following  particulars  of  the  method  of  production  : 

The  mounting-board,  which  can  be  obtained  from  artists' 
colourmen  in  various  art  shades,  was  first  cut  to  the  desired 
shape.  The  lettering  was  then  roughly  outlined  with  a 
blacklead  pencil  and  filled  in  with  white  drawing-nik  by 
means  of  pen  and  camel-hair  brush.  The  small  flourishes 
were  copied  and  modified  from  various  sources,  the  C.  <Sc  D. 
Diary  being  one.  The  photograph  is  printed  on  drawing- 
,  paper  by  a  modification  of  the  old  plain  salted  process,  and 
toned  in  a  platinum  bath.  The  photograph  could  be  simply 
fixed  if  preferred,  the  result  in  that  case  being  a  print  ol  • 
reddish  tone.

Association  Presidents. 

Some  years  ago  a  C.  &  D.  peripatetic  artist  when  in  Dover 
was  attracted  to  Cannon  Street  there,  and  noticing  a  fine 
new  building  devoted  to  phar- 
macy, made  a  sketch  of  it, 
which  was  reproduced  in  our 
pages.  This  was  the  pharmacy 
of  Mr.  Joseph  Frederick 
Brown,  one  of  our  most  accom- 
plished and  observant  pharma- 
cists. His  recent  election  as 
President  of  the  Dover 
Chemists'  Association  gives  us 
the  opportunity  of  presenting 
Mr.  Brown's  portrait  and  a  few 
facts  about  his  career.  He  is  a 
native  of  Frome  Selwood, 
Somerset,  and  was  seventeen 
before  he  was  apprenticed,  in 
1860,  to  Mr.  W.  B.  Harvey,  of 
Bath  Street,  Frome.  At  the 
end  of  the  four-years'  appren- 
ticeship he  took  a  situation  with 
Mr.  Alfred  Redford,  Oxford 
Street,  Liverpool,  with  whom 
He  matriculated  at  the  London

<he  remained  sixteen  months. 

University,  and  in  the  latter  part  of  1865  went  to  Dover  as  an 
■assistant  to  Mr.  Alexander  Bottle,  with  whom  he  remained 
until  the  end  of  1870.  He  passed  the  Minor  examination 
fbefore  the  1868  Act  came  into  force,  and  the  Major  in  January 
1870.  He  began  business  on  his  own  account  at  Market 
•Square,  Dover,  a  year  later,  and  remained  there  until  1894, 
when  he  removed  to  the  premises  he  had  built  at  1  Cannon 
.'Street.  Mr.  Brown  has  contributed  liberally  to  pharmaceu- 
tical literature ;  he  is  a  master-craftsman  in  regard  to  all 
•details  of  work.  For  instance,  we  may  say  that  he  has 
taught  thousands  of  apprentices  how  to  write  a  good  label, 
for  the  ideal  example  of  label-writing  which  figures  on  p.  12 
of  "  The  Art  of  Dispensing,"  is  one  for  which  he  obtained  a 
first  prize  from  the  C.  &  D.  twenty  years  ago.  That  was  not 
the  first  occasion  he  secured  C.  &  D.  prizes,  as  in  1869  he  got 
*one  from  us  for  an  essay  on  volumetric  analysis;  but  the 
mention  of  the  label  recalls  to  us  that  several  of  Mr.  Brown's 
apprentices  or  pupils  have  distinguished  themselves  in  phar- 
macy— thanks  to  his  tho'rough  training.  His  own  son,  Mr. 
W.  J.  Brown,  of  Ludlow,  took  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
herbarium  silver  medal  in  1892;  another  apprentice,  Mr. 
Reginald  R.  Bennett,  did  the  same  five  years  later,  and  fol- 
lowed this  up  with  distinction  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  and 
isnow  pharmacist  to  the  University  College  Hospital,  London. 
Mr.  Bennett  was  demonstrator  of  pharmacy  under  Professor 
"Greenish,  and  his  successor  in  th'at  post,  Mr.  H.  M.  Harvey,  is 
■also  a  former  apprentice  of  Mr.  Brown's.  The  Dover  Associa- 
tlt°nuS  P>r1esldent  has  lonS  been  an  advocate  for  the  Council 
■of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  taking  a  more  active  interest 
in  trade-matters,  and  he  recently  suggested  that  Clause  IV.  of 
1  he  Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  should  apply  to 
individuals  as  well  as  to  companies.  He  is  a  trustee  and 
director  of  the  Dover  and  East  Kent  Permanent  Benefit 
JtSmiding  Society,  a  sidesman  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  and  a 
member  of  the  Burial  Board. 

Cambridge  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

In  view  of  the  marriage  of  Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck,  M.A., 
'the  members  of  this  Association  considered  the  occasion  a 
suitable  one  for  making  him  a  presentation.  A  small  com- 
mittee was  formed,  with  Mr.  H.  Flanders  as  Treasurer.  A 
hearty  and  liberal  response  enabled  the  committee  to  pur- 
chase a  handsome  travelling-case.  A  meeting  of  the  com- 
smittee  was  held  on  Monday,  December  31,  at  Mr.  Evans's, 
Fitzroy  Street.  There  were  present  Mr.  H.  F.  Cook 
'(President),  Messrs.  Evans,  Church,  B.  S.  Campkin 
Flanders,  and  T.  J.  Mallett.

Association,  with  which  he  had  had  a  long  connection.  Mr. 
Peck  was  one  of  the  founders,  and  had  steadily  and 
consistently  for  many  years  supported  the  Associa- 
tion.   He    had    been    Secretary,    and    for    two  years 


its  President,  filling  these  positions  with  great  honour 
and  credit.  He  (the  speaker)  assured  Mr.  Peck  that 
he  held  the  esteem  and  regard  of  the  members, 
and,  after  referring  to  Mr.  Flanders'  work  in  this  matter, 
concluded  by  handing  Mr.  Peck  the  travelling-case.

The  following  note  is  attached  to  the  Examiners'  report  : 

The  Board  of  Examiners  regret  to  have  to  express  their 
dissatisfaction  with  the  knowledge  of  candidates  in  the  fol- 
lowing subjects  :  Photometry,  the  method  of  precision  of 
reading  angles,  and  the  practical  use  of  instruments. 
The  Clerk  of  the  Company  also  asks  us  to  announce  thai 
candidates  who  have  failed  at  this  and  previous  examina- 
tions should  understand  that  the  examinations  to  be  held  in 
Glasgow  during  February  next,  and  in  London  during  May 
and  November  this  year,  will  be  the  only  examinations  con- 
ducted under  the  present  syllabus  and  regulations.  On> 
January  1,  1908,  a  new  syllabus  comes  into  operation,  when 
all  the  exemptions  now  granted  will  probably  cease. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians  has 
circularised  the  members  of  the  Society  to  a  similar  effect — 
that  the  exemption  accorded  to  those  who  have  been  in  the- 
optical  trade  for  ten  years  and  have  reached  the  age  of 
thirty-five  expires  with  the  November  examination,  1907, 
and  that  those  who  desire  to  take  advantage  of  this  exemp- 
tion should  lose  no  time  in  preparing  for  the  examination- 
We  understand  that  a  committee  of  the  Spectacle-makers' 
Company  is  now  considering  the  new  syllabus  of  examina- 
tions, and  that  Mr.  Geo.  Bennett,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Stockport,  is  serving  on  the  committee.

search.  We  have  not  space  to  give  a  list  of  the  useful 
items  which  the  book  contains,  but  these  comprise,  among 
others,  astronomical,  meteorological,  dynamical,  electrical, 
physicil,  and  first-aid  memoranda,  tables  of  weights, 
measures,  sp.  gravities,  atomicity,  solubilities,  and 
logarithms.

off  which  they  give  2^  per  cent,  discount  for  prirmpt  monthly 
ettlements.  In  doing  this  they  have,  we  find,  more  than 
balanced  the  old  discount  to  the  buyer's  advantage ;  for 
when  a  price  has  had  to  be  "  rounded,"  so  to  speak,  pence 
and  fractions  go  to  the  buyer,  besides  the  2£  per  cent, 
monthly  discount.  The  net  prices  show  at  once  exact  costs 
without  calculations,  and  the  firm  make  a  point  that  the 
high  standard  of  their  drugs  and  galenicals  will  be  main- 
tained. Any  of  our  readers  will  get  a  copy  of  the  list  on 
application  to  Messrs.  Barron,  Harveys  &  Co.  It  extends 
to  36  pp.,  and  includes  as  appendices  lists  of  cachets,  medi- 
cated bougies,  pessaries  and  suppositories,  coated  horse- 
balls  and  dog-pills,  soluble  "  sweet,"  pearl-coated,  and  other 
pills,  an  alphabetical  pill-formulary,  and  a  select  list  of 
specialities  (chemical  and  galenical). 

We  printed  this  block  of  the  trade-mark  of  the  Irish 
Industrial  Development  Association  in  our  issue  of  Decem- 
ber 22,  but,  following  the 
lead  of  the  official 
"  Trade-marks  Journal," 
wrong  side  up.  The 
mark  is  intended  to  be 
used  as  now  printed. 
The  use  of  this  trade- 
mark (of  which  the 
registration  was  com- 
pleted on  December  8) 
will  be  restricted  to 
goods  of  genuinely 
Irish  produce  or  manu- 
facture. The  Gaelic 
legend  on  the  trade- 
mark, "  Deanta  i 
nEirinn,"  means  "  Made  in  Ireland,"  and  the  design  repre- 
sents a  fibula  or  collar,  said  to  have  been  worn  by  Gaelic 
judges  in  the  early  days  of  Irish  civilisation.  The  legend 
goes  that  if  a  judge  knowingly  passed  an  unjust  sentence, 
the  fibula  contracted  until  it  choked  its  wearer.  The  Irish 
Industrial  Development  Association,  13  Marlborough  Street, 
Cork,  is  a  corporate  body  formed  principally  with  the  object 
of  promoting  Irish  trade  and  commerce  and  of  impressing 
on  Irishmen  the  desirability  of  using  Irish-made  goods. 
It  is  not  itself  a  trading  corporation,  and  has  no  power  to 
pay  dividends.  The  right  to  use  the  trade-mark  will  be 
granted  only  to  manufacturers  of  good  repute  and  good 
financial  standing,  and  will  be  cancelled  if  the  mark  is 
improperly  used  or  by  the  bankruptcy  or  death  of  the 
licensee.  Manufacturers  engaged  in  small  industries  will 
pay  half  a  guinea  a  year  for  the  use  of  the  trade-mark,  and 
all  others  two  guineas  a  year.  Each  user  will  be  given  a 
number,  which  must  be  placed  by  him,  in  conjunction  with 
the  trade-mark,  upon  every  article  to  which  the  latter  is 
applied.  The  mark  may  be  used  either  by  means  of  adhesive 
labels  or  by  stamping,  branding,  weaving,  embroidering,  or 
otherwise  applying  it  to  the  commodity,  and  if  it  is  employed 
on  material  of  Irish  manufacture  used  only  for  the  covering 
of  goods  the  word  "  covering  "  is  to  be  added  to  it. 

Spun  Ointments. — "  The  word  '  spun  '  was  suggested  to 
me,"  said  Mr.  Robert  Blackie  to  a  C.  <£•  D.  interviewer  the 
other  day,  "  by  the  appearance  of  the  ointment  as  it  comes 
from  the  machine.      It  looks  for  all  the  world  like  the 
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carded  wool  on  the  spindle  of  the  old-fashioned  spinning- 
wheel."  That  was  the  nearest  I  could  get  to  the 
actual  process,  writes  our  representative,  for,  naturally 
enough,  Mr.  Blackie  does  not  want  to  give  his  secret 
away.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  machine  which  "spins" 
the  ointments  is  the  result  of  thirteen  months  of 
experimenting,  striving,  failure,  and  at  last  success.  Mr. 
Blackie  is  his  own  engineer.  He  has  built  up  at  his 
factory  in  Tooley  Street,  S.E.,  the  machinery  with  his  own 
hands,  and  it  will  be  improved  as  time  goes  on.  He  is  so 
sure  of  the  value  of  his  machine  (and  certainly  the  results 
justify  his  faith)  that  he  is  to  get  rid  of  all  the  machinery 
he  has  already  installed  for  the  milling  of  ointments.  By 
the  "  spinning  "  process  not  only  is  a  more  perfect  ointment 
produced  in  every  case,  but  the  process  is  at  least  four  times 
quicker  than  milling.  With  the  hand-machine  which  is  at 
present  at  work  two  men  can  turn  out  (and  pack  into  tins) 
4  cwt.  of  ointment  in  an  hour.  By  the  new  method  the  oint- 
ment is  first  levigated  in  the  ordinary  way,  and  then  allowed 
to  set  hard  before  the  "  spinning"  begins.  The  machine  is 
set  to  different  grades  for  different  ointments,  and  the 
specimens  of  spun  zinc  ointment  and  spun  boric  ointment, 
which  I  inspected  from  bulk,  were  faultless  in  appearance 
and  quite  homogeneous.  The  silky  appearance  of  the  boric 
ointment  was  particularly  noticeable.  Orders  for  the  spun 
ointments  are  rolling  in  to  Shen  Works,  Tower  Bridge  Road, 
S.E.,  already,  and  it  looks  as'  if  Mr.  Blackie's  ingenuity 
has  spun  him  a  popular  and  profitable  speciality. 

The  Net  Price-list  issued  on  January  1  by  Messrs. 
Davy  Hill  &  Hodgkinsons,  Ltd.,  of  Southwark,  London, 
is  an  entirely  new  departure.  It  has  been  completely 
re-written  and  re-arranged,  and  the  prices  quoted  are 
calculated  on  a  net  basis.  The  nomenclature,  too,  has 
been  specially  revised  (in  pursuance  of  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill's 
pharmaceutical  contribution  to  the  Western  Chemists' 
Association  on  "Misleading  Trade-names");  but  pedantry 
has  been  avoided,  and  the  commercial  usefulness  of  the  lis't 
has  been  in  no  wise  impaired.  Many  informative  notes 
are  sprinkled  throughout  the  pages  of  the  list,  enhancing  its 
value  for  reference  purposes  not  only  to  pharmacists  but 
to  public-health  authorities.  The  list  is  to  be  issued 
quarterly,  but  important  market-fluctuations  will  be 
reported  at  more  frequent  intervals.

The  marriage  on  Wednesday  of  Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck, 
M.A.,  Senior  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference,  gave  his  colleagues  on  the  Executive  the  oppor- 
tunity of  showing  their  regard  for  him  by  sending,  through 
the  President  (Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer),  a  handsome  wedding- 
present.  Quite  appropriately  it  took  the  form  of  appoint- 
ments for  a  secretarial  table,  all  of  solid  brass  or  mounted  in 
that  metal.  They  comprised  inkstand,  candlesticks,  pen- 
rack,  blotting-pad,  calendar  and  clock,  engagement-slate, 
and  two  portrait- frames.  Mr.  Tyrer,  in  sending  these  gifts, 
conveyed  an  expression  of  the  Executive's  high  regard  for 
Mr.  Peck,  and  their  united  wishes  for  a  happy  married  life. 
Mr.  Peck  also  received  gifts  from  his  pharmaceutical  friends 
at  Bloomsbury  Square  and  elsewhere,  besides  one  from  his 
Cambridge  confreres,  which  is  referred  to  on  p.  24. 

The  portrait  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Haywood,  of  Nottingham, 
which  attracted  so  much  attention  in  our  last  issue  on  ac- 
count of  its  size  and  novel  use,  makes  the  following  note 
from  a  local  Church  paper  on  Mr.  Haywood's  career  par- 
ticularly a  propos  : 

Mr.  Haywood  was  born  in  this  city  [Nottingham]  in  1853, 
became  a  Sunday-school  teacher  in  1849,  becoming  in  after 
years  a  superintendent  in  Holy  Trinity  and  All  Saints' 
Schools.  Together  with  Mr.  Mark  Mellers,  Mr.  W.  A. 
Hodges,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Heazell,  he  was  one  of  the  earlier 
members  of  the  (then  called)  "  Church  of  England  Associa- 
tion and  Sunday-school  Institute,"  and  was  largely  instru- 
mental in  instituting  the  children's  schoolroom  services, 
commenced  in  1871.  He  was  foremost  in  organising  the 
demonstrations  at  the  Peace  Celebrations  in  1856,  the 
Raikes'  Centenary  in  1880,  the  Queen's  Jubilees  in  1887-97. 
He  has  been  a  prominent  worker  in  the  Conservative  cause 
and  in  all  School  Board  elections.  As  a  citizen  he  also 
played  a  most  important  part  in  the  development  of  the 
Porchester  Estate,  a  "  Garden  City  "  on  a  small  scale,  con- 
taining from  100  to  200  freehold  working-men's  houses. 
Mr.  Haywood  was  appointed  a  Magistrate  of  the  city  in 
1905.

THAT  wizard  of  printing-processes,  Mr.  Thomas  Manly, 
the  inventor  of  "  ozotype,"  recently  evolved  another 
printing-process  not  less  clever  than  its  predecessor.  The 
process  is,  however,  totally  different  from  any  other  print- 
ing-process practised  by  photographers,  inasmuch  as  all 
the  operations — with  the  exception  of  the  production  of  the 
initial  bromide  print — are  carried  out  by  purely  chemical 
means,  the  action  of  light  playing  no  part  in  the  produc- 
tion of  the  prints.  This  is  such  a  revolution  in  image- 
producing  photographic  processes  that  for  some  little  time 
(a  matter  of  about  three  months  or  so)  it  did  not  arouse 
the  expected  enthusiasm.  Photographers  now  appear  to  be 
waking  up  to  the  fact  that  a  remarkable  process  has  been 
put  into  their  hands  capable  of  producing  very  fine  results 
in  carbon  without  anything  like  the  trouble  incurred  in 
producing  an  ordinary  carbon  print.  In  making  an 
ozobrome  print  the  first  thing  to  do  is  to  make  a  bromide 
print  from  the  negative.  This  print  may  be  made  either 
by  contact  or  by  enlargement  in  the  lantern.  In  either 
case  it  must  be  a  "  straight  "  print — that  is,  a  print  which 
has  not  been  retouched — as,  the  process  being  a  purely 
chemical  one,  the  pencil  and  stump  will  have  no  action  on 
the  sensitised  ozobrome  tissue.  If  the  bromide  is  imper- 
fect, it  should  be  retouched,  then  photographed  and  another 
bromide  (or  gaslight)  print  made  from  the  resulting 
negative.  The  print  must  be  thoroughly  washed  after 
fixation  in  order  to  remove  every  trace  of  hyposulphite  of 
soda ;  for  as  the  solution  in  which  the  "  pigment  plaster  " 
has  to  be  immersed  contains  potassium  ferricyanide,  any 
"hypo"  present  would  form  Farmer's  reducer  and  spoil 
the  bromide  print. 

The  bromide  must  not  be  toned,  but  may  with  advantage 
be  hardened  in  alum  or  formalin,  and  should  in  any  case 
be  made  on  a  good  thick  paper.  It  is  also  a  good  plan  to 
cut  the  corners  off  in  order  to  reduce  the  risk  of  taring. 

Having  obtained  a  satisfactory  print,  a  piece  of  "pig- 
ment plaster"  (which  is  the  Ozotype  Co.'s  name  for 
the  specially  prepared  carbon  tissue)  is  taken  and  immersed 
in  the  sensitising-solution.  This  preparation  is  a  pro- 
prietary compound  containing  potassium  bichromate, 
potassium  ferricyanide,  alum,  and  citric  acid,  and  must  be 
mixed  with  about  four  times  its  own  volume  of  water 
before  using.  When  in  the  solution  the  gelatin  side  of  the 
tissue  should  be  swabbed  all  over  with  a  piece  of  cotton- 
wool in  order  to  remove  any  bubbles  and  to  insure  an  even 
action  of  the  sensitiser.  Two  or  three  minutes'  immersion 
is  ample.  The  bromide  print  is  soaked  in  water,  and  when 
quite  flaccid,  the  impregnated  tissue  is  removed  from  the 
solution,  and  the  two  brought  quickly  into  contact,  film 
to  film.  When  once  in  contact  the  prints  must  not  be 
moved  as  the  printing  action  commences  at  once.  The 
two  prints  are  taken  out  of  the  dish  and  laid  carefully  on  a 
piece  of  glass,  with  the  tissue  uppermost,  the  superfluous 
solution  is  removed  with  a  squeegee,  and  the  prints  put 
immediately  under  slight  but  even  pressure,  and  left  for 
twenty-five  to  thirty  minutes.  The  prints  must  not  be 
allowed  to  get  dry,  or  the  action  stops  ;  nor  must  the  tem- 
perature be  allowed  to  rise,  or  the  gelatin  will  "  run."  At 
fehe  expiration  of  the  half-hour  the  prints  are  removed  and 


placed  in  a  dish  of  water  at  about  100u  F.  In  a  minute  or 
so  the  gelatin  begins  to  ooze  out  at  the  edges,  and  the 
paper  back  of  the  pigment  plaster  becomes  loose  and 
may  be  stripped  off  from  one  corner,  taking  care  that  the 
whole  thing  is  under  water  all  the  time.  This  leaves  the 
bromide  print  (which  during  the  process  has  become 
partially  bleached)  with  the  carbon  image  superimposed 
on  the  original  silver  image.  Development  is  carried  out 
in  the  usual  carbon-process  manner  by  laving  with  hot 
water,  and  when  sufficiently  developed  the  print  is  placed 
in  a  dish  of  cold  water,  rinsed,  and  dried.  This  process 
is  called  the  "  non-transfer  "  method,  and,  as  will  be  seen, 
each  ozobrome  print  uses  up  a  bromide  print.  This 
underlying  print  may  be  used  to  modify  the  ozobrome 
print  as  follows.  If  the  ozobrome  leaves  nothing  to  be 
desired,  apply  Farmer's  reducer,  which  entirely  removes 
the  bromide  print  and  leaves  an  image  of  pure  pigment. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  result  lacks  strength,  redevelop 
the  bromide  print  with  any  ordinary  developer,  or  tone 
with  the  sulphide  toning-bath. 

There  is  a  second  method  which  produces  a  carbon  print 
without  the  underlying  bromide.  This  is  called  the 
"transfer-process"  and  is  worked  as  follows.  When  the 
bromide  print  and  the  "  pigment  plaster  "  have  been  under 
pressure  for  half  an  hour,  as  described  previously,  they 
are  removed,  but  instead  of  being  immersed  straight  away 
in  hot  water,  they  are  placed  in  a  dish  of  cold  water,  and 
the  "  pigment  plaster  "  pulled  off  carefully  after  a  minute's 
immersion.  The  bromide  print  is  left  in  the  dish,  and  the 
"pigment  plaster"  is  immediately  brought  into  contact 
with  a  piece  of  ordinary  single  transfer  (carbon)  tissue, 
film  to  film,  and  squeeged  into  contact.  The  two  tissues 
are  placed  under  slight,  even  pressure,  between  pieces  of 
blotting-paper,  for  about  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes,  when 
they  are  removed  to  a  dish  of  water  at  100°  F.,  the  pigment 
plaster  peeled  off,  and  development  carried  out  on  the  single- 
transfer  tissue  by  the  same  method  as  it  would  be  by 
the  "  non-transfer  "  process.  This  second  process  leaves  the 
bromide  print  in  a  bleached  condition,  but  otherwise  intact. 
It  is  now  washed  in  running  water  for  about  twenty 
minutes,  redeveloped  by  any  ordinary  non-staining  nega- 
tive-developer, such  as  metol-quinol,  and  washed  again, 
when  it  may  be  used  to  make  another  ozobrome  print. 
The  same  bromide  print  may  thus  be  used  over  and  over 
again — in  fact,  it  will  work  as  long  as  it  will  hold 
together. 

Ozobrome  prints  show  great  detail,  the  final  print  often 
exhibiting  more  detail  than  the  original  bromide,  even 
when  the  "non-transfer"  method  is  used.  For  very  fine 
detail,  however,  a  print  should  be  made  on  glossy  bromide 
paper.  The  "sensitising"  solution  may  be  used 
repeatedly,  but  it  should  be  occasionally  filtered  in  order 
to  remove  any  sediment  or  suspended  matter.  Clean 
water  should  always  be  used.  Sometimes  the  prints 
made  by  the  "non-transfer"  method  appear  to  lack 
contrast.  This  is  apparently  due  to  the  sensitising-bath 
being  too  acid — a  few  drops  of  a  10-per  cent,  solution  of 
ammonia  880°  gets  over  the  difficulty. 

It  should  also  be  noticed  that  no  safe  edge  is  necessary 
with  the  ozobrome  process  :  it  is  only  necessary  to  cut 
each  piece  of  tissue  slightly  larger  than  the  print  it  has 
to  come  into  contact  with.  The  image  is  not  reversed. 
The  process  has  many  advantages  over  any  ordinary 
printing-process,  quite  apart  from  any  artistic  qualities, 
not  the  least  being  the  inexpensiveness  of  the  resulting 
prints.  Chemists  who  do  enlarging  in  carbon  for  their 
customers  will  find  the  process  work  out  at  about  one-third 
the  usual  cost  of  such  work,  as  obviously  an  enlarged 
negative  is  not  necessary.  Furthermore  the  whole  process 
may  be  carried  out  after  shop-hours,  as  the  printing  is  done 
by  chemical  means,  and  not  by  the  action  of  light. 


Mr.  F.  A.  Pond,  whose  writings  on  the  dangers  of  red 
rubber  have  been  referred  to  in  the  C.  &  D.,  has  found  that 
lead  is  used  in  the  rubber  plugs  of  feeding-bottles.  The  lead- 
poisoning  from  which  some  infants  under  his  care  were  suffer- 
ing Mr.  Pond  refers  to  the  lead  in  the  rubber  plugs.  The 
"Lancet"  has  analysed  one  of  the  plugs,  and  found  5.77  per 
cent,  of  lead  and  1.16  per  cent,  of  copper  present.  "The 
casual  ways  of  some  manufacturers  are  simply  monstrous,"  is 
our  medical  contemporary's  criticism.

BUSINESS  has  only  been  partially  resumed  this  week, 
as  the  affairs  incidental  to  stocktaking  and  the  commence- 
ment of  another  year  have  claimed  most  attention.  The 
feeling,  however,  is  one  of  confidence  in  the  future,  and 
with  the  full  resumption  of  business  the  prospects  are  for 
a  continuance  of  good  mid-winter  and  spring  trade, 
especially  if  an  easier  money  market  prevails.  Meanwhile 
several  important  changes  have  taken  place  in  drugs 
and  chemicals  since  our  last  report,  the  most  important 
being  a  further  advance  of  3d.  in  morphine  and  one  of  5d. 
in  codeine,  the  enhanced  rates  following  on  those  of  opium. 
Santonin  has  advanced  a  further  2s.  3d.,  and  after  a  long 
period  of  depression  phenacetin  has  taken  an  upward  turn 
to  the  extent  of  3d.  Ferri  quin.  cit.  is  slightly  firmer. 
Bromides  are  unaltered.  Among  the  heavy  chemicals  and 
metals,  ammonia  sulphate  is  weak  and  iron  sulphate  is  a 
shade  easier.  Quicksilver  "seconds"  and  antimony  aro 
lower.  German  saltpetre  is  dearer,  and  carbolic  acid  is  on 
the  upward  trend.  Naturally,  few  movements  have 
occurred  in  drugs.  Tonquin  musk  is  excessively  scarce  ; 
balsam  Peru  has  advanced  a  further  6d.,  and  Maranham 
copaiba  is  firmer.  Cardamom-seed  is  scarce  and  wanted. 
Menthol  is  steady.  The  price-alterations  of  the  week  are 
as  under  :

Continental  Markets. 


Balsam  Peru. — Prices  in  Germany  have  now  advanced  to 
12^m.  per  kilo.  Under  present  conditions  a  further  rise  will 
be  inevitable,  as  all  attempts  to  procure  goods  from  America 
have  been  unsuccessful. 

Bismuth  Subnitrate. — Since  the  fall  in  price  in  November, 
the  market  has  been  very  unsettled.  Manufacturers  are  not 
unanimous  as  to  price,  but  this  signifies  little,  as  second- 
hands  can  sell  below  makers'  prices.  There  is  keen  com- 
petition, in  which  other  countries  are  also  taking  part.  It  is 
as  yet  impossible  to  determine  the  ultimate  result. 

Cantharides. — A  consignment  of  40  cases  Chinese  is  due  on 
the  French  market. 

Citric  Acid. — The  market  in  Germany  shows  a  renewed 
upward  tendency  for  1907  delivery,  as  much  as  325m.  per 
100  kilos,  being  asked  for  crystals  free  from  lead.  This  may 
be  attributed  to  the  higher  quotations  for  raw  material  from 
Sicily. 

Chloroform. — The  market  is  very  firm  for  chemically  pure  ; 
manufacturers  arc  at  present  obliged,  in  view  of  the  firmness 
of  raw  material,  to  keep  prices  at  between  195m.  and  200m. 
per  100  kilos.  The  slightest  movement  in  the  market  may 
induce  an  advance. 

Heliotropin  is  somewhat  firmer,  as  cloves  are  scarce  and 
higher.  Makers'  quotations  for  quantities  are  from  10m.  to 
11m.  per  kilo. 

Lead  Salts. — Raw  material  is  firmer,  and  an  advance  of 
from  0.50m.  to  0.75m.  per  100  kilos,  is  to  be  noted  in  prepara- 
tions. A  larger  consumption  is  expected  this  year,  as 
no  restriction  is  placed  on  the  use  of  lead  compounds  in 
France. 

Theobromine. — An  advance  of  5f.  is  reported. 

German  Drugs  and  Chemicals  in  1906. 

German  trade  in  chemicals  and  pharmaceutical  goods  in 
1906  proves,  says  a  trade-circular,  to  have  been  more  im- 
portant than  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Business  has  been 
very  large,  and  the  quantities  produced  of  heavy  and  im- 
portant chemicals  considerably  increased  in  volume  and  prices 
generally  appreciated.  The  great  increase  in  production 
failed  to  satisfy  the  demand.  The  satisfactory  conditions  that 
have  contributed  to  this  pleasing  situation  include  a  good 
harvest,  the  activity  in  many  other  branches  of  industry 
which  require  large  quantities  of  raw  and  semi-raw  materials, 
and,  not  least,  the  improved  conditions  of  the  population. 
The  depressing  effect  anticipated  from  the  introduction  of 
the  new  German  tariff  rates  is  not  yet  felt.  The  rise  in  the 
price  of  silver  brought  about  an  increase  in  the  price  of 
Eastern  Asiatic  products.  Citric  acid,  opium,  morphine, 
American  drugs,  metals  and  their  salts,  particularly  platinum, 
etc.,  and  various  vegetable  products,  all  of  which  aro  largely 
imported  into  Germany,  underwent  considerable  changes  in 
price. 

Shellac. 

Messrs.  Reynolds  &  Sellers,  in  their  report  on  shellac^ 
during  1906,  state  that  the  year  has  been  one  of  very  little 
excitement,  with  an  absence  of  violent  fluctuations.  The  tone 
in  "futures"  has  been  a  cautious  one,  the  experiences  of  tho 
last  "flutter"  not  having  been  forgotten.  The  London  stock 
is  reduced  by  about  8,000,  but  tho  season's  shipments  from 
Calcutta  total  4.300  cases  more  than  last  year.  The  U.S. 
secured  almost  double  the  quantity  as  compared  with  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  home  trade  bought  for  actual  require- 
ments only,  in  the  hope  that  prices  would  eventually  be 
cheaper,  but  in  this  they  were  mistaken.  Fine  and  fine  second 
orange  have  ruled  very  firm  throughout,  owing  to  scarcity  : 
opening  at  205s.,  sales  were  made  in  May  at  220s.,  July  240s.. 
November  245.?.,  now  250s.  to  260s.  Second  orange  TN  opened 
with  a  good  demand,  and  prices  quickly  advanced  to  199s., 
when  it  became  known  that  a  few  hundred  cases  were  wanted 
for  January  delivery,  combined  with  the  fact  that  4.250  cases 
were  destroyed  by  fire  at  Ralli  Bros.'  warehouse  in  Calcutta ; 
prices  fell  to  190s.  during  March-April,  but  in  June  200s.  was 
paid,  since  when  the  price  has  gradually  moved  upwards  with 
slight  fluctuations,  closing  firm  at  214s.  to  215s.  The  ship- 
ments from  Calcutta  to  all  parts  for  the  season  were 
159,857  cases,  against  155,510  and  151,923  cases  during  the 
previous  two  years,  but  the  U.S.  have  absorbed  81,019  cases, 
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the  United  Kingdom  only  receiving  43,564  cases,  the  smallest 
for  many  years  past.  Samples  of  a  Continental  manufacture 
of  so-called  "  Garnet "  have  been  submitted,  but  consumers 
view  it  with  disfavour.  Good  strong  qualities  of  Button  have 
been  scarce  and  much  wanted.  Most  parcels  have  arrived  in 
a  blocky  condition. 


Aoid,  Carbolic,  is  tending  upwards,  as  the  liquid  is  now 
finding  a  new  outlet  in  large  quantities. 

Aniseed. — Russian  is  unchanged  at  25s.  to  26s.  per  cwt. 
on  the  spot.    Spanish  is  offering  at  32s.  for  fair  quality. 

Antimony. — The  price  of  crocus  has  been  advanced  to 
86s.,  and  powder  88.5.  6c?.  per  cwt.  Crude  Chinese  is  lower 
at  68?.  per  ton  on  the  spot,  and  the  range  of  quotations  for 
the  regulus  is  also  lower  at  from  1071.  to  112?.  per  ton. 
Ore  is  unchanged  at  from  32?.  to  33?. 

Balsam  Copaiba. — Genuine  filtered  Maranham  has  been 
sold  at  2s.  per  lb. — an  advance  of  l^c?.  on  our  last  quoted 
price. 

Balsam  Peru  is  now  very  scarce,  both  here  and  on  the 
Continent,  business  having  been  done  at  from  5s.  6d.  to  6s. 
per  lb.,  spot. 

Belladonna-root. — The  market  is  quite  bare,  but  several 
shipments  are  expected  shortly. 

Bromides. — Prices  are  unchanged,  but  at  present  low 
and  unprofitable  prices  sellers  are  not  eager  for  business.

Canary-seed  is  steady  at  36s.  per  quarter  for  Turkish  on 
the  spot.  The  quotation  for  shipment  is  35s.,  c.i.f.  terms. 
River  Plate  is  offering  at  32s.  6d.,  c.i.f.,  for  screened,  and 
29s.

Opium  is  very  firm,  but  in  view  of  the  holiday  markets 
business  has  only  been  on  a  small  scale,  the  demand  being 
chiefly  for  "soft  shipping,"  good  Tokats  of  which  are 
Quoted  12s.  6c?.  to  13s.  per  lb.  Good  Smyrna  druggists  is 
worth  10s.  6c?.  Persian  is  dull  and  unchanged  at  lis.  6d. 
per  lb. 

Smyrna,  December  21.— The  sales  this  week  amount  to 
30  cases,  as  follows:  SixteenYerli  t.q.,  four  cases  extra  Kara- 
hissar  t.q.,  and  ten  cases  Karahissar  t.q.,  all  for  America. 
Market  continues  to  be  firmly  maintained,  and  although  we 
do  not  expect  much  business  will  be  done  during  the  holidays, 
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yet  it  is  expected  that  higher  prices  will  prevail  during 
January. 

Smyrna,  December  22. — There  is  still  a  good  inquiry,  but 
business  is  difficult  to  effect.  The  sales  amount  to  35  cases, 
as  follows :  Four  cases  selected  Karahissar  t.q.  at  the  equiva- 
lent of  10s.  3d.;  six  Karahissar  t.q.,  at  9s.  10d.,  four  cases 
at  9s.  8d. ;  16  cases  Yerli  t.q.  at  10s.  bd.,  and  five  cases  rejec- 
tions at  8s.  9cL  per  lb.,  c.i.f.  terms.  Market  closes  very  firm. 
The  arrivals  in  Smyrna  amount  to  3,047  cases,  against 
1,385  cases  at  the  same  time  last  year. 

According  to  a  recent  decision  of  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeal, 
powdered  opium  is  dutiable  at  ic.  per  lb.  and  10  per  cent. 
ad  valorem,  as  a  manufactured  drug,  while  the  duty  on  the 
gum  is  $1.00  per  lb.  It  is  claimed  that  if  the  decision  is  final, 
it  will  result  in  practically  all  powdered  opium  consumed  in 
America  being  imported. 

Phenacetin. — The  possibility  of  an  advance  which  we  al- 
luded to  in  our  issue  of  December  8  (p.  874)  has  now 
crystallised,  the  makers  having  raised  their  prices  by  3d. 
per  lb.,  quoting  from  2s.  6d.  down  to  2s.  4d.  for  B.P., 
according  to  quantity.  The  demand  of  late  has  been  un- 
usually brisk,  especially  for  export ;  and  this,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  fact  that  there  is  a  scarcity  of  raw  material, 
justifies  the  higher  prices  now  quoted.  It  is  said  manufac- 
turers are  extremely  busy  in  Germany. 

Podofhyllin. — Some  makers  are  offering  the  resin  on 
rather  easier  terms — viz.,  12s.  per  lb.  for  B.P.  and  lis.  3d. 
for  yellow. 

Quicksilver. — The  importers'  price  is  unaltered  at  11. 
per  bottle,  but  in  second-hands  there  are  sellers  at  61.  16s. 
to  61.  16s.  6d. 

Quinine. — No  interest  has  yet  been  displayed  in  this 
market,  operators  preferring  to  wait  the  results  of  the  full 
year's  shipments  of  bark  from  Java  which  were  not  known 
until  to-day.  In  the  absence  of  business  prices  are  nominally 
unaltered  at  8^d.  per  oz.  for  best  German  sulphate  in  bulk 
from  second-hands. 

The  landings  during  December  were  161,504  oz.  and  the  de- 
liveries 15,488  oz.,  making  the  London  stock  on  December  31 
3,305,440  oz.,  against  2,806,864  oz.  in  1905. 

Saltpetre. — German  has  been  advanced  from  4^d.  to  6d. 
per  cwt.,  barrels  offering  at  23s.  3d.,  and  kegs  at  23s.  9d. 

Santonin. — The  makers  announce  an  advance  of  2s.  3d. 
per  lb.,  which  brings  the  quotation  for  pure  crystals  in 
bottom  quantities  of  2-cwt.  lots  to  35s.  per  lb.  net,  up  to 
38s.  id.  being  quoted  for  less  than  28  lb. 

Senna. — A  small  business  is  being  done  in  Tinnevelly  leaf 
from  second-hands.  Arrivals  are  taking  place  slowly,  in- 
cluding 241  bales  and  194  bales  (the  latter  in  transit). 

Shellac  is  firm  in  sympathy  with  an  advance  of  2  rupees 
in  the  Calcutta  price,  and  a  fair  spot  business  has  been  done 
at  full  prices,  including  TN  orange,  on  a  basis  of  213s.  to 
214s.  for  fair.  Good  to  fine  marks  are  in  small  supply  and 
firmly  held  at  from  230s.  to  250s.  per  cwt.,  according  to 
quality.    Futures  are  firm,  March  having  sold  up  to  210s. 

Squill  is  quoted  from  5d.  to  8d.  per  lb.,  according  to 
quality.    Stocks  are  mostly  in  the  hands  of  one  holder. 

Strychnine. — Although  the  German  makers  have 
advanced  their  price  by  2^d.  per  oz.,  British  makers  state 
that  their  published  prices  remain  unchanged  on  the  basis 
of  Is.  9c?.  per  oz.  in  bulk,  but  the  keen  competition  on  the 
part  of  the  American  makers  prevents  the  list  prices  being 
adhered  to  in  all  cases.

Canadian  Peppermint  Oil. 

The  new  Canadian  tariff  has  practically  given  the  firm  of 
H  iram  Walker  &  Sons  a  monopoly  in  the  culture  of  pepper- 
mint for  Canada.  They  went  into  this  business  two  years 
ago,  and  found  a  ready  market  for  their  output,  but  the 
Michigan  firms  cut  prices  and  made  the  business  unprofitable, 
as  there  was  no  duty  to  protect  the  industry,  and  they  had  to 
meet  the  competition.  The  new  tariff  places  an  import-duty 
of  17^  per  cent,  on  peppermint  oil,  and  this  gives  the  local 
firm  control  of  the  market.  In  1907  the  firm  claim  that 
enough  will  be  grown  to  supply  the  entire  Canadian  demand. 

Nepal  Cardamoms. 

There  is  a  very  keen  demand  this  year  for  cardamoms  in 
the  Darjeeling  district.    The  price  has  risen  from  Rs.  30  per 


maund  last  year  to  Rs.  39  per  maund  (82|  lb.)  for  the  present 
season's  crop.  The  spice  is  known  as  the  Nepal  or  Bengal, 
greater  or  winged  cardamom,  to  distinguish  it  from  the 
Malabar,  or  lesser  cardamom,  the  product  of  Elettaria  Carda- 
momum.  The  home  of  the  Amomum  subulatum,  which  affords 
the  Nepal  drug,  is  on  the  lower  slopes  of  the  Eastern  Hima- 
layas from  Kumaon  and  Garhwal  to  Sikkim  and  Bhutan. 
The  plant  is  cultivated  in  sheltered  valleys  at  elevations  from 
3,000  to  5,000  ft.,  where  there  is  no  frost,  and  where  there  is 
suitable  irrigation.  Little  or  no  cultivation  is  required ;  some- 
times the  soil  is  trenched  in  the  cold  weather  and  replaced 
when  it  has  been  washed  away  from  the  roots  by  the  stream. 
There  is  a  peculiar  custom  in  Nepal  to  plant  on  the  borders 
of  the  gardens  a  shrub  called  gat,  closely  resembling  tho 
cardamom  in  leaf,  flower,  and  arrangement  of  fruit,  with 
the  object  of  deceiving  thieves  at  night.  Tho  fruit  is 
collected  for  the  market  in  September  and  October.  Tho 
fruits  are  ovoid,  about  1  in.  long,  three-valved,  with  three 
ragged  membranous  wings  extending  from  the  upper  part  of 
the  capsule  and  disappearing  near  the  apex.  The  seeds  are 
arranged  as  in  the  true  cardamom,  but  are  more  numerous, 
and  are  held  together  in  each  cell  by  a  thick  saccharine  pulp. 
The  taste  is  aromatic  and  camphoraceous,  and  is  supposed 
to  be  more  delicate  than  the  Malabar  drug.  In  the  Darjeel- 
ing district  the  cardamoms,  or  Bari-Uachi,  as  they  are  called 
by  the  villagers,  are  collected  by  the  Kayas  and  brought 
into  Darjeeling  bazaar.  Here  they  are  dried,  sorted,  picked, 
and  put  into  bags,  which  are  carefully  sealed  and  sent  down 
to  Calcutta.  In  October  they  are  a  feature  of  the  Kalim- 
pong  bazaar,  where  they  are  brought  from  villages  in  Sikkim 
and  Bhutan.  These  cardamoms  are  rarely  exported,  but 
are  sold  widely  in  Northern  India,  and  in  Bombay  they 
realise  Bs.  12  per  maund  of  37j  lb.  This  is  less  than  tho  price 
they  sell  for  in  Katmandu,  the  chief  town  of  Nepal,  which 
is  only  R.  1  for  2  lb.  The  most  important  use  of  ilachi 
is  as  a  condiment  and  flavouring-agent.  The  seeds  are 
used  in  curries  and  very  largely  employed  in  the  manu- 
facture of  native  sweetmeats.  The  powder  is  combined  with 
cutch  as  a  masticatory,  and  the  seeds,  as  in  England,  are 
added  to  flavour  stimulating  and  bitter  medicines. 

Ivory  Coast  Palm  Oil  and  Kola. 

The  quarterly  journal  of  the  Liverpool  Institute  of  Com- 
mercial Research  in  the  Tropics  for  September  contains  an 
interesting  article  on  the  agricultural  products  of  the  Ivory 
Coast  by  E.  Castaing,  Acting  Secretary-General,  from  which 
we  learn  the  oil-palm  is  widely  distributed  throughout  the 
coast,  and  although  the  natives  are  said  to  destroy  a  consider- 
able number  of  the  trees  every  day  in  gathering  their  palm- 
wine,  yet  the  profusion  and  fecundity  of  the  tree  are  so  great 
that  the  wealth  of  the  forest  in  oil-palms  will  never  be  ex- 
hausted. The  forests  are  so  densely  set  with  oil-bearing  palms 
that  it  is  estimated  only  one-third  of  them  are  made  use  of. 
Further,  the  area  on  which  the  oil-palm  is  exploited  is  limited 
at  the  present  time  to  the  immediate  seaboard,  the  edge  of 
the  lagoons,  and  the  river  banks.  The  oil-palm  gives  two 
harvests  a  year,  but  the  principal  crop  is  during  the  first 
months  of  the  year.  Owing  to  the  crude  methods  employed, 
the  natives  only  obtain  about  7  per  cent,  of  oil  from  the  pulp, 
although  it  actually  contains  about  22  per  cent,  of  oil  by 
weight.  The  Berlin  firm,  Fr.  Haake,  has  devised  a  machine 
which  enables  the  native  to  extract  15  per  cent,  to  18  per  cent, 
of  oil  from  the  fruits.  This  machine  is  largely  used  in  Togo- 
land  and  tho  Cameroons.  The  kola-tree  is  distributed 
throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  colony,  and  grows  wild  in 
the  forest,  attaining  from  30  to  60  ft.  in  height,  and  comes  into 
bearing  about  the  end  of  the  fifth  year.  It  gives  two  crops  a 
year,  in  March-April  and  October-November,  thousrh  somo 
specimens  carry  fruit  the  whole  year  round.  The  yield  varies 
with  tho  season — one  tree  will  yield  as  many  as  1,500  to 
1,800  nuts,  representing  3,000  to  4,000  a  year.  The  methods  of 
preserving  kola  differ  with  the  localities;  for  keeping  locally 
in  the  Anno  district  and  in  the  part  contiguous  to  Ashanti. 
the  natives  wash  the  nuts  and  place  them  in  heaps  in  the- 
shade.  These  heaps  are  then  covered  over  and  thatched  with 
banana-leaves.  For  export,  kolas  are  preserved  in  large 
baskets  furnished  with  several  thicknesses  of  green  leaves,  sa 
arranged  that  all  the  nuts  are  completely  wrapped  up.  Every 
now  and  again  the  package  is  watered,  and  in  this  fashion 
can  be  kept  for  a  couple  of  months.  The  red  kolas  of  Ashanti 
travel  right  up  to  Timbuctoo,  but  white  kolas,  which  do  rot 
keep  so  well,  go  as  far  as  Sakhala.  The  kola  is  easy  to  culti- 
vate systematically,  and  the  natives  are  slowly  beginning  to 
realise  that  this  fruit,  which  only  recently  they  looked  upon 
as  of  no  special  value,  may  become  a  source  of  income  to  them  ; 
but  tho  great  difficulty  in  its  plantation  is  the  time  it  takes 
for  a  tree  to  come  into  bearing — from  five  to  seven  years.  So 
far-seeing  a  provision  is  almost  too  much  to  expect  from  the 
natives,  as  they- think  of  nothing  but  the  profit  of  the  moment. 
The  total  production  of  the  Ivory  Coast  can  be  reckoned  at 
about  30  tons,  of  which  seven-tenths  are  consumed  in  tho 
colony  and  three-tenths  exported  to  the  Sudan.

,     ,  EOUMANIA. 

An  Austro-Hungarian  Consular  report  from  Galatz  on  the 
trade  of  Roumania  for  1904  states  that  France  still  retains 
the  first  place  as  a  supplier  of  perfumery.  The  total  imports 
amounted  to  6,704  kilos.,  of  which  3,672  kilos,  came  from 
France,  2,311  kilos,  from  Germany,  425  kilos,  from  Eng- 
land, and  224  kilos,  form  Austro-Hungary.  The  imports  of 
chemicals  from  Austro-Hungary  steadily  increased,  the  chief 
item  being  chlorate  of  potassium,  the  total  import  of  which 
amounted  to  1,426  quintals;  Austro-Hungary  supplied  916 
quintals,  England  483  quintals,  and  Germany  25  quintals. 
In  sulphate  of  copper  the  import  from  Great  Britain 
amounted  to  7,188  quintals,  from  Germany  263  quintals, 
from  Holland  129  quintals,  from  Belgium  86  quintals,  and 
from  France  51  quintals.  The  demand  for  caustic  soda, 
bicarbonate  of  soda,  and  silicate  of  soda  is  chiefly  covered 
by  England  and  Belgium.  Borax  is  imported  from  Germany. 

Brazil  and  Monazite. 

The  Austrian  Consul  for  Curityba,  in  a  recent  report, 
states  that  the  importation  of  chemical  and  pharmaceutical 
products,  perfumeries,  and  dyestuffs  is  greatly  increasing. 
In  the  first  two  articles  the  imports  in  1905  amounted  to 
92,635  milreis  (1  =  2s.  3c?.),  as  against  25,269  milreis  in  the 
previous  year;  the  perfumery  and  clyestuff  imports 
amounted  to  117,991  milreis,  compared  with  25,795  milreis 
in  1904.  Germany  takes  the  greatest  share  of  the  trade  in 
these  goods.  Perfumeries  and  dyestuffs  come  also  from  the 
United  States,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  from  France,  Italy, 
and  Great  Britain.  Chemical  and  pharmaceutical  products 
are  imported  from  Great  Britain,  and  patent  medicines  from 
Germany,  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Italy. 

The  Austrian  Consul  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  states  that  Mr. 
John  Gordon,  of  E.  Johnston,  Son  &  Co.,  of  London  and 
Rio,  was  the  first  to  export  monazite  from  Brazil.  He 
chose  the  coast  of  Central  Brazil  as  the  scene  of  his  opera- 
tions, as  it  is  richer  in  metal  and.  more  easily  exploited 
than  the  interior.  The  monazite  sand  was  first  exported 
to  Hamburg  as  ships'  ballast,  and  a  ton  (containing  about 
5  per  cent,  of  thorium  oxide)  realised  251.  In  1902  the 
German  Thorium  Convention  was  formed,  and  Mr.  Gordon 
agreed  to  deliver  monazite  to  four  German  firms  at  the 
fixed  price  of  30Z.  per  ton,  with  a  share  in  the  profits  of 
thorium-manufacture.  As  a  result  of  this  there  was  a 
rise  in  the  price  of  thorium  nitrate.  In  1903,  the  attention 
of  the  Brazilian  Government  having  been  directed  to  this 
new  industry,  it  was  declared  that  the  strip  of  coast  which 
was  being  "worked  belonged  to  the  State,  and  the  right  of 
working  it  was  offered  to  the  highest  bidders — viz.,  a 
Hamburg  firm  (A.  C.  de  Freytas),  who  undertook  to  give 
up  a  share  of  50  per  cent,  of  the  profits  to  the  Government 
and  to  export  at  least  1,200  tons  of  monazite  yearly.  A 
new  arrangement  was  then  made  between  Mr.  Gordon  and 
the  four  firms  of  the  German  Thorium  Convention,  by  which 
it  was  agreed  that  the  entire  supply  of  monazite  for  Europe 
— and  to  some  extent  for  the  United  States — should  be  sent 
by  Gordon  and  de  Freytas  (each  supplying  half)  to  these 
four  German  firms,  who,  in  return,  guaranteed  a  share  in 
the  profits  of  the  thorium-production.  Mr.  Gordon  also 
made  a  special  contract  for  the  delivery  of  1,000  tons  of 
monazite  yearly  to  the  Welsbach  Co.  in  Vienna,  who  use 
thorium  in  the  preparation  of  their  incandescent  mantles. 
At  the  beginning  of  1905  the  monazite  supplied  by  Gordon 
and  de  Freytas  amounted  to  9,000  tons,  and  in  addition  to 
this  3,500  tons  was  shipped  from  Bahia  and  Espirito  Santo 
during  the  first  quarter  of  1905.  Other  companies  now 
began  to  exploit  monazite.  The  American  Welsbach  Co., 
in  combination  with  two  other  American  companies,  a 
German,  and  recently  an  English  company  (the  Metropolitan 
Gas  Co.,  of  London),  undertook  the  exploitation  of 
monazite  in  North  Carolina.  Subsequently  two  other  com- 
panies were  formed  with  French  capital  to  work  the  interior 
of  Brazil,  and  the  anticipated  supply  from  this  source  is 
estimated  at  500  to  600  tons  yearly.  Another  enterprise 
has  been  started  in  Parahyba,  near  Sapucaia  (Rio),  by  Mr. 
C.  Rau,  and  the  output  amounts  to  about  500  tons  yearly. 
In  the'  State  of  Minas  Geraes,  in  Rio  Preto,  and  in  Rio 
Mucury,  several  monazite-veins  have  been  discovered,  the 


monazite  obtained  from  the  last-mentioned  rivers  being 
said  to  contain  a  particularly  large  amount  of  thorium.-  In 
view  of  these  facts,  the  stability  of  the  Thorium  Conven- 
tion seems  somewhat  endangered,  and  it  is  generally 
believed  that  the  .  existing  arrangement  will  not  be  con- 
tinued after  the  end  of  1907.  To  all  appearances,  there- 
fore, there  should  be  a  great  reduction  in  the  price  of 
monazite,  and  consequently  in  that  of  thorium.  [A  .con- 
siderable reduction  took  place  early  in  1906. — Editor.]  In 
accordance  with  a  Decree  issued  by  the  President  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  on  September  22,  1905,  a  duty  of  75  milreis  per  ton 
was  imposed  on  all  monazite  exported.  The  official  valua- 
tion of  monazite  being  325  milreis  a  ton,  the  duty  amounts 
to  about  23  per  cent.

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Zhe  Xeblanc  process. 


TO  a  recent  issue  of  the  "  Chemiker  Zeitung  "  Mr.  Her- 
mann Schelenz  communicates  an  article  entitled  "  Dize, 
'der  Erfinder  des  Leblanc  Prozesses,"  which  claims  that  the 
.process  for  the  manufacture  of  sodium  carbonate,  well  known 
-as  that  of  Leblanc,  was  really  discovered  by  Michel-Jean- 
Jerome  Dize.  The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  author's 
statements  : 

When,  in  1783,  the  French  Academy  of  Sciences  offered  a 
prize  of  24,000  lire  to  the  discoverer  of  the  simplest  and  mo3t 
{practical  means  of  producing  pure  mineral  alkali  from 
-common  salt,  Leblanc,  attracted  by  the  golden  bait,  began  to 
make  researches.  He  was  a  surgeon,  and  had  only  dabbled 
in  chemistry  when  he  entered  Darcet's  laboratory  in  Paris, 
of  which  Dize  was  the  director.  Kohut's  assertion  that 
Leblanc  was  a  fellow-student  of  Lavoisier,  Berthollet,  Vauque- 
Slin,  and  others  who  afterwards  won  for  themselves  a  Euro- 
pean reputation,  is  totally  unfounded. 

Leblanc  knew  something  of  the  possibility  of  resolving 
■common  salt  by  means  of  sulphuric  acid,  and  of  the  further 
resolving  by  means  of  charcoal  into  a  product  which  he  took 
for  the  desired  carbonate.  He  was  physician  to  the  Household 
of  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  whose  interest  in  art  and  science  was 
well  known,  and  to  him  he  applied  for  the  necessary  means  to 
continue  his  researches.  This  was  promised  if  Darcet  should 
corroborate  Leblanc's  report,  and  the  investigation  was  en- 
trusted to  Dize,  under  whom  Leblanc  worked  for  weeks,  but 
"without  any  very  successful  result.  In  consequence  of 
Darcet's  report,  the  Duke  of  Orleans  agreed  to  defray  the 
-cost  of  further  researches,  which  were  to  be  undertaken  with 
the  assistance  of  Dize,  who  was  an  expert  chemist.  For 
months  their  efforts  were  crowned  by  no  better  success,  until 
'One  day  Dize  mixed  a  solution  of  sodium  sulphate  with  chalk 
and  charcoal  and  heated  the  mixture  until  it  melted,  when, 
after  testing  by  means  of  nitrate  of  lead,  it  was  proved  that 
ithere  was  less  sulphate  and  that  the  carbonate  of  soda  was  really 
there.  Dize  communicated  his  discovery  to  Professor  Darcet, 
who  advised  a  further  trial  with  the  same  materials,  but  with 
a  slower  process  of  melting.  Dize  and  Leblanc  set  to  work, 
and  the  long-looked-for  result  was  at  last  achieved.  Later, 
Dize  fixed  the  formula  at  100  parts  of  dry  sulphate,  100  parts 
of  calcium  carbonate,  and  50  parts  of  charcoal  dust. 

In  consequence  of  Darcet's  new  report,  the  Duke  of 
Orleans  gave  200,000f.  towards  the  establishment  of  a  factory. 
Leblanc,  who  had  neither  the  necessary  energy  nor  the 
technical  knowledge  to  enable  him  to  start  a  factory,  tried 
to  induce  Dize  to  join  him  in  this  enterprise,  and  finally  the 
(latter  consented,  quite  unaware  of  the  fact  that  Leblanc  had 
in  the  meantime  patented  the  discovery,  and  had,  moreover, 
registered  the  factory  as  "  Leblanc's  Soda-factory."  Darcet 
and  Dize  tried  at  first  to  dispute  this  dishonourable  claim, 
"but  eventually  let  it  go  unchallenged  because  of  the  legal 
difficulties  which  the  contesting  of  it  would  involve.  Dize, 
"however,  withdrew  his  co-operation,  and  Leblanc,  thrown 
fcack  on  his  own  resources,  promptly  came  to  grief.  Once 
again  Dize  was  induced  to  take  over  the  management  of 
affairs,  and  under  his  direction,  and  with  the  co-operation  of 
Leblanc  and  a  certain  Shee  (who  was  nominated  by  the  Duke 
•of  Orleans),  the  factory  was  established  and  produced  daily 
300  kilos,  of  soda,  until  the  execution  of  the  Duke  in  1793. 
This  event,  and  the  consequent  confiscation  of  the  Duke's 
property,  brought  the  enterprise  to  an  untimely  end,  and 
France — isolated  from  European  countries  by  her  political 
■disturbances— was  deprived  of  soda. 

A  Commission  was,  however,  formed  by  the  State  for  the 
purpose  of  investigating  the  matter,  and,  in  spite  of  the 
patent,  and  totally  regardless  of  the  rights  and  interests  of 
the  three  founders  of  the  manufactory,  the  discovery  was 
-made  public  in  the  name  of  "  Liberte,  Egalite,  Fraternite." 
The  consequences  of  this  beneficent  arrangement  can  be 
imagined:  Leblanc,  incapable  of  working  alone,  sank  lower 
■and  lower  through  all  the  stages  of  poverty,  until  he  died 
in  a  poorhouse  in  1806. 

Shee  turned  his  attention  to  politics,  in  which  he  distin- 
guished himself.  Dize  was  appointed  chemist  to  the  Military 
Hospital  of  St.-Denis,  passed  the  examination  of  the  College 
-de  Pharmacie  in  1795,  and  finally  was  made  chief  pharmacist 
to  the  general  medicine-stores  for  hospitals  and  Professor  of 
JNatural  History  at  the  Free  School  of  Pharmacy.  In  1818  he 
made  another  effort  for  the  restitution  of  his  rights,  but  even 
the  compensation  which  had  at  one  time  been  agreed  to  was 
now  denied  him,  and  the  fact  that  the  process  is  still  known 
t>y  the  name  of  Leblanc  shows  that  these  rights  have  not  been 
recognised  even  by  later  generations. 

We  note  that  Dize  was  the  son  of  a  pharmacist,  Michel 
Dize,  and  was  born  in  Aire  (Brittany)  on  September  29,  1764, 
and  lived  to  the  patriarchal  age  of  eighty-eight  years.

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percolation  v.  HDaceration. 

AT  a  recent  meeting  of  the  German  Pharmaceutical 
Association  in  Berlin,  Mr.  Herzog  read  a  paper  on  the 
advantages  of  preparing  tinctures  by  maceration  or  percola- 
tion, and  there  was  a  lengthy  discussion  upon  it,  all  being 
of  importance  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  German  Phar- 
macopoeia is  now  the  only  one  in  which  percolation  is  not 
a  recognised  process  for  tinctures.  Mr.  Herzog  considered 
it  to  be  the  German  apotheker's  duty  either  to  acknowledge 
the  superiority  of  percolation  over  the  present  method  of 
the  German  Pharmacopoeia,  then  adopt  it,  or  to  prove 
that  maceration  is  the  better  process.  Another  reason 
which,  he  said,  makes  a  decision  imperative  is  the  resolu- 
tion adopted  by  the  International  Conference  held  in 
Brussels  in  1902,  to  the  effect  that  tinctures  made  from 
powerful  drugs  should  be  prepared  by  percolation  in  the 
proportions  of  1  in  10.  Continuing,  Mr.  Herzog  remarked 
that  one  of  the  chief  rules  in  percolating  is  that  the  drug- 
to  be  exhausted  should  always  be  covered  by  the  menstruum, 
as  otherwise  the  air,  entering  after  the  fluid  has  run  out,  is 
(1)  supposed  to  cause  a  change  in  the  active  ingredients, 
presumably  through  oxidation,  and  (2)  renewed  percolation 
is  inexact. 

To  ascertain  the  facts  of  the  first  objection,  a  known 
quantity  of  fluid  extract  of  hydrastis  was  placed  with 
90  per  cent,  of  oxygen  in  a  closed  bottle,  and  to  hasten  the 
process  the  bottle  was  placed  in  the  sun.  An  analysis  of  the 
fluid  extract  after  four  weeks  showed  the  presence  in  the 
bottle  of  2.2  per  cent,  of  carbonic  acid,  and  the  amount  of 
hydrastinine  had  diminished  by  a  third — viz.,  from  1.68  to 
1.1  per  cent.  It  was,  therefore,  proved  that  through  oxida- 
tion a  not  unimportant  change  in  the  most  valuable 
ingredient  had  taken  place.  Under  the  same  conditions, 
but  excluding  the  action  of  the  sun,  a  second  experiment 
was  made.  In  this  case  it  was  found  that  oxidation  had 
taken  place,  but  in  a  less  degree  than  in  the  former  case, 
only  0.83  per  cent,  of  carbonic  acid  being  found,  and  the 
loss  of  hydrastinine  was  10  per  cent. 

The  author  next  proceeded  to  investigate  the  action  of 
atmospheric  air  upon  fluid  extract  of  hydrastis,  this  being 
the  most  important  question  for  practical  use.  A  bottle 
containing  the  fluid  extract  and  air  was  placed  on  a  shaking- 
machine  for  four  days,  to  approach  as  much  as  possible  the 
actual  conditions  in  which  percolation  takes  place,  as  when 
the  menstruum  in  a  percolator  has  run  out  the  fluid  extract 
left  behind  is  finely  divided  on  the  drug,  and  therefore 
offers  a  large  surface  to  the  inrushing  air.  It  was,  how- 
ever, found  that  no  change  had  taken  place.  Further  ex- 
periments made  with  fluid  extract  of  frangula  and  tinctures 
of  cinchona  and  mix  vomica  gave  the  same  results.  Some 
tinctures  that  had  been  kept  a  year  were  analysed,  and  here, 
too,  it  was  found  that  only  an  insignificant  deterioration 
had  taken  place,  most  apparent  in  the  case  of  a  tincture  of 
cinchona  which  had  lost  10  per  cent,  of  alkaloid.  The 
results  of  his  experiments  Mr.  Herzog  gave  as  follows  : 

Solutions  of  extracts  exposed  to  the  action  of  oxygon 
undergo  a  considerable  oxidation  that  may  even  lead  to  the 
formation  of  carbonic  acid.  This  oxidising-process  is  con- 
siderably increased  by  light  and  warmth.  On  the  other 
hand,  atmospheric  air  does  not  act  upon  fluid  extracts  or 
tinctures  within  short  periods  (about  four  weeks),  and  had 
not  caused  changes  of  practical  importance  in  tincture? 
prepared  a  year  ago. 

Mr.  Herzog  described  his  experiments  with  tinctures.  Each 
one  was  prepared  in  three  different  ways — viz.,  (1)  simple 
maceration,  (2)  repeated  maceration,  and  (3)  percolation — all 
under  the  same  conditions.  The  results  obtained  by  repeated 
maceration  were  so  unsatisfactory  that  this  method  was 
dropped.  The  experiments  were  made  with  drugs  that 
permitted  an  exact  chemical  determination  of  their  strength 
— viz.,  nux  vomica,  cinchona,  gentian,  aconite,  hyoscyamus. 
%nd  stramonium,  thus  representing  root,  bark,  seeds,  and 
ieaves.  The  results  surprised  the  author  in  so  far  as  he 
found  that  on  an  average  the  tinctures  prepared  by  per- 
colation were  about  15  per  cent,  stronger  than  those  obtained 
by  maceration.  The  results  are  shown  in  the  table  printed 
in  the  next  column.

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These  results  further  prove  that  percolation  has  a  direct 
economic  advantage  over  maceration,  100  grams  of  tincture 
prepared  by  the  former  being  equal  to  115  grams  of  the 
latter.  Tinctures  prepared  by  percolation  appear  darker, 
and  although  they  deposit  more  than  those  obtained  by 
maceration,  no  diminution  of  strength  was  proved  within, 
six  months.  With  regard  to  preparation,  the  menstruum 
weighed  five  times  the  amount  of  drug  employed,  and  at 
the  finish  the  moist  residue  was  pressed. 

In  the  discussion  that  followed,  one  of  the  main  objec- 
tions raised  against  percolation  and  also  mentioned  by  Mr. 
Herzog,  was  that  it  requires  the  use  of  powdered  drugs, 
thus  making  the  apotheker  more  dependent  upon  the  whole- 
saler, as  the  analysis  of  powdered  drugs  requires  more  time 
than  the  actual  process,  or  it  demands  the  provision  of 
grinding-apparatus  in  every  pharmacy,  unless  all  tinctures 
are  to  be  purchased  from  manufacturers.  To  this  latter 
observation  Mr.  Herzog  replied  that  as  the  process  of  per- 
colation requires  only  60  drops  to  flow  in  a  minute,  it  would* 
be  impossible  for  wholesalers  to  supply  the  large  quantity 
required  in  all  German  pharmacies,  and  it  would  therefore 
be  necessary  to  prepare  these  in  the  laboratory  of  each 
pharmacy.  Mr.  Scheinert  mentioned  that  on  shaking 
normal  tinctures  with  chloroform  in  a  graduated  glass,  the 
same  zone  of  division  of  the  two  fluids  is  constant  for  each 
tincture,  and  he  suggested  that  this  test  might  be  used  with 
advantage.  On  the  whole  the  opinions  of  the  experts 
present  were  divided  as  to  the  advisability  of  abandoning 
maceration  in  favour  of  percolation.

How  I  Prepare  Acid.  Sulph.  Dil. 

Sir, — From  the  time  of  my  early  training  as  a  chemist 
and  druggist  I  followed  pharmacopceial  directions  in  making 
dilute  sulphuric  acid ;  but  these  are  decidedly  wrong,  and 
Jbave  cost  me  several  glass  vessels.  For  many  years  I  have 
made  it  thus  :  Have  your  acid  and  water  in  two  separate 
glasses,  put  a  glass  funnel  into  the  shop-round,  take  the 
water  in  the  left  hand,  the  acid  in  the  right,  pour  from  both 
into  the  funnel,  and  replace  the  shop-round.  This  is  all 
done  in  two  minutes.  The  shop-round  will  not  be  uncom- 
fortably warm  if  the  mixture  is  rapidly  carried  on.

Sir, — To  the  pharmacist  who  follows  the  scientific  aspect 
of  the  profession  the  preface  to  the  1906  "  Year-book  "  will 
no  doubt  give  discouragement.  Here  arises  the  question, 
How  far  is  the  pharmacist  a  chemist?  If  he  follows  his 
■occupation  simply  with  a  view  of  "  pill-making  and  profit," 
then  the  question  will  hardly  trouble  him.  On  the  other 
hand,  to  those  whose  interest  is  general  and  intelligent, 
the  abridgment  of  the  "  Year-book  "  and  deletion  of  much 
■chemical  matter  will  be  deplored,  and  will  only  serve  to 
widen  the  gulf  between  true  chemistry  and  pharmacy  and 
discourage  many  recent  attempts  made  to  bridge  this  over 
by  members  of  the  pharmaceutical  profession. 

As  a  practical  work  for  chemists  whose  labours  are 
directed  towards  pharmacy,  the  book  no  doubt  suffers 
much  in  value  as  a  handy  reference  and  becomes  more  of 
the  nature  of  an  index.  As  a  specific  instance,  in  1905 
the  printed  matter  relating  to  arsenic-testing  amounted  to 
eighteen  pages ;  in  1906  the  subject  is  dismissed  in  about 
sixteen  lines.  This  instance  may,  as  a  matter  of  argument, 
be  attacked  in  many  ways,  and  it  may  be  said  that  more 
matter  was  published  relating  to  arsenic  in  1905  because 
the  subject  had  then  a  higher  interest,  and  that,  as  it  was 
already  published  in  1905,  there  was  no  need  to  add  more  in 


1906.  This  argument  makes  it  practically  impossible  to 
give  direct  instances  of  researches  which  should  have  been 
treated  in  the  new  volume.  Still,  taking  all  these  arguments 
into  consideration,  the  disparity  between  eighteen  pages 
and  sixteen  lines  is  somewhat  alarming,  especially  as  it 
may  be  said  to  indicate  the  general  trend.  Among  the 
working  formulae  there  are  many  of  general  interest,  and 
they  appear  to  me,  though  not  a  skilled  pharmacist,  to  be 
more  useful  and  practical  than  those  previously  given.  To 
sum  up  briefly,  the  book  and  the  preface  indicate  an 
attempt  to  bring  profit  and  practice  to  the  front,  and  throw 
chemistry  in  the  background.  These  criticisms  take  only 
the  standard  of  the  former  "Year-books"  into  considera- 
tion, and  are  based  on  them.

The  Shrunken  "  Year-book"  and  some  Pepsin  Experiments 
Sir, — Somehow  one  feels  that  the  starveling  appearance 
of  the  present  issue  of  the  "  Year-book  of  Pharmacy  "  is  a 
reproach  to  the  craft.  Comparing  it  with  the  issue  of  1877, 
the  oldest  of  them  I  have,  it  has  only  practically  half  the 
number  of  pages.  None  of  us,  perhaps,  may  be  able  to  do 
more  than  digest  the  contents  of  the  1906  issue,  small  as  it 
is,  but  in  an  age  when  the  tendency  of  "  Transactions  "  is 
to  grow  voluminously,  a  shrunken  and  shrivelled  volume  is 
apt  to  be  taken  for  evidence  of  decay. 

A  notable  paper  by  Mr.  J.  F.  Tocher,  in  which  he  asserts 
that  the  pepsin  enzyme  is  totally  destroyed  by  ammonia, 
ought  to  have  more  comment.  After  reading  it  I  tested  one 
of  the  best-known  pepsin-and-bismuth  preparations  on  the 
market,  and  though  I  found  that,  as  Mr.  Tocher  stated,  it 
contained  an  abnormal  and  unexpected  quantity  of  am- 
monia, yet  the  proteolytic  property  was  distinctly,  though 
not  very  vigorously,  present.  I  used  more  acid  than 
Mr.  Tocher  employed. 

Some  years  ago  I  frequently  dispensed  a  mixture  for  a 
physician  who  invariably  ordered  bicarbonate  of  sodium 
with  pepsin,  and  I  had  been  irreverently  accustomed  to 
sneer  at  the  impotence  of  the  combination,  but  some  of  my 
older  colleagues  pointed  out  that  patients  invariably  were 
benefited  by  it,  and  requested  repetitions.  It  appears  that 
the  activity  of  the  pepsin,  though  suspended,  is  not  entirely 
destroyed,  and  may  be  restored  in  an  acid  medium.

A  Chilblain  Speciality. 
Sir, — The  chilblain  season  is  on  us,  and  your  readers  may 
find  this  note  of  value.  In  "Diseases  and  Remedies" 
(O.  &  D.  series)  you  quote  Professor  Wright's  recommenda- 
tion as  to  the  use  of  chloride  of  calcium  internally.  I  have 
recently  come  across  a  case  where  calcium  lactate  was  pre- 
scribed in  1-dr.  doses,  with  marvellous  results.  The 
patient  had  been  suffering  most  acutely  for  three  weeks,  and 
could  get  no  rest  day  or  night  on  account  of  the  itchiness 
caused  by  the  chilblains.  He  took  one  dose  at  noon,  and 
that  night  he  experienced  not  the  least  discomfort  and  fell 
asleep  at  once.  Next  day  all  itchiness  and  redness  had 
disappeared  and  the  swelling  was  rapidly  going  down.  Sir 
A.  E.  Wright's  theory  is  that  chilblains  are  caused  by  thin- 
ness of  blood,  which  permits  of  effusion  into  the  tissues  and 
consequent  swelling,  puffiness,  and  inflammation.  In  the 
case  of  the  patient  referred  to,  he  had  recently  been  on  an 
ocean-voyage,  during  which  he  consumed  a  large  quantity 
of  fruit,  the  acidity  of  which  destroyed  the  natural 
alkalinity  of  the  blood,  reducing  its  density  and  rendering 
it  less  easily  coagulable.  Actual  tests  of  the  coagulating 
power  of  the  blood,  before  and  after  taking  the  calcium 
lactate,  proved  in  his  case  the  correctness  of  the  theory. 
Wright  now  recommends  the  lactate  in  preference  to  the 
chloride,  as  being  a  more  neutral  salt  and  much  more  easily 
tolerated.  Some  persons  are  not  susceptible  to  the  effect  of 
calcium,  and  in  these  cases  magnesium  should  be  tried. 
The  remedy  is  so  simple  and  safe  that  it  should  be  popular, 
and  chemists  might  put  up  "chilblain-powders"  as  a 
profitable  speciality  :  1  dr.  of  calcium  lactate  in  each,  one 
powder  to  be  taken  in  water  daily  till  cured;  children  one- 
fourth  to  one-half  a  powder,  according  to  age.

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Canada  as  a  Field  for  Trade. 
(See  C.  &  D.,  September  29,  1906,  p.  518.) 

Sir, — I  served  five  years  of  an  apprenticeship  in  a  small 
country  town  where  I  had  so  much  dispensing  to  do  that 
in  my  third  year  it  was  no  trouble  for  me  to  spread  an  opium 
plaster  18  by  6  in.,  or  an  ear-blister.  I  qualified  at  twenty- 
one,  and  as  an  assistant  I  have  had  experience  in  all  kinds  of 
businesses,  both  in  the  city  and  country,  throughout  Eng- 
land, Scotland,  and  Ireland.  I  was  never  in  a  store,  nor  was 
I  one  of  the  Tribe  of  Jesse,  yet  I  was  never  without  an  ample 
supply  of  dusters,  which  were  used  methodically  every 
morning  or  when  necessary.  Ultimately  I  purchased  a 
neglected  business  in  a  small  country  town,  and  by  the 
diligent  use  of  dusters  and  my  previous  varied  experience 
I  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  my  daily_  cash  returns 
gradually  increase.  However,  after  considering  the  cost  of 
qualifying,  the  time,  and  personal  care  and  attention  re- 
quired to  conduct  successfully  even  a  small  country  business, 
I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  game  was  not  worth  the 
candle,  and  sold  off,  to  my  financial  advantage. 

Like  many  other  assistants  I  have  met,  I  had  often 
thought  of  leaving  the  drug-trade,  but  the  difficulty  was  to 
know  what  to  turn  to.  Where  there  is  a  will  there  is  a  way, 
and  I  found  one,  so  here  I  am,  in  the  far  North-West  of 
Canada,  on  a  homestead.  Although  I  gave  up  the  trade  in 
the  Old  Country,  I  did  not  mean  to  abandon  it  entirely,  and 
was  not  long  here  before  I  secured  my  diploma  for  the 
North- West  territory  now  known  as  Sask  and  Alta.  I  still 
read  the  C.  &  D.,  and  I  find  the  correspondence  more 
amusing  now  since  it  does  not  affect  my  interests  in 
the  same  degree,  but  the  letter  by  "Enterprise" 
about  the  possibilities  of  trade  in  Canada  for  home 
houses  induces  me  to  write  this.  I  note  he  evidently 
writes  of  the  Eastern  provinces  of  Canada,  but  what 
of  the  West?  I  have  often  wondered  if  any  wholesale 
firm  has  ever  thought  of  the  enormous  trade  there  will 
be  west  of  Winnipeg  in  a  very  few  years'  time.  It  is 
only  eighteen  months  since  I  came  out  here,  and  during 
the  summer  of  1905  I  saw  the  Canadian  Northern  Co.  extend 
its  railway  from  Saskatoon  to  Edmonton,  a  distance  of  300 
miles.  Every  eight  or  ten  miles  there  is  a  station,  and, 
unless  it  happens  to  be  in  a  very  unfertile  part  of  the 
country,  there  is  also  a  town  sufficiently  large  to  support  a 
doctor  and  a  chemist.  The  construction  of  7,000  miles  of 
railway  is  commenced,  and  is  being  pushed  forward  as 
rapidly  as  possible  through  the  most  fertile  districts  of  the 
West.  The  three  main  lines— viz.,  C.P.R.,  C.N.R.,  and 
G.T.P.E. — all  enter  Edmonton.  Now,  consider  the  number 
of  towns  and  new  chemists'  businesses  that  will  start  up 
along  those  lines  and  the  great  amount  of  money  that  will  be 
put  in  circulation,  as  there  will  be  millions  of  bushels  of 
wheat  produced,  where  not  one  was  produced  before, 
besides  other  agricultural  produce. 

It  is  800  miles  from  Winnipeg  to  Edmonton,  but  there 
is  no  wholesale  chemist  west  of  the  former  city  to  supply 
the  demand  which  is  sure  to  come  throughout  this  great 
extent  of  territory,  now  being  filled  up  with  good-class 
people,  principally  English-speaking,  hence  the  reason  for 
the  enormous  railway-construction.  I  might  mention  here 
that  the  doctor  and  chemist  in  the  town  on  the  C.N.R.  near 
me  frequently  inquire  of  me  about  drugs  they  have  been 
asked  for  by  British  people,  such  as  "  Compo,"  and  to  help 
them  a  little  I  have  lent  them  my  copy  of  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas."  Is  there  no  British  firm  enterprising  enough 
to  have  a  share  of  this  business?  "Enterprise"  properly 
described  the  sort  of  man  to  send  out  as  a  representative. 

There  is  absolutely  no  demand  for  assistants,  and  it  is  too 
early  yet  for  one  contemplating  to  start  a  retail  business, 
unless  he  is  not  ashamed  to  get  right  down  to  a  rough  life 
and  hard  work  by  homesteading.  Thereby  he  would  learn 
the  ways  of  the  country  and  his  future  customers,  besides 
adding  to  his  financial  position,  improving  his  health,  and 
making  a  country  home  of  his  own,  where  he  could  spend 
part  of  his  time  in  outdoor  recreation,  etc.  He  would  find 
it  a  far  more  independent  and  freer  life  than  remaining  be- 
hind the  counter  from  8  a.m.  to  9  p.m.  from  Sunday  to  Satur- 
day in  the  Old  Country.  The  idea  at  home  of  the  Canadian 
climate  I  think  is  quite  erroneous.  I  write  this  on  Octo- 
ber 24,  and  the  thermometer  registered  75°  F.  in  the  sun. 
We  expect  to  have  bright  sunshine  until  some  time  in 
December.    Of  course,  it  gets  cold  and  frosty  at  nights,  but 


until  about  Christmas  we  get  what  is  known  as  the  Indian 
summer,  with  the  warm  Chinook  winds  blowing  from  the 
Southern  Pacific.  January  and  February  are  really  the  only 
two  severe  stormy  months,  with  March  cold  and  rather 
disagreeable  when  the  thaw  sets  in,  but  there  is  nothing  to 
frighten  anyone  from  the  British  Isles.  I  have  been  weeks 
with  only  the  prairie  for  a  bed  ;  nights  in  succession  I  have- 
slept  with  wet  legs  and  feet;  waded  rivers  when  I  had  to. 
break  the  ice  at  the  sides  before  I  could  get  out ;  yet  I  have- 
never  had  a  headache  or  a  cold  since  I  came  to  the  country,, 
and  am  not  sorry  I  left  the  drug-trade  at  home  and  ven- 
tured on  homesteading  for  a  time.       Yours  faithfully,

F.  D.  S.  (234/67).—  Helalin.— The  makers  of  this  article  in- 
form us  that  it  is  the  active  principle  of  Collinaonia  canadensis, 
and  is  a  remedy  indicated  in  bladder-troubles,  gonorrhoea,  and 
urinary  diseases  generally,  in  which  it  has  an  astringent, 
sedative  effect  on  the  mucous  membranes.  It  is  sometimes 
used  for  haemorrhoids.  Sanmetto  is  a  genito  urinary  remedy 
combining  sandalwood  oil  and  saw  palmetto  in  an  aromatic 
vehicle. 

C.  A.  (Turin)  (194/42). — Coza,  an  obesity-cure,  is  stated  by 
the  Berlin  police  authorities  to  be  impure  sodium  carbonate, 
but  we  have  not  confirmed  this  finding.  We  do  not  know  the 
composition  of  dipsocure — a  cure  for  dipsomania. 

W.  X.  (240/18).—  Hair-cubling  Powder. — Your  sample  is 
a  mixture  of  dextrine  (2),  borax  (1),  with  possibly  a  trace  of 
perfume.  Packed  into  powders  containing  about  50  grains 
the  contents  of  each  package  are  dissolved  in  a  teacupful  of 
warm  water,  and  when  cold  this  liquid  is  used  to  damp  the 
hair  before  using  curling  pine  or  irons. 

Omega  (234/60). — (1)  Tinned-lead  collapsible  tubes  are 
quite  suitable  for  filling  with  neutral  fatty  toilet-prepara- 
tions. As  an  additional  precaution,  or  in  cases  where  the- 
contents  are  to  be  especially  protected  against  the  possi- 
bility of  metallic  contamination,  the  tubes  are  lacquered  or 
previously  coated  on  the  interior  with  melted  paraffin-wax. 
(2)  We  have  never  heard  of  blood-poisoning  resulting  from 
the  use  of  tinned-lead  collapsible  tubes.

This  is  for  one  draught.  You  can  diminish  the  quantity 
of  menstruum  if  it  is  desired  to  administer  the  drink  in  ale 
or  gruel. 

Sicamus  (251/61). — Logwood-test  for  Alumina. — The  test- 
solution  is  made  by  digesting  5  grams  of  freshly  cut  logwood 
chips  in  a  closed  bottle  with  100  c.c.  of  spirit.  When  required' 
for  use  1  c.c.  of  this  logwood-tincture  is  mixed  with  the  same 
quantity  of  an  aqueous  saturated  solution  of  ammonium  car- 
bonate and  added  to  10  c.c.  of  the  liquid  to  be  tested.  If 
alumina  is  present  the  pink  colour  is  changed  to  lavender  or 
blue.  The  test  was  formerly  much  in  request  for  demonstrat- 
ing the  presence  of  alum  in  bread ;  but  some  time  ago  it  was 
found  that  tartaric  acid  contaminated  with  small  quantities 
of  iron  or  lead  gives  a  blue  with  alkaline  logwood-tincture, 
and  as  tartaric  acid  may  be  present  in  baking-powder  as  well' 
as  alum,  the  test  cannot  be  looked  upon  as  conclusive.  In 
the  case  of  alumina  in  water,  the  water  should  be  concentrateoV 
by  evaporation  and  care  taken  that  the  results  are  not  being 
rendered  untrustworthy  by  the  presence  of  metals. 

J.  A.  (234/71). — Leybold's  Sealing-peocess  for  glass  troughs. 
This  is  mentioned  in  Kaiser's  "  Die  Technik-  des  Modernen- 
Mikroskopes,"  but  we  cannot  find  any  detailed  account  in. 
any  publication  we  have  consulted.  If  you  write  to  E.  Ley- 
bold's Nachfolger,  Cologne,  Germany,  you  will  no  doubt  ob- 
tain the  particulars  you  desire.  We  cannot  find  that  the  firm 
have  an  agent  in  England. 

Newmarket  Powder  (C.  &  D.,  December  22,  p.  954). — The 
dose  of  this  poTder  is  a  tablespoonful  (3iv.).
